Bush’s most popular ally is back in the public eye — once again providing 
‘an appearance of reasonableness’ for a president who is anything but 


The Powell enticement 


EORGE W. BUSH must really be wor- 

ried. With the situation in Iraq deterio- 

rating and with his damn-our-allies atti- 
tude frightening the middle-of-the-road vot- 
ers he needs to win in November, Bush is 
dangling Secretary of State Colin 
Powell in front of us once again. 
It had been a long time since 
we'd seen much of Powell, but it 
makes sense. Powell may be the 
president’s greatest political 
asset. And that’s what this is all 
about: election-year politics, 
nothing more. 

Late last month, reports began 

to appear that Powell — whose 
resignation early in a second 


Bush term had been a foregone conclusion al- 


most from the moment Bush took office — 
might be willing to change his mind. “It is my 
understanding that Powell has let it be known 
that if the president would ask him to stay on, 
and if he’s not going to be marginalized, he 
would look at that opportunity,” Patrick 
Cronin, a former senior State Department of- 
ficial, recently told the Boston Globe. 

Powell also recently took part in a high- 
profile fact-finding mission to Sudan, where 
an estimated 50,000 people have been killed 
in ethnic violence and 1.2 million left home- 
less. And he was the administration’s front- 
man in declaring that the Sudanese govern- 
ment’s actions in the Darfur region of that 
country amounted to “genocide.” Politically, 
that was a three-fer for the White House: it 
was the right thing to do; its most politically 
palatable figure was the one who did it; and it 
put pressure on our European allies to follow 
suit. Unlike the build-up to the war in Iraq, 
with regard to Sudan it was the United States 
seen as taking the moral high ground and Eu- 
rope as cravenly lagging. 

As if that weren’t enough, Powell made an 
appearance on NBC’s Meet the Press this past 
Sunday and took issue with Vice-President 
Dick Cheney’s remarks of the previous week, 
in which Cheney all but asserted that a vote 
for John Kerry was a vote for Osama bin 
Laden. Cheney himself had been forced to 


| back down from his statement that if voters

make the wrong choice, “then the danger is 
that we'll get hit again.” But on Sunday, Pow- 
ell took matters quite a few steps further. 
Speaking of Kerry and terrorism, Powell told 
host Tim Russert, “As commander in chief, I 
think he’d respond to it in a ro- 
bust way. There’s no commander 
in chief, no president of the 
United States, who would not re- 
spond to terrorism. Now, how he 
would respond, which strategies 
that individuals would use, I 
can’t predict the future.” Thus 
did Powell seek to inoculate Bush 
from the soft-toned rantings of 
his deeply unpopular vice- 
president. 

All this was prelude to Powell’s appearance 
this past Monday before the Senate Govern- 
ment Affairs Committee, at which he both 
atoned for the deceptive case he made for war 
at the United Nations in early 2003, and also 
blamed it on others. According to the Wash- 
ington Post, Powell testified that the govern- 
ment needs a powerful national-security direc- 
tor — proposed by the 9/11 Commission, and 
at least partly endorsed by Bush — in order to 
prevent the kinds of errors that he made on 
that infamous day, when he claimed that Sad- 
dam Hussein’s regime possessed weapons of 
mass destruction and had ties to Al Qaeda. 

On Capitol Hill this past Monday, Powell 
said that “some of the sourcing that was used 
to give me the basis upon which to bring for- 
ward that judgment to the United Nations 
were flawed, were wrong,” and that he was 
“distressed” to have learned that some mem- 
bers of the intelligence services “had knowl- 
edge that the sourcing was suspect, and that 
was not known to me.” How disingenuous 
can you get? The case against Iraq’s weapons 
capabilities and terrorist ties had been made 
publicly for months before Powell went to the 
UN. For many, his powerful testimony that 
day was a signal that he — up to that time the 
most credible member of the administration 
— had carefully considered and rejected that 
case. The subtext of his testimony this week 
was that he knows what went wrong, and that 
he also knows how to prevent it from happen- 





ing again. With the polls showing, inexplica- 
bly, that voters trust Bush on national security 
more than they trust Kerry, Powell’s state- 
ments were just what Dr. Rove ordered to 
ease any lingering doubts. 

The events of recent weeks carry a message 
that couldn’t be more clear: Colin Powell, 
among the most popular figures in the coun- 
try and the epitome of moderate Republican- 
ism, is back. And no doubt we’re going to see 
plenty of him through Election Day, just as 
we saw him electrify the nation in 2000, at 
the Republican National Convention in 
Philadelphia. Trouble is, Powell virtually dis- 
appeared after Bush took office, marginalized 
by the White House hawks who really had 
Bush’s ear — Cheney, Secretary of Defense 
Donald Rumsfeld, Deputy Secretary of De- 
fense Paul Wolfowitz, et al. 

In Bob Woodward’s most recent book, 

Plan of Attack, Powell comes off as a self- 
serving bureaucrat, a consistent advocate for 
diplomacy and an opponent of the war who 
was nevertheless almost completely ineffec- 
tive, and unwilling either to speak out or to 
resign. It is, in fact, Powell’s loyal deputy, 
Richard Armitage, who appears to be more 
clear-eyed and introspective. Woodward 
wrote, “A close friend of Armitage’s from 
Congress told him that he and Powell had re- 
ally failed. They had become the enablers, 
providing cover and an appearance of reason- 
ableness so Cheney and Rumsfeld worked 
their will. Armitage didn’t think his friend 
from Congress was wrong.” 

Now Powell is allowing himself to be used 
to provide “cover and an appearance of rea- 
sonableness” once again. This time, let’s hope 
it doesn’t work. Powell’s stint as Bush’s secre- 
tary of state has been an enormous disap- 
pointment — in part because of his own 
shortcomings, but even more because Bush 
has made it clear that he doesn’t value Pow- 
ell’s advice and counsel. Pulling Powell off the 
shelf once every four years may be good poli- 
tics. But it doesn’t undo the massive, tragic 
failures of this presidency. &

CRITICAL MISS 

I was fortunate to catch the new German 
film RosenstraBe, about Nazi-era German 
women who protested the imprisonment of 
their Jewish husbands and sought to keep 
their families together, before it ended a brief 
run at a Cambridge theater [“Trailers,” Arts, 
August 27]. This large-budget film bears 
striking similarities to Schindler’s List and The 
Pianist. Unlike those two celebrated films, 
however, RosenstraBe has no known American 
or British actors in starring roles. But I sus- 
pect that the real reason why this important 
German film has received little attention and 
several unfavorable reviews by male reviewers 
since its American debut is that it features a 
largely female cast directed by Margarethe von 
Trotta, a politically conscious woman. 

In his short and perfunctory review of the 
film, Peter Keough suggests that this histori- 
cally aware director works best when making 
films that focus on personal relationships be- 
tween women. Like other American review- 


ers, Keough seems disappointed that the film 
doesn’t evoke conventional Hollywood thrills 
or use special effects to dramatize the Holo- 
caust. But perhaps the biggest problem these 
reviewers have is that there are no male he- 
roes with whom to identify. Trotta’s protago- 
nists are not Hollywood action heroes but 
grandmothers, mothers, and daughters, who 
respond to the largely male violence of histo- 
ry with nonviolent resistance. 

In a week when speakers at the Republican 
convention absurdly invoked comparisons 
between supporters of same-sex marriage 
and the Nazis, it was important to this male 
viewer to watch a film that actually shows the 
devastating effects of the Nuremberg Laws 
forbidding Aryan “intermarriage” with Jews. 
It also eloquently shows how protest against 
even the most authoritarian regime can pre- 
vail. If RosenstraBe had received more sensi- 
tive critical attention, it might be playing in 
more venues. Then more people could watch 
it and relate the events of 1943 Berlin to the 
recent news from New York City.

TO OLD FRIENDS: A CONDOLENCE 


John Ferguson: 1951-2004 


This one’s personal — written without apology for people who 
knew John Ferguson, assistant arts editor at the Boston Globe, 
who died, at age 52, on September 8. John worked here at the 
Boston Phoenix for roughly a decade, beginning in 1977, as 
assistant managing editor, associate managing editor, and finally 
as arts-section editor. He and | shared an office during that 
“associate ME” phase; he oversaw and edited copy while | covered 
the department's administrative details. 

It was a perfect division of labor. John had real editing chops, the 
kind writers long to encounter. No pointy-headed comma jockey he 
— for John, the technicalities of writing were second nature, mere 
grammatical givens, dutifully enforced with much thought and little 
effort. Where he stood apart was in his abilities to understand a 
writer’s intent, accept and refine a writer's voice, and, perhaps 
most important, 
complete an edit 
leaving even 
temperamental 
scribes feeling 
grateful and with 
their egos intact. 

In our minds 
(and to this day, | 
suspect), the 
Phoenix editors, 

writers, 
photographers, 
artists, and 
designers of the 
late 1970s and 
early ’80s were 
the A-team. Back 
then, when the 
alternative press 
was jealously 
shunned by the 
same sloppily 
edited dailies that eventually hired so many of our number, we fed 
and relished one another's arrogance. We shared the unflappable 
confidence of our youth, put out a damn good newspaper, and had 
more fun than we let on. 

At the Phoenix, John Ferguson was central to all of it. He was 
the one everyone wanted to please, to make laugh, and the one 
whose opinion often carried the most weight. His gentlemanly 
cynicism was the perfect moderating force to balance devotion to 
duty with the resentments that come with overwork. His wry 
comments propelled us through many a long night and unpleasant 
task. We worked constantly and hard, sustained by an attitude best 
described as “can-do with a knowing sneer.” 

Of course, John filled many roles — husband, father, journalist, 
Sox fan — and went on from the Phoenix to do consistently brilliant 
work at the Globe, where his talents and low-key sufferance won 
him a new horde of devotees. So it would be wildly unfair and 
misleading to define him as some sort of souvenir of the disco-to- 
punk era. Still, those years are when | knew him best, and along 
with the rest of his old Phoenix friends, | can’t help but remember 
him as a beloved individual and a nexus of a treasured time. More 
important, he deserves to be remembered and credited for the 
huge contribution he made to professionalizing the alternative 
press. 

| remember John on his first day at work here, relatively fresh up 
from the Texas Observer and sporting a bushy mustache and a 
pony tail that made him look like Wild Bill Hickok with a holster full 
of blue pencils. And | remember John reading page proofs on the 
bar at the Eliot Lounge; and John, at 2 a.m., gleefully deciphering 
several paragraphs of nonsensical copy inexplicably typed into the 
middle of a George Kimball sports column by Sox pitcher Bill Lee; 
and John and | laughing uncontrollably like a couple of junior-high 
nerds through an entire production meeting because we overheard 
our sales manager in the hall attempt a joke by asking, “Where’s 
Grant's tomb?”; and John being chagrined when, on his watch, the 
Phoenix ran a cover headline reading SUMMMER CELLULOID; and 
John lapsing into a Texas twang and complaining that he was 
“hungry enough to eat okra.” 

Also, | remember that John complimented and thanked co- 
workers — a rarity in this business — and was the first to 
recognize (and acknowledge) a person’s strengths and talents. 
Compliments from John Ferguson meant something — not 
because they were infrequent (they weren't especially) but 
because they were honest and you valued his approval. Armed 
with humor, seemingly bottomless patience, and a mastery of 
literature, prose, history, theater, music, baseball, and pop culture, 
John naturally commanded a kind of respect the rest of us envied 
but couldn’t necessarily earn. 

| wish John were here to edit this — to reel in my conceptual 
excesses and point out my misconstructions without making me 
feel like an idiot. It’s just the sort of potentially self-indulgent piece 
that wants his clear mind and gentle hand. But that’s not to be, so 
I'll indulge one closing suggestion to John’s friends. Personal or 
professional, old or new: hold his memory well and long. John’s 
shortcoming was his modesty. Surely, we can make up for that.

The politics of remembrance 


Two nights before Saturday’s candlelight vigil on Boston 
Common commemorating the third anniversary of the 
September 11 terrorist attacks, another memorial had taken 
place just steps away at the Park Street T stop. That one 
marked the death of the 1000th soldier fighting in the Iraq war. 
On the surface, the candles at both events were lit for unrelated 
reasons, and the moments of silence were tributes to separate 
tragedies. But it didn't take much to find disturbing connections 
between the two — as well as to the upcoming presidential 
election. 

Saturday's 9/11 vigil became a mini-stumping ground when 
Tita Puopolo, whose mother, Sonia, died on American Airlines 
Flight 11, described her admiration for John Kerry, his policies, 
and the support he offered her family. If elected president, she 
said, Kerry will “lead us to peace ... [and] bring peace to a 
terribly troubled world,” 

“I’ve been very upset about the almost sole focus of the 
Republican candidates on the war,” said Cambridge resident 
Barbara Terry, whose jacket bore a Kerry-Edwards pin. Terry, 
60, accused the Bush campaign of preying on people’s fears 
about war and terrorism to bolster its support. 

Her friend Emily Snyder, 59, of Arlington, agreed. “I think the 
Republicans are really trying to draw that link between 9/11 
and the war in Iraq, and | personally don’t believe it’s there at 
all,” she said. “It's being kind of clouded by everyone thinking 
about 9/11 and thinking that Bush is keeping us safe [from

Wanted: 
Conservatives with 
money to burn 


Attacking John Kerry has proven to 
be a gold mine for the Swift Boat 
Veterans for Truth, who last week 
disclosed a list of 684 people who 
have contributed a total of $1.9 
million to their effort since late April. 
Well, they’re not the only ones willing 
to bash the Massachusetts senator if 
someone will put up the money. 

Take Michael Cronin. He is the 
chairman and director of the newly 
formed Vietnam EXPOWS, created 
last week “to do whatever we can to 
oppose the election of John Kerry as 
president,” Cronin says from his home 
in Potomac, Maryland. 

Cronin, a former prisoner of war, 
believes Kerry’s activism upon his 
return from Vietnam provided aid and 
comfort to the Vietcong — and 
prolonged the stay at the “Hanoi 
Hilton” for POWs like himself. 
Cronin says he and other former 
POWs decided to organize after 
watching Kerry tout his service at the 
Democratic National Convention. 
“This guy who basically sided with the 
enemy wants to run for president as a 


another attack].” 

On September 3, a Newsweek poll asked whether 
respondents thought going to war with Iraq has made 
Americans feel safer from terrorism. Fifty percent said no. 
Indeed, at Saturday’s vigil, one New York City resident with a 
TROOPS OUT NOW button adorning her backpack said she felt 
New Yorkers were more vulnerable to attacks “because of the 
Bush administration’s foreign policy.” But praise for Kerry was 
far from universal. Though she plans to vote for the Democratic 
candidate in November, 25-year-old Jesse Harold said she still 
thinks Kerry “missed a huge opportunity to hold up the Bush 
administration’s policy and say, ‘This is what happens when you 
run a country for greed.’” 

But the day wasn’t all about partisan politics. Earlier in the 
evening, at a memorial service at Northeastern University, 
third-year student Cory Lloyd said he wished the dialogue was 
different. “I don’t think the right issues regarding September 11 
are discussed,” the Concord, New Hampshire, native explained. 
“They're discussing mostly the war. And what we really should 
be hearing is what we’re going to do to change our lives so this 
doesn’t happen again.” With two friends in the service, one who 
just returned from active duty and one who is still in Iraq, Lloyd 
decided to honor the anniversary of 9/11 in a way that had 
nothing to do with war, campaigns, or politics and everything to 
do with celebrating life: he went skydiving.

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war hero — it was just too much,” 
Cronin says. 

Cronin doesn’t have much in the 
way of press-relations skills — the 
Phoenix was his first call from the 
media, he says — and he has thus far 
done little more than put up a Web 
site and send a message to members 
of another POW organization, asking 
for donations. “Whether or not we get 
much beyond that depends on how 
much money comes in,” he says. He 
would like to put full-page ads in 
battleground-state newspapers, and 
do interviews in major media markets 
in those states. He claims the Web site 
(www.vietnamexpows.org), which 
went up Saturday morning, had 
10,000 hits by Monday afternoon. 

The group lists among its directors 
Paul Galanti, who appeared in one of 
the Swifties’ TV ads. That might hurt 
Vietnam EXPOWS’s credibility and 
claims of independence, but could 


also serve as a seal of approval to 
some of those 684 deep-pocketed 
Swift Boat Veterans funders. 

Across the river in Arlington, 
Virginia, two attorneys — and 
fantasy-football fanatics — in a 
Washington, DC, firm have partnered 
to attack Kerry on something they 
consider more critical than Vietnam: 
sports. 

Jeff Larroca and Dino 
Panagopoulos, who describe 
themselves as supporters of President 
George W. Bush but “madly 
independent,” formed Football Fans 
for Truth as a 527 this Monday. 
Apparently they got a little out of hand 
on the first weekend of the new NFL 
season. “We were out drinking and 
got to laughing about John Kerry 
going into Michigan and saying, ‘Go 
Hawkeyes,’” says Larroca. “And then 
he was in Wisconsin and referred to 
‘Lambert Field.’” 


For the unaware, the Hawkeyes 
play in lowa, and the Green Bay 
Packers play at Lambeau Field. 
Larroca and Panagopoulos hope to 
raise enough money to run billboard 
ads highlighting Kerry’s errors in the 
offended states. “We’re hoping he’ll 
gaffe in all the battleground states,” 
Larroca says. Their initial plea for 
money — sent to other members of 
their fantasy league — includes a 
photo of how Kerry “catches the tight 
spiral like a girlie man.” Larroca and 
-anagopoulos are hoping the e-mail 
spreads enough to become a 
blogosphere topic, sparking 
contributions to the cause. They don’t 
have enough cash for a Web site yet 
(their account stands at $100), but in 
other ways they are off to a better 
start than Cronin and his EXPOWS 
— the Phoenix was their second 
media call.

Jimmy Fallon didn’t make it, either. 
But guess who did come to the open 
casting call held Saturday at the Rack for 
Fever Pitch, the film shooting at Fenway 
Park this week?

Up to his old (dirty) tricks 


Just what was Lieutenant George W. Bush doing during those 
long months in 1972 while he shirked his military duties and 
ducked orders from his superiors in the National Guard? He 
was serving as the political director for the US Senate campaign 
of Winton “Red” Blount, the wealthy CEO of an engineering and 
construction firm who headed the US Chamber of Commerce 
before being appointed Nixon’s postmaster general (whereupon 
he promptly fired some 33,000 employees as the postal service 
was put on a for-profit basis). Blount’s opponent was veteran 
Alabama senator John Sparkman, a conservative Southern 
Democrat who had been Adlai Stevenson’s running mate on the 


national ticket in 1952. 


Blount ran a filthy, race-baiting campaign against Sparkman, 


providing their wardrobe 
measurements (no secrets 
here), agent’s name (if 
applicable), and availability

Like A.C. Doyle, a curly- 
haired man wearing a guitar-patterned 
shirt, who unsuspectingly walked his two 
dogs past the casting call. Peri spotted 
his outmoded fashion sense through the 
window and sent an assistant to snag 
him: “He’s perfect.”

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NONANTUM ROCKS 
But it’s not really Elvis 


This year marks the 50th anniversary of “That’s All Right,” 
Elvis Presley’s first single. And this Saturday marks the 25th 
anniversary of Monk Pelly’s annual Elvis Presley Day — a 
“power-packed, Las Vegas—style show,” complete with Kenpo 
karate demonstration, that’s the best dang Elvis Presley 
tribute in the history of Nonantum. 

Monk Pelly (a/k/a Mike Pellegrini) and his brother and 
production manager, Dan, come from a tight-knit Italian 
family. Their father, Anthony “Fat” Pellegrini, was the 
unofficial mayor of Nonantum (a village of Newton) and was 
a philanthropic giant there. Pellegrini Park, where the concert 
has been held for the past quarter-century, is named for their 
aunt Joanne. (Sadly, Fat and his third son, Frank, both 
passed away last year, making this year’s event bittersweet.) 

Elvis loomed large in the Pellegrini household. “It all began 
one night, just watching my mom dancing to the radio, to 
Elvis,” Monk says over the phone from his Florida auto shop. 
“I'd never seen her like that before. She sat me down, we 
talked for an hour or so, and she got me all excited about 
him. I went out 
the next day and 
got one of his 
albums.” 

Monk’s first 
taste of public 
adulation as the 
King came at a 
costume contest 
in the ’70s. “He 
had a white 
sequined suit and 
a cape made by 
my sister Louise, 
to doa 
competition at 
Lucifer’s in 
Kenmore 
Square,” Dan 
remembers. “I 
went as the Fonz. 
He ended up 
wining second 
prize, and the 
crowd went ape- 
shit because a McDonald’s hamburger and French fries won! 
They booed the crap out of them, but we felt bad for ’em 
because they thought Monk shoulda won, too.” 

Later, on the first anniversary of Elvis’s death, Monk’s aunt 
asked him to put on his suit, come down to the park that 
bears her name, and sing along with some of Elvis’s records. 
Only about 50 people were there, but he slew ‘em. As years 
went on, the production got bigger, gradually incorporating a 
full stage and a live band. Soon Monk started touring New 
England. By 1987, the 10th anniversary of Elvis’s death, he 
was gyrating his pelvis for nearly 3000 screaming fans. Monk 
now performs a dozen or so times a year at festivals and 
parties in Florida and New England. Occasionally, he plays 
senior citizens’ cookouts, says his brother, and “gets the old 
broads goin’ nuts.” 

But Nonantum’s event is the highlight of his year. And he 
takes it very seriously. “Monk gets into a whole Rocky-type 
regime to be Elvis,” says Dan. “We call him the ‘King of Elvis 
Tributes’ for a reason. He has to hold up to it. He really 
works out hard, like Rocky. He’s very trim when he comes 
out. He sings just like Elvis. He’s got the moves. We’re not 
into doing a schlocky-type show.” 

“I insist on doing an in-shape Elvis, a mid-30s Elvis,” 
Monk says. “Y’know, Elvis, he got sick, he hated being 
overweight. But in the end, he had to go out that way. I know 
he wouldn’t want anyone to portray him that way. [He’d say] 
‘If you’re gonna do me, man, do me in-shape. You're not 
sick, you don’t have the problems I had.’” 

“We don’t get Elvis fans who think Elvis is still alive,” Dan 
says. “We get good Elvis fans. They know he’s dead. The 
ones who are wild about Elvis, who think he might still be 
alive, Monk will tell ’em on stage, ‘We know Elvis is gone. 
He’s not at McDonald’s. We’re here to do a tribute.’” 

Dan, for one, can’t wait. “We bring him in with a limo, 
he’s got bodyguards, the whole nine yards. We play [the 
theme from] 2001: A Space Odyssey. It’s a very classy show.” 
But, he stresses, “Monk doesn’t think he’s Elvis when he gets 
off stage. He’s just a regular guy, like you and me.” 

Elvis Presley Day takes place on Saturday, September 18, 
from 5 to 9 p.m. at Joanne Pellegrini Park on Hawthorn Street 
in the Nonantum section of Newton. Admission is $10 ($5 for 
kids), with all proceeds benefiting the Aleppo Shriners. Rain 
dates are Sunday, September 19, or Saturday, September 25

Smokin’ 
years ago: 
September 17, 1999 

Jason Gay described the lack of fan- 
fare surrounding the annual marijuana 
Freedom Rally. 

“But this year: nothing. Not a single 
peep about the rally.... MassCann’s 
permit application for Boston Common 
sailed through City Hall faster than a 
Texas debutante at sorority rush. No 
lawsuits. No press conferences with po- 
lice threatening to toss pot smokers in 
the pokey. No splashy headlines like uP 
IN SMOKE on the cover of the Boston 
Herald. 

“What happened? ‘I think the city’s 
tired of being beaten,’ says MassCann 
president Bill Downing, who points out 
that his organization still has an active 
lawsuit pending against the city. ‘I’m 
hoping they’ve decided not to screw 
with us.’” 


Rock chaos 


1 0 years ago: 

September 16, 1994 

Matt Ashare reported on a Green Day 
show gone wild at the Hatch Shell. 

“The front barricades and the sec- 
ondary lines on either side of the stage 
held for three songs. The police cleared 
the area before the stage between the 
third and fourth songs — their first tac- 
tical maneuver. Bassist Mike Dirnt 
warned the crowd to look out for them- 
selves because the cops ‘aren’t going to 
look out for you.’ Then people surged 
through the barriers in front. Billie Joe 
made a remark about the youth of 
Boston taking over the city. The result 
was confusion: the security guards were 
helping anyone caught in the rush; the 
police formed a line to hold their 
ground. Green Day were in their ele- 
ment, barely controlled chaos, and the 
energy coming from the stage was in- 
tense.” 

Tip sheet 
1 Byears ago: 
September 15, 1989 

In “The 1989 Rookie’s Guide to 
Boston,” Robin Vaughn compiled tips 
about the city from Boston insiders. 

“[A cashier at the Strawberries in 
Downtown Crossing says,] ‘Among the 
better reasons to shop at Downtown 
Crossing are the street vendors, most of 
whom are from Ireland and very cute. 

“It’s a good place to go if you know 
what you want and don’t care how you 
look. Unlike Newbury Street or Copley 
Place, everyone in Downtown Crossing 
looks as bad as you do and is in as bad a 
mood. 

“It’s crowded most of the time, but 
depending on where you’re from, that 
might not take much getting used to. If 
you're from New York, you'll feel right 
at home.’.... 

“John, a Checker Cab driver, warns, | 
‘Avoid the 600 block of Washington 
Street.... Street peddlers will tell you 
they can get you anything from drugs to 
girls to credit cards. They have none, 
usually. Basically they bring you down 
an alley and relieve you of your 
money.’” 


Campaign on the Fritz 


20 years ago: 
September 18, 1984 
Steven Stark assessed Walter Mon- 

dale’s faltering presidential campaign. 
“All presidential nominees must pass 
over a certain threshold before the elec- 
torate will take them seriously. Perhaps 
that threshold can be described best as a 
test of toughness or character. At any

rate, it’s a threshold of credibility — the 
voter must make an intuitive judgment 
that the candidate is able to handle the 
responsibilities of the presidency. 

“Few candidates actually fail that test, 
which usually comes in the weeks after 
Labor Day, when the voters begin to pay 
serious attention to the campaign. But if, 
like George McGovern in 1972, a candi- 
date fails to make the grade, his cam- 
paign quickly crumbles. Voters lose inter- 
est, and media coverage focuses on 
gaffes, not issues. Fellow politicians begin 
to desert the ticket. From that point on, 
counting the results is only a formality. 

“Now the bad news: Walter Mondale 
looks as though he isn’t going to clear 
the threshold.” 


A riot of their own 


25 years ago: 
September 18, 1979 

Following the American release of 
The Clash, John Picarella reflected on 
what made the band so powerful. 

“The astonishing thing about the 
early Clash, what made it possible for 
even middle-class Americans to feel the 
rebellion at a gut level, was how the 
music, amidst largely indecipherable 
lyrics, actually embodied the political 
force of the band and seemingly reflect- 
ed the individual differences (the clash) 
of its members. Strummer’s raw, de- 
manding vocals and rhythm ‘strum- 
ming’ burst with a naive/sincere rage 
and desperation, while Mick Jones’s 
Beatle-ish vocals and lead riffs expressed 
an aching memory of youthful (and 
equally naive/sincere) hopes. Paul Si- 
monon’s bass playing unified the two, 
pushing the guitars and vocals through 
the roof with his punk militarism or fill- 
ing in gaps with musicianly bass hooks. 
Original drummer Tory Crimes was 
punk enough to keep things frantic, but 
smart enough to keep up with Si- 
monon’s variety. New drummer Nicky 
Headon is a superb technician and has 
helped move the band to a professional 
sound — like Marky’s replacing Tommy 
Ramone. The band has always played 
and sung as a unit, and group rallying is 
part of the density that is its power.” 
Old-school Southie 
3 Ox: ago: 

September 17, 1974 

Tom Sheehan witnessed a sad scene 
on school-desegregation day at South 
Boston High. 

“The school is large, old, yellow, set 
back from the street. On one of the side 
doors there is spray paint that has not 
yet been covered over. 

“EVERYONE SHOULD OWN A NIGGER, 
says the spray paint. NO NIGGERS IN SB. 
KILL NIGGERS.

“Reported hospitalized and under se- 
dation in New York City, Hendrix is 
under doctor’s orders to cancel all tours 
and personal appearances for ‘an indefi- 
nite period of time.’ 

“Followers of the rock scene had 
been expressing doubt this past week 
as to whether or not Hendrix would 
really appear. As recently as the Sep- 
tember 5 Dick Cavett Show, Jimi stat- 
ed he was tired of the whole scene, 
alluding to ‘three nervous breakdowns 
in the last three years’ and suggesting 
that his television appearance might 
be ‘my last public performance for 
a while.’ ”

We don’t know jack, though not for lack of trying. The first 
systematic survey of mysterious glowing globules was pub- 
lished in 1838, and countless papers have appeared since. De- 
spite that ... well, let’s say we have yet to deal with some basic 
issues. In the book Ball Lightning: An Unsolved Problem in 
Atmospheric Physics (1999), British physicist Mark Stenhoff 
writes, “Ball lightning, if it exists, is a phenomenon that is both 
short-lived and unpredictable” (my emphasis). Elsewhere he 

“My position is ... perhaps that of an agnostic.” 

You see my point. Here’s a fellow who devoted more than 
20 years of his life to studying ball lightning. He collected nu- 
merous case reports, directed the ball-lightning division of a 
UK storm-research center, wrote a book — in short, he made 
a career out of the thing. Yet after all that time, he’s not sure if 
what he was studying is real. 

Anybody who questions ball lightning’s authenticity is cer- 
tain to hear from its defenders. One showdown occurred in 
1971. Astrophysicist Edward Argyle suggested in Nature that 
ball lightning was merely a positive afterimage — i.e., an opti- 
cal illusion, an idea that dates back to the early days of ball- 
lightning studies. In this view, witnesses are dazzled by an or- 
dinary lightning strike, which remains briefly imprinted on 
their retinas. When they look away, the bright, ball-like after- 
image seems to move around, then fades. 

Other scientists didn’t buy Argyle’s contention, and a lively 
correspondence ensued. Physicist R.C. Jennison claimed he 
had personally witnessed ball lightning during an airplane 
flight. What’s more, he’d reported the incident in a letter to 
Nature two years earlier. Here’s the nub: 

“I was seated near the front of the passenger cabin of an 
9) on a late- 
night flight from New York to Washington. The aircraft en- 
countered an electrical storm during which it was enveloped 
in a sudden bright and loud electrical discharge (0005 h EST, 
March 19, 1963). Some seconds after this a glowing sphere a 
little more than 20 cm in diameter emerged from the pilot’s 
cabin and passed down the aisle of the aircraft approximately 
50 cm from me, maintaining the same height and course for 
the whole distance over which it could be observed.” In his 
1971 letter, Jennison added that “my account tallied precisely 
with that of the only other occupant of the passenger cabin, a 
terrified air hostess who was strapped in her seat on the oppo- 
site side and farther to the rear of the aircraft. She saw the ball 
continue to travel down the aisle and finally disappear towards 
the lavatory at the end.” 

To judge from later comments, this exchange was a water- 
shed — previously scientists had been skeptical about ball 
lightning, but afterward they accepted it as real. However, let’s 
note a few points. First, notwithstanding the remarkable detail 
Jennison provides — he even estimates the wattage of the 
ball’s optical output — he didn’t bother to submit his report 
until six years after the fact. Second, we have only his word 
that the flight attendant saw exactly what he did. Third, de- 
spite the fact that he must have spent a fair amount of time re- 
viewing the incident with the woman to be certain his account 
“tallied precisely” with hers, he didn’t bother to report her 
name. Fourth, there’s no evidence he spoke to the pilots, from 
whose cabin the ball lightning emerged. 

Do | think Jennison made it all up? No, but as any cop, re- 
porter, or trial lawyer knows, eyewitness accounts of brief, 
startling events are often unreliable. I don’t claim all the evi- 
dence can be explained away or that ball lightning is strictly an 
illusion, but we’re dealing with a low ratio of signal to noise. 
Anybody wanting to get to the bottom of this will have to 
make a systematic effort to establish what we really know. &@

Bush's turn

HE MEDIA DO NOT cover a presiden- 

tial campaign as though it were one long, 

seamless story. Through the eyes of the 
media, each campaign is more like a book, 
with distinct set pieces, improbable plot shifts, 
and cliffhangers aimed at whetting the audi- 
ence’s interest in the chapters to come. In this 
race so far, we've already read “The Triumph 
of Howard Dean” (late 2003), “Kerry’s Amaz- 
ing Comeback” (winter), “When Bushies At- 
tack” (spring), “Reporting for Duty” (July), 
and “The Revenge of the Swifties” (August). 

Sometime around Labor Day, the story line 
began to shift again. Maybe it was the boredom 
of having to cover the Republican National 
Convention, which could have been titled 
“When Bushies Attack II.” Maybe it was a 
sense that Kerry’s torment had gone on long 
enough. Whatever the case, the battering to 
which the media had subjected the Democratic 
candidate for the previous five weeks eased 
ever so slightly, as new twists and turns arose 
that put Bush on the defensive. 

It began with a sensational if dubious splash. 
On September 5, the Sunday edition of Lon- 
don’s Daily Mail offered a sneak preview of 
gossip diva Kitty Kelley’s forthcoming book, 
The Family: The Real Story of the Bush Dy- 
nasty. Kelley claims, among other things, that 
George W. Bush snorted cocaine at Camp 
David in 1989, while his father was president; 
that he may have helped a girlfriend get an 
abortion; and that his future wife, Laura 
Welch, both smoked and sold pot when she 
was a student at Southern Methodist Universi- 
ty, in Texas. The mainstream media, for the 
most part, approached Kelley’s book with 
tweezers and rubber gloves, which probably 
was not a bad idea. But The Family had 
zoomed to number one on Amazon.com by 
this past Tuesday, the same day that Kelley 
began three mornings of interviews on NBC’s 
Today show. 

Then, on September 7, at a campaign ap- 
pearance in Des Moines, Vice-President Dick 
Cheney came within millimeters of asserting 
that Osama bin Laden wants Kerry to win. 
“It’s absolutely essential that eight weeks from 
today, on November 2, we make the right 
choice, because if we make the wrong choice, 
then the danger is that we'll get hit again, and 
we'll be hit in a way that will be devastating 
from the standpoint of the United States,” 
Cheney said. No real surprise there. Scaring 
the hell out of the public has been the overrid- 
ing theme of the entire Bush-Cheney cam- 
paign. This time, though, the media uproar 
was immediate and loud, forcing Cheney to say 
several days later that he didn’t really say what 
everyone knew he had said. 

It got only worse on September 8, the day 
that the newspapers all ran headlines about 
American military deaths in Iraq topping 1000. 
That morning, the Boston Globe reported that 
Bush had failed to sign up with a Boston-area 
National Guard unit, as he was obligated to do, 
after he began attending Harvard Business 
School in 1973. Bush spokesman Dan Bartlett 
had to admit that he’d misspoken in 1999 
when he’d told the Washington Post otherwise. 
Also, New York Times columnist Nicholas 
Kristof wrote about a former military officer 
named Bob Mintz, who told a pretty convinc- 
ing tale of having looked for Bush and having 


been unable to find him when Bush was sup- 
posedly serving in Alabama in 1972. 


UT NEXT CAME the inevitable plot twist. 

That night, CBS’s 60 Minutes weighed in 
with perhaps the most widely seen piece to 
date on Bush’s National Guard non-service. 
And the once-great news organization blew it. 
Dan Rather interviewed Kerry fundraiser Ben 
Barnes, a former Speaker of the Texas House 
and a former lieutenant governor, who said he 
— much to his sorrow — had helped Bush 
and other well-connected young Texans avoid 
combat service in Vietnam by securing them 
posts in the National Guard. The program also 
featured four newly discovered documents al- 
legedly written by Bush’s then—commanding 
officer, Lieutenant Colonel Jerry Killian, that 
shed light on the future president’s failure to 
take a required physical while he was in the 
Guard, and on the special treatment he had re- 
ceived. Within 24 hours, though, it was clear 
that CBS had a fiasco on its hands. Driven 
largely by conservative weblogs, credible — if 
ultimately unprovable — allegations were 
made that the documents had been forged. 
Barnes’s own daughter accused her father of 
lying. And a key source backed away from his 
earlier claim that the documents were legiti- 
mate (see “Typecast” page 17). 

Rather defended the story on his Friday- 

evening newscast in a performance that could

have taken its name from one of Killian’s re- 
puted memos: “CYA.” By early this week, the 
furor over the documents had abated some- 
what, as it became clear that definitive proof 
one way or the other would almost certainly 
not be forthcoming. Still, the plot that seemed 
to be emerging before the 60 Minutes report 
aired — a wide-ranging attack on Bush — 
may have been derailed, at least temporarily. 
The cover line on the current issue of 
Newsweek is THE SLIME MACHINE, with images 
of two small television sets, one featuring 
Kerry, one featuring Bush, each in their mili- 
tary uniforms. The article, by Howard Fineman 
and Michael Isikoff, contends that this is “the 
most vituperative presidential campaign since 
the divisive days of Richard Nixon.” 

Indeed it is, though Fineman and Isikoff’s 
construct is misguidedly evenhanded. If this 
campaign is destined to be fought over who did 
what in the 1960s and ’70s, the media need to 
tell the public the truth: that the claims raised 
against Kerry by Swift Boat Veterans for Truth 
have been almost entirely discredited by their 
own past statements, by the official record, and 
by what Kerry’s crew members say. In con- 
trast, there is no question Bush knew that by 
serving in the Texas Air National Guard he 
would almost certainly avoid Vietnam. And 
there are reams of evidence to suggest that 
Bush blew off a significant part of his Guard 
obligation.

T’S NEITHER surprising nor unexpected 

that the public is not getting the discussion it 
deserves. Despite Bush’s misguided and mis- 
managed war in Iraq, a sputtering economy, 


and legitimate questions about Kerry’s seeming 


inability to articulate in a compelling way what 
he would do differently, the media are mired in 
the same attack/counterattack paradigm that 
characterizes presidential-campaign coverage 
every four years. 

But the fact that the swift-boat vets and the 
National Guard allegations have dominated 
campaign coverage in recent weeks is one 
thing; the way that different types of media 
cover them is another. The swift-boat story is 
Exhibit A. Tom Rosenstiel, director of the Pro- 
ject for Excellence in Journalism, points out 
that the cable news channels, in particular, 
have all too often simply given a forum to vari- 
ous attackers, letting them have their say and 
washing their hands of the consequences, al- 
lowing the viewers back home to figure it out 
even though they generally lack the infor- 
mation they need to do so. In contrast, the 
print media thoroughly discredited the swift- 
boat vets. 

“Journalism should do more than be a con- 
duit for allegations or even a forum for debate. 
It has a responsibility to figure out who’s telling 
the truth,” says Rosenstiel. Speaking of the 
Swifties, he adds, “It seems to me that if some- 
thing has been established as unsubstantiated, 
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putting them on to answer that is fair, but continu- 
ing to put them on — if the common knowledge 
now is that these allegations are false, it’s not 
enough. Then you’re actually distorting the public 
knowledge.” 

The National Guard story represents a different 
kind of dilemma. Despite CBS’s problems, the 
overwhelming weight of the evidence about Bush 
appears to be true. But is it relevant? During the 
2000 campaign, the Boston Globe was almost 
alone among the national media in pushing the 
Guard story. (You could chalk that up to liberal 
bias, except the paper also did some in-depth re- 
porting about Al Gore’s reputed proclivity to 
stretch the truth.) This time, though, the National 


without serving as an echo chamber for allegations 
that you have not personally confirmed?” He 
added: “Once I learned that the Today show would 
be putting on Kitty Kelley for three straight morn- 
ings and that White House and Republican Party 
officials were willing to trash the book on the 
record, it was clear that this was going to be an im- 
portant-enough event to write about. But I have 
tried to be very careful about not retailing or recy- 
cling allegations that I can’t vouch for, and for 
which I don’t know what kind of evidence Kelley 
has.” 

It’s hard to know whether any of this will make a 
difference. At the beginning of this week, it ap-

Guard story is getting much more play. On the 
surface, at least, this is odd. After all, Bush now has 
been president for three and a half years, and if 
nothing else, the public has had an opportunity to 
see what kind of commander-in-chief he’s been. 
Given that, shouldn’t the Guard story have been 
bigger in 2000 than it is in 04? 

“The answer to that is pretty simple,” says Wal- 
ter Robinson, editor of the Globe’s Spotlight Team. 
“Four years ago national security was not an issue. 
In fact, it was hardly an issue at all. Number two, 
Gore was reluctant to raise it because he was the 
vice-president under a president who had, to put it 
charitably, avoided any service at all. The third rea- 
son, which I think is something only another jour- 
nalist will understand, is that when we wrote that 
story back in May 2000, all of the news organiza- 
tions had already done their major Bush-bio pieces. 
It’s hard for reporters to acknowledge that they 
missed something. So there wasn’t the kind of in- 
clination to pick it up.” 

Besides, as media and political sages have ob- 
served since Watergate, if not before, it’s not the 
original wrongdoing, it’s the cover-up. In the case 
of Bush and the National Guard, it’s not even clear 
there was wrongdoing. It may have been more a 
matter of the entitled scion of a prominent family 
taking advantage of opportunities that weren’t 
available to other young Texans. The problem is 
that Bush has never fessed up to that. (It should be 
noted, too, that CBS’s document-verification prob- 
lems have nothing to do with what the Globe has 
reported — a distinction that unfortunately may be 
lost on the public.) 

“The records that have surfaced in the last four 
years on Bush directly contradict some parts of his 
biography, which he highlights in his own autobi- 
ography,” says Robinson. “For me it’s a question 
of, you do the research and you report the results. 
People can draw their own conclusions about it.” 


E’VE SEEN IT before. A sleazy tabloid story 

bubbles up into the mainstream media. The 
conduit: Washington Post media reporter Howard 
Kurtz, who, in the course of reporting on how 
news organizations are planning to handle a rank- 
smelling tale, winds up giving other journalists per- 
mission to talk about it. National Journal media 
critic William Powers, back when he was with the 
New Republic, once wrote an entire column on 
Kurtz’s role in advancing stories that were not quite 
yet ready to jump the species barrier (to borrow a 
phrase from Slate’s Jacob Weisberg). 

Kurtz was at it again last week as the Kitty Kelley 
mini-furor grew. On September 8, he reported on 
how US media outlets were planning to handle the 
book. (Answer: very carefully.) The next day, Kurtz 
wrote that Sharon Bush, a former sister-in-law of 
the president, had denied being a source for Kel- 
ley’s claim that Bush had snorted coke at Camp 
David. In fact, the caution that many news organi- 
zations are showing with regard to The Family ap- 
pears to be wise. This past Monday, Kelley was in- 
terviewed on the Today show, the first of three 
scheduled appearances this week. An unusually 
prosecutorial Matt Lauer got Kelley to admit that 
the Bush-and-cocaine story was based on just one 
confidential source, with Sharon Bush — at best 
— merely confirming that she’d heard the same 
story. “I never said she saw it, Matt, but she did 
confirm it over lunch,” Kelley said. (Well, if she 
didn’t see it ...) 

“I wrestle with this dilemma all the time,” Kurtz 
told me last week. “How do you write about some- 
thing that is going to make a splash in the media 





once again, although Bush still appeared to have a 
five- or six-point lead. Electoral-Vote.com, a Web 
site that tracks the latest state-by-state polls, actual- 
ly had Kerry slightly ahead in the Electoral College 
tally. 

Hard-core Kerry supporters, angered over the 
swift-boat ads and their ties to forces friendly to 
Bush, may only be more determined than ever to 
defeat a president they see as an illegitimate war- 
monger. The attacks on Bush may redound to his 
benefit as well. His political guru, Karl Rove, has 
said that the key to Bush’s victory are the four mil- 
lion evangelical Christians who did not bother to 
vote four years ago. According to Steven Waldman, 
editor-in-chief of Belief.net, the more Bush comes 
under fire, the more evangelicals may rally to his 
side. 

“In the evangelical Christian community, the 
more he’s attacked, the better off he is,” says Wald- 
man. “They already think he’s one of them, and 
now they also think he’s being persecuted, which 
fits their sense that Christians in general are being 
persecuted in America.” And though the ideal sce- 
nario for Bush is to be seen as under attack for his 
faith, even his personal failings can be an asset, as 
long as they took place before he quit drinking and 
was born again. “They take it as a given, in fact as a 
positive, that he used to be a louse,” Waldman says. 
“That’s part of what makes him so inspiring — the 
fact that he once was lost but now he’s saved.” On 
the other hand, Waldman warns that if the Camp 
David cocaine story were somehow proved true, it 
could harm Bush, since Kelley claims it happened 
several years after Bush’s come-to-Jesus moment. 
Given the sourcing to which Kelley admitted on 
Monday, it would not appear that Bush has much 
to worry about. 


AST FRIDAY, ABC News’s online political dope 

sheet, “The Note,” offered a rare instance of in- 
trospection. “As long as political reporters — rather 
than reporters who cover health care, economics, 
and military affairs — dominate election cover- 
age,” the Note-ster wrote, “there will always be 
more emphasis on narrative that implicitly cele- 
brates tactical cleverness and bare-knuckles ruth- 
lessness over narrative that celebrates ideas.” 

Tom Rosenstiel puts it another way. “Even if you 
assume the worst about each of these allegations, 
their relevance is arguably less important than the 
public record of each of these guys in the last two 
years.” But, he adds, “You go out on more of a 
limb if you say we’re going to assess the presidency 
of George Bush than you do if you say, hey, here’s 
a guy who’s alleging something, we’re going to put 
it on the air.” 

So here we are in the midst of another presiden- 
tial campaign, with the candidates and their allies 
attacking one another and the media reporting on 
everything other than what’s at stake for the next 
four years. After every election, everyone says it’s 
going to be different the next time. Then we do it 
all over again. It matters that the swift-boat charges 
against Kerry are false and that the National Guard 
charges against Bush are true, of course. But it 
matters even more that all of this is taking place 
against a backdrop of war, terrorism, economic 
woes, and the worst climate for civil liberties in a 
generation. Is this all we’ve got to talk about? 

Never mind a new chapter. It’s time for someone 
to write a new book. B

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Typecast 


HE BLOG TRIUMPHALISTS are shouting that it’s a victory for new media over old. Writing 

in the New York Post, John Podhoretz said that the discrediting of CBS’s 60 Minutes story 
on George W. Bush's National Guard service was the result of a “populist revolution.” Jay Cur- 
rie wrote on TechCentralStation.com, “One day. That was ail it took for the ranks of citizen 
journalists to swarm and then thoroughly discredit a story which ran in the New York Times, 
the Boston Globe and on a network news magazine.” The Wall Street Journals John Fund 
called it a “watershed media moment.” 

Well, yes and no. There’s no doubt that conservative weblogs raised some serious ques- 
tions about four memos that CBS featured in its report. (Currie’s allegation that the Times’ 
and the Globe's reporting had also been discredited appears to be nothing more than a 
cheap shot.) The problem is that though many of those bloggers may believe they also an- 
swered those questions, a fair-minded observer would conclude otherwise. 

The contents of the memos, purportedly typed by the late lieutenant colonel Jerry Killian in 
1972 and '73, are pretty damning. Among other things, they claim that Bush failed to comply 
with an order to undergo a physical, and that a superior officer, Colonel Walter “Buck” Staudt, 
had pressured Killian to “sugar coat” his evaluation of Bush. In the 60 Minutes report, Dan 
Rather did not reveal from whom CBS had received the memos, but he did say that the net- 
work had verified their authenticity. (He stood by the documents’ authenticity in follow-ups on 
the CBS Evening News on Friday and again on Monday.) 

The same evening as the 60 Minutes broadcast, according to various accounts, someone 
posted a message to FreeRepublic.com, an ultraconservative Web site, charging that the 
memos couldn't possibly have been typed in the early "70s. The reason: typewriters in those 
days didn’t have the Times New Roman typeface, proportional spacing, and superscripting 
(as in the “th” in “11 1th”) that are clearly visible in the Killian memos. That was picked up by 
conservative weblogs such as Power Line and Little Green Footballs. The proprietor of the lat- 
ter, Charles Johnson, conducted what to my eyes was a fairly impressive test: he banged out 
one of the Killian memos on his computer, using Microsoft Word's default settings, and found 
that it matched up perfectly. 

But wait. Almost immediately liberals blogs, such as the Daily Kos, began producing evi- 
dence that top-of-the-line IBM typewriters from that era included a//the features seen in the 
Killian memos. Some who must have far sharper eyesight than | do even went so far as to as- 
sert that Johnson's test document differed in several key ways from the memos. What had 
seemed to be a fairly transparent case of forgery suddenly appeared in a new light. Clearly it 
was at least possible that Killian — or maybe a secretary, or one of the men who served 
under him — had typed those memos on an IBM typewriter, though computerized forgery still 
stood out as perhaps somewhat more plausible. 

Then there was the battie of the experts. Particularly at issue was a forensic analyst 
named Philip Bouffard, who was quoted in the Washington Post and the New York Times as 
saying that the documents appeared to have been written on a computer. The Boston Globe 
had a scoop on Saturday, reporting that Bouffard had apparently changed his mind, and had 
found a document showing that the military had been testing an IBM typewriter with the capa- 
bilities in question as far back as 1969. “You can’t just say that this is definitively the mark of a 
computer,” Bouffard was quoted as saying. But within hours, a weblog called INDC Journal 
was reporting that Bouffard had sent an e-mail complaining that the Globe had misrepresent- 
ed what he'd said.

Unfortunately, it was the headline that 
was an outright lie. In no way was the ‘authenticity backed’ by Dr. Bouffard. The fact that that is 
deceptive is beyond question.” 

Mark Morrow, a deputy managing editor at the Globe, says that Bouffard also spoke with 
reporter Francie Latour — co-author of the Saturday piece — on Monday night. “He told her 
that having read the story now, that he has no problem with our story now, that he doesn’t 
feel that he was misquoted in any way,’ Morrow says. His remarks are consistent with what 
Bouffard told me. 

“We might address the headline, which was more emphatic than the story was,” Morrow 
adds, “and may have been the source of the tenor of the comment on the piece” — a refer- 
ence to the blizzard of e-mails and phone calls to which the Globe had been subjected since 
the weekend. (On Wednesday, the Globe published a correction that said the headline “did 
not accurately reflect the content of the story”) 

Of course, the lack of complete resolution over the typography issue didn’t stop anti-Kerry 
forces from pushing the story way beyond what was known. On Friday, Rush Limbaugh read 
on the air an anonymously sourced piece from the right-wing American Spectators Web site 
claiming that the documents may have come from the Democratic National Committee. 
Howie Carr, on his WRKO Radio (AM 680) talk show, called it a Kerry “dirty-tricks operation? 
on the basis of no evidence whatsoever. 

It's likely the mystery of the Killian memos will never be solved one way or the other, al- 
though it’s worth pointing out that neither Killian’s widow nor his son thinks they're genuine; 
that Buck Staudt had been retired for a year and a half when he was supposedly pressuring 
Killian to “sugar coat” things; and that retired colonel Bobby Hodges, who'd told CBS he be- 
lieved the memos were authentic, has since changed his mind. All those factors offer pretty 
strong evidence that the documents were forged. So does a Tuesday story in the Washington 
Post by Michael Dobbs and Howard Kurtz, in which CBS's own expert, Marcel Matley, backed 
away. On Tuesday night came a new development: the Dallas Morning News reported that 
Killian’s former secretary, Marian Carr Knox, believes the documents are fake, but that they 
reflect actual memos that once existed. Stay tuned. 

The bloggers deserve plenty of credit for raising the right questions; if they hadn't, the au- 
thenticity of the Killian memos might never have been challenged. The fact remains, though, 
that the answers to those questions wouldn't have come without a big assist from old media. 
The lesson: reporting still matters.

What's Mitt Romney’s master plan? 
His father’s rise and fall may hold the answer. 


Here comes the son 


OW THAT THE memory of his 

prime-time speech at the Republican 

National Convention is quickly (and 
mercifully) fading away, what will Mitt 
Romney’s next move be? The answer de- 
pends, in part, on what happens in this 
November’s presidential election. If 
George W. Bush fends off John Kerry, 
Romney could bolt the Massachusetts 
State House for a post in a reconstituted 
Bush cabinet. If Kerry wins, Romney, who 
mounted an unsuccessful challenge to Ted 
Kennedy in 1994, might decide to take an- 
other crack at the US Senate. Whatever 
happens in November, Romney also could 
decide to seek re-election as governor. But 
some skeptics question Romney’s desire to 
keep his job. “I don’t think he wants it, but 
that doesn’t mean he won’t run,” says De- 
mocratic consultant Michael Goldman. “If 
he thinks it helps his presidential run in 
2008, he’ll stay. If he thinks it doesn’t, he 
won't.” 

Further speculation about Romney’s fu- 
ture need not be deferred until the election, 
however. The current post-RNC lull is a 
good time to parse the story of Romney’s 
father, George Romney — governor of 
Michigan, secretary of the US Department 
of Housing and Urban Development, and a 
failed candidate for the 1968 Republican 
presidential nomination — for clues about 
how our own governor may advance his 
political ambitions. The two men’s careers 
are marked by an almost eerie parallelism. 
Yet in key areas, Mitt Romney seems to be 
using his father’s life as a cautionary tale, 
defining himself in opposition to George 
rather than following his lead. Plenty of 
sons spend a lifetime grappling with their 
fathers’ legacies — emulating their 
strengths, avoiding their shortcomings, and 
generally working to match or outdo them. 
But Mitt Romney’s own father-son dynam- 
ic has clear implications for the state of 
Massachusetts. And if Romney seeks the 
presidency, it could matter even more. 


ALTER DE VRIES knew George 

Romney well. De Vries was active in 
Citizens for Michigan, a Romney-founded 
group that reworked the state’s govern- 
ment via a 1961 constitutional convention. 
When Romney was elected governor in 
1962, he tapped De Vries as his executive 
assistant; De Vries kept the post when 
Romney was re-elected in 1964 and 1966. 
And when Romney became a trendy pick as 
the next Republican presidential nominee, 
appearing on the cover of Time and leading 
incumbent Lyndon B. Johnson by eight 
points in one poll, De Vries was a key cam- 
paign strategist. So his thoughts on the 
similarities between George and Mitt Rom- 
ney bear repeating. “Sometimes it’s scary,” 
De Vries says of the resemblance between 
father and son. “The first couple of times | 
saw Mitt Romney in his role in the 
Olympics, it was astounding. He sounded 
and looked exactly like his father — same 
gestures, same facial expressions. It was 
déja vu.” 

Indeed, the physical descriptions George 
Romney’s biographers offered of their sub- 
ject — one termed him “jut-jawed and 
handsome with graying temples,” another 
“a beautiful man, photogenic from any 
angle” apply equally well to the son. But 
the similarities run deeper. George Rom- 
ney wanted to go to Harvard Business 
School, but never got there; Mitt Romney 
graduated from HBS in 1975. George 


presided over a dramatic private-sector re-

covery at American Motors; Mitt presided 
over a dramatic private-sector recovery at 
Bain & Company. George followed with an 
attention-getting nonpartisan project, i.e., 
Citizens for Michigan; Mitt did the same 
with the Salt Lake Olympics. When Citi- 
zens for Michigan’s work was mostly com- 
plete, George sought and won the gover- 
norship of Michigan; when the Salt Lake 
Games were finished, Mitt sought and won 
the governorship of Massachusetts. George 
was 55 years old when he was sworn in as 
governor. Mitt? Yup. Fifty-five. 

Mitt Romney declined comment for this 
story. But in Turnaround: Crisis, Leader- 
ship, and the Olympic Games, his turgid 
memoir of the Salt Lake Games (see 
“Turnaround: A Reader’s Guide,” News 
and Features, August 6), Romney makes 
his deep respect for his father abundantly 
clear. (For example, he lauds the “sense of 
nobility” George brought to the governor’s 
job.) Charley Manning, a Republican con- 
sultant and key Romney adviser, acknowl- 
edges that the example set by George, who 
died in 1995, continues to exert a potent 
influence on Romney. “I think he’s very, 
very aware of what his father did during 
his career,” Manning says. 

Which raises the question: has our gov- 
ernor made a conscious decision to repli- 
cate the path that brought his father to the 
brink of the Republican presidential nomi- 
nation? Manning rejects the idea — sort 
of. “I don’t think there was any blueprint 
there,” he says. “I think Mitt’s own career 
brought him where he ended up. But the 
similarities are incredibly great between 
the two.” 

As a member of Romney’s inner circle, 
Manning probably wouldn’t fess up if, say, 
a huge time line of George Romney’s career 
(complete with a life-size cutout of Romney 
the elder) occupied a place of honor in the 
governor’s State House office. But there’s 
reason to think that George’s influence, 
however considerable, has its limits. The 
form of Mitt Romney’s political career may 
evoke that of his father. But the content is 
another story. Consider this: one of George 
Romney’s major achievements as governor 
was a new income tax, which he pushed for 
years and which finally passed the Michigan 
legislature in 1967. Contrast that with our 
Romney, who’s poised to make tax relief 
and the legislature’s unwillingness to re- 
duce the state income tax to five percent — 
the major issue for the Massachusetts Re- 
publican Party in this fall’s elections. Or 
this: in 1964, after Barry Goldwater se- 
cured the Republican presidential nomina- 
tion, George Romney irked many of his fel- 
low Republicans by refusing to endorse the 
Arizona senator. A Romney-affiliated group 
even distributed fliers that urged voters to 
split their support between the Democratic 
and Republican tickets and explained, in 
minute detail, exactly how this should be 
done. Our Romney, of course, has been 
among George W. Bush’s most enthusiastic 
boosters, trumpeting the president’s per- 
ceived virtues on the campaign trail and 
turning the governor’s office into a de facto 
headquarters for Bush-Cheney ’04. 

To be fair, Mitt Romney is operating in a 
context markedly different from the one his 
father knew. In the 1960s, when George 
Romney championed a tax increase and 
hiked government spending in his state, 
fiscal moderates still had a place in the Re- 
publican Party. Today, a commitment to 
aggressive tax rollbacks is the cornerstone 
of the GOP’s domestic agenda. And in re- 
buffing Barry Goldwater, George — who 
had staked out an identity as fiscal and so- 
cial moderate — was spurning a candidate 
many dismissed as a conservative extrem- 
ist. No one could have predicted that dur- 
ing the Reagan years, Goldwater’s vision of 
the Republican Party would be vindicated. 
George W. Bush may be a conservative ex- 
tremist himself (though his big-govern- 
ment cultural conservatism would have 
made Goldwater gag), but he’s the domi- 
nant force in the Republican Party. 

George Romney paid for his heterodoxy. As 
the 1968 primaries approached, conservative-

Republican commentators weighed in against 
his candidacy, reminding the party faithful that 
he'd actually raised taxes and had stabbed Gold- 
water in the back. But the essence of George’s 
appeal lay in his willingness to speak his mind, 
whatever the subject and whomever he might 
alienate in the process — for example, he criti- 
cized the Republican Party’s domination by cor- 
porate interests, as well as the Democratic 
Party’s domination by organized labor. That’s 
not how Mitt operates. “This is all 20-20 hind- 
sight, but put George Romney in that situation, 
and you would have gotten a much different 
kind of speech,” says Walter De Vries of Mitt 
Romney’s RNC appearance. “He would have 
tweaked their noses; he would have said, ‘Here 
are the right things to do.’ Mitt Romney’s was 
just another politically correct speech. I’m not 
faulting him for that — at that convention, if 
you said anything different about anything, you 
would have gotten hooted off the floor. All I can 
tell you is, George Romney was one of a kind.” 

The senior Romney’s propensity for candor 
extended even to his Mormon faith. In a speech 
he delivered at Brigham Young University when 
he was still a businessman, George emphasized 
the centrality of a particular Mormon precept 
in his life: “My experi- 
ences ... have convinced 
me that the 24th verse 
of the 19th section of 
the doctrines and 
covenants of my church 
contains the Lord’s for- 
mula for success: 
‘Search diligently, pray 
always, and be believing, 
and all things shall work 
together for your good, 
if ye walk uprightly and 
remember the covenant 
wherewith ye have 
covenanted one anoth- 
er.’” When George an- 
nounced his 1962 gu- 
bernatorial campaign, 
he said he’d reached his 
decision after praying 
and fasting for 24 
hours. During the cam- 
paign, in an address at 
the International Christ- 
ian Leadership Dinner, 
he suggested that his 
faith would guide his public life: “In the daily 
work we are called upon to do, we may on oc- 
casion fail God, but he never fails us. If trained 
to listen, all of us may receive power from Him 
— power which will help us in the conduct of 
our daily affairs and in the really important de- 
cisions that we must make in our business, 
governmental, or community affairs. This is no 
time for men to hide their religious views or to 
fail to express Christian principles.” 

Mitt Romney played defense on religion in 
1994, when a Republican primary opponent and 
then Ted Kennedy each suggested that Mormon 
doctrines, like the Church of Latter-day Saints’ 
former exclusion of black men from the priest- 
hood for bearing the “mark of Cain,” were valid 
campaign issues. (The same issue had dogged 
George Romney. The priesthood restriction was 
lifted in 1978, but the Church of Latter-day 
Saints has never officially repudiated the “mark 
of Cain” doctrine.) The 1994 dust-up, which 
was handled in remarkably clumsy fashion by 
the Kennedy camp, actually may have worked in 
Romney’s favor: the Romney camp charged reli- 
gious bias, and Romney himself invoked John F. 
Kennedy’s defense of his Catholicism during the 
1960 presidential campaign. 

Since then, Romney has rarely spoken of his 
faith. Maybe he worries that too much empha- 
sis on his Mormonism could undercut his role 
as a spokesman for “traditional” marriage, 
since the “3000 years of recorded human his- 
tory” Romney cites to prove marriage’s im- 
mutability can’t be squared with his great- 
grandfather’s polygamy. (According to George 
Romney: Mormon in Politics, a sympathetic bi- 
ography by Clark R. Mollenhoff published in 
1968 by Meredith Press, Mitt Romney’s great- 
grandfather Miles Park Romney was a “con- 
firmed polygamist” with three wives.) But 
that’s another story. Suffice it to say that, 
where his Mormonism is concerned, Mitt 
Romney is — yet again — less forthcoming 
than his father was. 


Romney’s divergence 
from his father’s 
example has already 
given us a governor who Michigan Politics. “The 
gets along poorly with 
Democrats, whose 
attention drifts routinely 
from his home state to 
Washington, DC, who 
speaks in sunny 
banalities, and who 
seems disinclined 
toward original thinking 
or genuine empathy. 


OMNEY WOULDN'T be the first promi- 

nent politician to define himself in contrast 
to his father’s real or perceived missteps. Joe 
Kennedy was an isolationist and advocate of 
Nazi appeasement; John Kennedy founded the 
Peace Corps and took the nation to the brink 
of nuclear war with the Soviet Union. George 
H.W. Bush was a foreign-policy pragmatist 
who passed on deposing Saddam Hussein 
after the first Gulf War; George W. Bush is a 
zealous idealist, and Hussein’s ouster — 
which he undertook against the urging of his 
father’s former advisers — looms as the 
defining event of his presidency. 

From a careerist point of view, it’s probably 
wise for Mitt Romney to appropriate his fa- 
ther’s legacy selectively. As already noted, 
George’s willingness to take unpopular and 
risky positions alienated conservative Republi- 
cans. And the Michigan governor’s appealing 
candor eventually proved to be his undoing. 
George had initially backed the war in Viet- 
nam, but later became a critic; after a 1967 trip 
to the country, he told an interviewer he’d been 
subjected to “brainwashing” by US military of- 
ficials during his visit. The media promptly 
seized on this remark as proof that George was 
unfit to be commander in chief. “People say, 
‘Basically, Romney was 
right — he had the US 
government selling him 
a bill of goods about 
how the war was 
going,’” says Bill Bal- 
lenger, editor of Inside 


problem is, you have to 
understand what the 
word ‘brainwashed’ 
meant at the time. This 
was about five years 
after The Manchurian 
Candidate came out, 
and a dozen or 15 years 
after there were Ameri- 
cans brainwashed by the 
Chinese in Korea. It was 
an infelicitous choice of 
words.” The brainwash- 
ing comment proved to 

e George’s own ver- 
sion of the Howard 
Dean Scream. His poll 
numbers plummeted, 
and by the 1968 New 
Hampshire primary, he essentially had dropped 
out of the race. Little wonder that, in Turn- 
around, Mitt Romney warns against speaking 
to the press without a spin doctor present: 
“Having a pro there to hear what you say 
makes sure that if you miss something or get a 
fact wrong, they can clear it up, either on the 
spot or later. It avoids a bad story.” 

But while being doctrinaire, obedient, and 
guarded may help Romney climb the Republi- 
can ladder, it might not be good for the Mass- 
achusetts Republican Party — or for Massa- 
chusetts in general. Romney’s aggressive 
stumping for Bush threatens to limit the help 
he can give to this year’s much-touted Repub- 
lican state-legislative slate. If Bush is re-elect- 
ed, it’s a safe bet Romney will tack even fur- 
ther to the right, particularly if he remains gov- 
ernor and wants to show he’s a good team 
player (see “Schiz Romney,” News and Fea- 
tures, May 14). This could exacerbate Rom- 
ney’s already-strained relations with the legis- 
lature, and create a serious disconnect between 
the governor and the Massachusetts electorate. 
And that, in turn, could scuttle his goal of 
building up the state Republican Party. If noth- 
ing else, Romney’s divergence from his father’s 
example has already given us a governor who 
gets along poorly with Democrats, whose at- 
tention drifts routinely from his home state to 
Washington, DC, who speaks in sunny banali- 
ties, and who seems disinclined toward origi- 
nal thinking or genuine empathy. 

The great irony is this: by steering clear of 
his father’s most appealing tendencies, Mitt 
Romney is positioning himself to achieve what 
his father couldn’t. George Romney’s presi- 
dential moment was supposed to come in 
1968, six years after he was first elected gov- 
ernor. Mitt defeated Democrat Shannon 
O’Brien in 2002. You can do the math. we

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Mitt Romney has dragged his feet on George W. Bush’s faith-based 
initiative — costing the state millions of dollars and allowing local 
religious groups to wield the power of the purse strings 


Not keeping the faith

O HEAR MITT Romney tell it, Massa- 
Teese could withstand the pain of 

cutbacks to social programs in part by 
relying on church-affiliated groups to pro- 
vide necessary services to the poor and the 
disabled. Running for governor two years 
ago, Romney touted George Bush’s faith- 
based initiative in his campaign literature 
and on the stump. Since then, Bush has ful- 
filled his promise of awarding billions of 
dollars in federal grants to religious groups. 
But for his part, Romney has not helped 
Massachusetts get its share. He has done al- 
most nothing, in fact, beyond showing up at 
the occasional photo-op, as when, in May 
2003, the Department of the Interior an- 
nounced its first preservation grant for a re- 
ligious building, at Boston’s Old North 
Church. Not only have Romney’s budgets 
been mum about faith-based organizations 
(FBQOs), he hasn’t even created, as more 
than 30 states have, a faith-based-initiative 
liaison office to help connect local FBOs 
with federal and state money. When it 
comes to faith-based initiatives, the Bay 
State is a national laggard. 

That has come as something of a surprise 
to the Bush White House. “There was more 
of an expectation on the federal administra- 
tion’s part that when Romney came into of- 
fice that there would be a lot more attention 
paid to it,” says Marilyn Lasky, New England 
director for the US Department of Health 
and Human Services’ Administration for 
Children and Families. It’s especially puzzling 
given that Governor Romney would not have 
to look very far to find an obvious choice to 
head an FBO liaison office. First Lady Ann 
Romney has co-chaired the United Way of 
Massachusetts Bay’s Faith in Action Com- 
mittee since its inception six years ago, and 
all indications are that she’d be willing to 
helm the initiative for the state. “I know from 
my own conversations with her that this is 
something she is very interested in,” says 
Marilyn Chase, United Way’s vice-president 
of community investments. Nevertheless, es- 
tablishing an office in the State House has 
not moved beyond the discussion level. 

It’s costing the state real dollars, and de- 
priving its residents of real services, as federal 
agencies choose to fund FBOs in other states 
over secular service providers here. Massa- 
chusetts got less than two percent of $45.6 
million handed out in August for mentoring 
children of prisoners, none of $100 million 
awarded the same day for substance-abuse- 
treatment programs, and none of nearly $13 
million awarded to 114 primarily faith-based 
recipients through the Compassion Capital 
Fund. The same is true in one federal grant 
program after another. “There are federal 
funds that are available to organizations that 
assist and support people in Massachusetts, 
and our state has a responsibility to help ob- 
tain those funds,” says Chase. 

Three veterans’ shelters, for instance, 
were turned down this year for grants they 
used to receive from the US Department of 
Labor’s Homeless Veterans Reintegration 
Program. “The reason was their decision to 
get a better geographic distribution and to 
fund more faith-based organizations,” says 
Stephen Spain, development director at the 
New England Shelter for Homeless Veter- 
ans. “Department people told us that specifi- 
cally.” Where is the money going instead? 
To FBOs like the Salvation Army, in Los An-

geles; the North County Interfaith Council, 
in San Diego; the St. Patrick Center, in St. 
Louis; the Community Christian Ministry, in 
North Carolina; and Volunteers of America, 
in Kentucky and West Virginia. 

In fact, after the United Veterans of Amer- 
ica shelter in Leeds, located in Western 
Massachusetts, lost its grant in 2003, direc- 
tor John Downing hired two chaplains and 
registered as a faith-based organization. The 
shelter has since received $2 million in fed- 
eral grants and loans. 

Well over $50 billion worth of annual fed- 
eral grants that were once awarded only to 
secular organizations are now open to FBOs, 
for everything from abstinence education to 
workforce development. “We have opened 
up many, many of our funding opportuni- 
ties,” says Lasky. “Even when they are only 
open to state agencies, there is language en- 
couraging those agencies to partner with 
faith-based organizations to do the work.” 
By ignoring the faith-based initiative, Massa- 
chusetts is fishing for funds where they no 
longer bite. 


HE BAY STATE’S neglect of faith-based 

initiatives dates back to 1996, when Bill 
Clinton’s welfare-reform legislation created 
“Charitable Choice.” That directive encour- 
aged states to provide welfare services 
through small, grassroots religious organiza- 
tions, which were allowed to maintain some 
of their “religious character” — a movement 
that Bush later expanded through five execu- 



































tive orders and a slew of departmental-rule 
changes. Massachusetts’s implementation of 
Clinton’s initiative has been repeatedly rated 
as nonexistent — one report gives the state a 
grade of F, and others say much the same 
thing. This, despite an amenable political 
and policy environment in the state, accord- 
ing to a Center for Urban Policy and the En- 
vironment (CUPE) report last year. Massa- 
chusetts has used FBOs as social-service 
providers for years, although it has stuck 
with large entities such as Catholic Charities 
and the Jewish Vocational Service, which 
keep their service arms independent of their 
religious activity. The Massachusetts De- 
partment of Transitional Assistance alone 
contracts with 30 different FBOs, the report 
says. Yet the state did nothing at all in re- 
sponse to the federal Charitable Choice di- 
rective to expand the use of those groups, 
and, in particular, to engage smaller, com- 
munity-level organizations. And that resist- 
ance, or indifference, has continued with re- 
spect to the Bush initiative. Why? 

It has less to do with legal or philosophical 
hurdles, the CUPE report says, and more to 
do with Beacon Hill’s “classic institutional 
bias toward retaining existing organizational 
arrangements.” Those arrangements, more- 
over, are often not the kind that appeal to 
federal agencies, says Pat Brandes, senior 
adviser with the Barr Foundation, in Boston. 
The feds prefer to fund result-oriented “car- 
wash programs,” as Brandes puts it: clients 
come in one end, go through a standardized 


program, and go out the other. “Frankly, 
Boston tends to do things differently from a 
lot of parts of the country,” Brandes says. 
Here, we tend toward complex, collaborative 
programs where everybody needs to have a 
seat at the table, and more effort goes to 
reaching consensus than simply to providing 
a service. 

While Massachusetts has idled, other 
parts of the country have been active — and 
as a result, small and midsize churches in the 
Bible Belt and Midwest have learned the 
complicated process and built the necessary 
infrastructure to win federal grants. “A fed- 
eral grant is the most difficult grant to get,” 
says Chase. “The reality of what is expected 
and desired is a huge barrier.” 

That’s why the White House Office for 
Faith-Based and Community Initiatives has 
been actively promoting grants to FBOs 
through publications and by holding local 
conferences and seminars. In most parts of 
the country, FBOs of all sizes are now up to 
speed and applying for grants directly — re- 
ceiving over a billion dollars’ worth in fiscal 
year 2003 and much more in the fiscal year 
just ending. 

In Massachusetts, however, few potential 
grant beneficiaries are at that stage. Even 
when the White House brought its faith- 
based-initiative conference to Boston 

this July, over half of the attendees 
were from outside the state, say people 
who attended. 


ITH THE STATE doing nothing, a 

few local religious groups are stepping 

into the breach — and by doing so, 
they’re quickly becoming important 
power brokers. The Boston Capacity 

Tank, run by the Black Ministerial 

Alliance (BMA) and its partners, has 
become an “intermediary” grant- 
awarding agency of the Administration 
for Children and Families’ Compassion 

Capital Fund. BMA and its partners 

receive $2 million a year from the 

fund, use a half-million on organiza- 
tion and salaries, and award the other 
$1.5 million in grants to smaller local 
providers of services for at-risk youths. 
Dozens of local groups have received tens of 
thousands of dollars apiece through the Ca- 
pacity Tank — not just churches, but also 
secular groups like Parents United for Child 
Care, and the Hyde Square Task Force. 
A similar intermediary is Connections for 
Tomorrow, a partnership that includes 
Dorchester’s TechMission, a stand-alone 
outgrowth of Bruce Wall Ministries. The 
Parents Alliance for Catholic Education in 
Boston, meanwhile, has become a key pro- 
curer of public money for the state’s 
Catholic institutions. 

BMA obtained its Compassion Capital 
grant by partnering with the United Way of 
Massachusetts Bay, which took the lead role 
for the first two years. (The partnership also 
includes the Ten-Point Coalition and the 
Emmanuel Gospel Center.) Just a few years 
ago, BMA was a tiny, ragtag organization; 
this fall, when it takes over from the United 
Way as lead agent, it will distribute $1.5 mil- 
lion in federal grants, choosing 19 recipients 
from among 47 local applicants. Has the US 
government made power brokers of these 
groups? “It’s a fair question,” says Harold 
Sparrow, BMA's executive director. 

BMA does not keep its religion separate 
from any of its activities. Sparrow keeps a 
large VOTE FOR JESUS sign in his office win- 
dow. When BMA has been in the news, at 
least in recent years, it’s usually to register 
the group’s strong opposition to gay mar- 
riage. Sparrow says that this stance is entire- 
ly separate from and irrelevant to the associ- 
ation’s grant-disbursing role. (Its partner is 
a little less comfortable with BMA's flaunting 
its opinions. “When they have spoken out on 
controversial issues, we have stayed so far 
away from them,” says the United Way’s 
Chase.) Applicant organizations that differ 
with BMA on any issue “would be treated 
the same as anyone else,” Sparrow says. So 
would groups from any religion. 

There is some discrimination involved, 
however. In a uniquely Bush twist on affir-

mative action, BMA is allowed to tilt the 
process toward the religious applicants in 
order to achieve its “balanced portfolio” 
goals, despite the fact that it has far more 
secular applicants than religious ones. 

It’s unclear how other organizations dis- 
pense and manage the funds. “Once money 
leaves Washington, whether it’s faith-based 
or not, there’s not a lot of systems for track- 
ing where it ends up,” says Bryan Jackson, 
communications director for the Roundtable 
on Religion and Social Welfare Policy, in Al- 


three partners must agree on grant recipi- 
ents, Lesser says. In the last two years this 
hasn't meant much here locally, since the 
grants have gone to groups in Illinois and 
California. But this year the money will all 
go to Massachusetts recipients, in a round of 
grants just announced this week. “This year 
we do expect TechMission to take a bigger 
role,” says Lesser. And while the partners 
use an objective score sheet to rate appli- 
cants, “at the top level there probably is a lit 
tle leeway to choose one over the other,” 


Lesser admits.

bany, New York. What is clear is that BMA 
has, with United Way’s help, established an 
impressively safeguarded award process, 
drawing in independent outsiders and re- 
ducing its own ability to influence the out- 
come. Recipients have come disproportion- 
ately from BMA members and partners, but 
that might have more to do with who knows 
about the grants than with the selection 
process itself. (It may also explain why no 
Muslim organization and only one Jewish 
group has applied in three years.) 

“There’s always going to be power bro- 
kers,” says Brandes, who served on the 
Compassion Capital Fund committee in 
2002 that awarded the three-year grants to 
BMA's Boston Capacity Tank and TechMis- 
sion’s Compassion for Tomorrow. “Better 
that it be a Black Ministerial Alliance than 
some outside bureaucrat.” 

BMA also seems diligent about keeping 
grantees accountable, to the extent it can. 
Allowable religious behavior is a sticky wick- 
et, naturally; even with the great relaxation 
of the rules under Bush, there are still lines. 
After-school programs can leave religious 
material onthe wall, but can’t teach Bible 
lessons. If they lead the children in prayer, 
they have to provide an “equally appealing 
option” to those who decline. As you can 
imagine, it’s hard to know whether a given 
church is adhering to those rules when no- 
body’s looking. 

Still, at least BMA tries, and at least it metes 
out the money only to reimburse for demon- 
strated costs. It has also accounted carefully 
for its operating budget, and established au- 
diting procedures. However, the evidence sug- 
gests that such measures are in place because 
the United Way insists on it, not because the 
government particularly cares. 

Consider, for example, what’s happening 
to the money going to the partnership that 
includes TechMission. Although Lasky says 
that “our office is in a very strong monitor- 
ing role” with the Compassion grants, she 
admits that when it comes to TechMission, 
“| haven’t spent much time with them.” 

TechMission, run by Andrew Sears inside 
Bruce Wall Ministries’ Dorchester Temple 
near Codman Square, operates the Associa- 
tion of Christian Community Computer 
Centers. In 2002, TechMission joined in a 
partnership with CTCNet, a secular group 
then based in Cambridge (since relocated to 
Washington, DC), to apply to the new 
Compassion Capital Fund. CTCNet is the 
lead agency, and appears to have tapped 
TechMission just for faith-based cred. “We 
partnered with TechMission in order to pur- 
sue this grant opportunity,” says CTCNet 
national program director Amy Lesser. 
TechMission’s actual duties in the partner- 
ship are a little vague: Lesser says TechMis- 
sion staffers sit in on calls, and “help us 
with outreach.” For this, the group gets 
$150,000 of the annual $1.5 million check 
from the US government. (Of this check, 
$750,000 is handed out in grants, 
$100,000 goes to a third partner, Alliance 
for Technology Access, and the rest goes to 
CTCNet operations.) Neither CTCNet nor 
the federal government pays much attention 
to how TechMission spends its money. “We 
don’t monitor it very closely,” says Lesser. 

The one key thing TechMission does have 
is veto power — representatives from all 
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There is also apparently some leeway in 
how grant recipients spend their money, 
which is meant for programs that teach 
technology skills to the homeless and at-risk 
youth. They get the grant money up-front-in 
one check and they’re not audited — al- 
though recipients are advised to keep their 
receipts in case the government comes call- 
ing. CTCNet hires one person to oversee all 
the recipients from one year, which can be 
as many as 40 different programs 


HERE IS ANOTHER set of religious en- 

tities seeking government money in 
Massachusetts these days: Catholic parishes. 
“That is exactly what I do. That is my sole 
focus,” says Berna Mann, director of federal 
and community grants for the Parents Al- 
liance for Catholic Education (PACE), in 
Boston. The recent financial troubles facing 
the Boston archdiocese have coincided with 
the opening of public-grant opportunities. 

Much of what Mann does is help Catholic 
schools identify and obtain their share of 
federal funds earmarked for low-income stu- 
dents. For example, she got an extra 
$700,000 for Catholic schools in Boston 
and $70,000 for those in Lynn. The money 
cannot go directly into church bank ac- 
counts, so the distributions come as supplies 
or teacher training. 

She also seeks out other federal-grant 
opportunities, including technical-assis- 
tance grants, reading-first grants, and oth- 
ers. She helped St. Anthony’s, in Allston, 
and Sacred Heart, in Roslindale, get fund- 
ing from the federal Boston Community 
Learning Center grant. She helped the Par- 
aclete Center, in South Boston, get 
$20,000 from the BMA, and just wrote a 
proposal for more this year. St. Mary’s 
Parish, in Lynn, got a $25,000 grant from 
the Department of Labor. 

PACE has quickly become a critical play- 
er in bringing FBO-targeted money to local 
institutions. So have TechMission and 
BMA, which will not only dole out federal 
funds to roughly 60 Massachusetts service 
providers this fall, but are also holding con- 
ferences to train these groups in the grant- 
application process, and are actively 
searching out more sources of federal 
money for them. 

Both BMA and the TechMission partner- 
ship are, however, entering the last year of 
their three-year contracts, and neither is es- 
pecially optimistic about renewal. That 
would leave the small FBOs foundering. “I 
do think it’s an issue here in Boston,” Bran- 
des says. “For the work that’s been done ul- 
timately to be successful, the intermediaries 
need to access more federal funds.” 

Unless, of course, the state government 
finally gets into the game. If John Kerry 
wins the presidency, much of this could 
become moot. But if Bush is re-elected, the 
initiative will expand tremendously — par- 
ticularly since Karl Rove has acknowledged 
that he is counting on religious conserva- 
tives to make the difference in November. 
And that would mean Bay State providers 
— and their needy clients — would miss 
out on an even greater chunk of money in 
the years to come. =

NTWAUN GARCIA was a shy boy 
whose tattered clothes reeked of cat 
piss. Everyone knew his father ped- 
dled drugs and his mother smoked rock, so 
they called him a “crack baby.” 
It started in fourth grade when his 
teacher asked him to read aloud. Antwaun 
~ stammered, then went silent. “He can’t 
read because he’s a crack baby,” jeered a 
classmate. In the cafeteria that day no one 
would sit near him. The kids pointed and 
chanted, “Crack baby, crack baby.” 
Antwaun sat sipping his milk and staring 
down at his tray. After that, the taunting 
never stopped. Unable to take it, Antwaun 
quit school and started hanging out at a 
local drug dealer’s apartment, where at age 
nine he learned to cut cocaine and scoop it 
into little glass vials. 

“Crack baby,” he says. “Those two 
words almost cost me my education.” 

Antwaun finally returned to school and 
began learning to read a year later, after he 
was plucked from his parents’ home and 
placed in foster care. Now 20, he’s study- 

ing journalism at LaGuardia Community 
College, in New York City, and writing for 
Represent, a magazine for and by foster 
children. In a recent special issue, he and 
other young writers, many of them born to 
crack addicts, took aim at a media myth 
built on wobbly, outdated science: crack 
babies. Their words are helping to expose 
the myth and the damage it has done. 

Crack hit the streets in 1984, and by 
1987 the press had run more than 1000 
stories about it, many focusing on the 
plight of so-called crack babies. The hand- 
wringing over these children started in 
September 1985, when the media got hold 
of Dr. Ira Chasnoff’s New England Journal 
of Medicine article suggesting that prenatal 
cocaine exposure could have a devastating 
effect on infants. 

Only 23 cocaine-using women partici- 
pated in the study, and Chasnoff warned in 
the report that more research was needed. 
But the media paid no heed. Within days 
of the first story, CBS News found a social 
worker who claimed that an 18-month-old 
crack-exposed baby she was treating would 
grow up to have “an IQ of perhaps 50” 
and be “barely able to dress herself.” 

Soon, images of the crack epidemic’s “tiniest victims” — 
scrawny, trembling infants — were flooding television 
screens. Stories about their bleak future abounded. One psy- 
chologist told the New York Times that crack was “interfering 
with the central core of what it is to be human.” Charles 
Krauthammer, a columnist for the Washington Post, wrote 
that crack babies were doomed to “a life of certain suffering, 
of probable deviance, of permanent inferiority.” The public 
braced for the day when this “biological underclass” would 
cripple our schools, fill our jails, and drain our social pro- 
grams. 

But the day never came. Crack babies, it turns out, were a 
media myth, not a medical reality. This is not to say that 
crack is harmless. Infants exposed to cocaine in the womb, 
including the crystallized version known as crack, weigh an 
average of 200 grams below normal at birth, according to a 
massive, ongoing National Institutes of Health study. “For a 
healthy, 10-pound Gerber baby this is no big deal,” explains 
Barry Lester, the principal investigator. But it can make 
things worse for small, sickly infants. 

Lester has also found that the IQs of cocaine-exposed 
seven-year-olds are four and a half points lower on average, 
and some researchers have documented other subtle prob- 
lems. Perhaps more damaging than being exposed to cocaine 
itself is growing up with addicts, who are often incapable of 
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providing a stable, nurturing home. But so-called crack ba- 
bies are by no means ruined. Most fare far better, in fact, 
than children whose mothers drink heavily while pregnant. 

Nevertheless, in the midst of the drug-war hysteria, crack 
babies became an emblem of the havoc drugs wreak and a 
pretext for draconian drug laws. Hospitals began secretly 
testing pregnant women for cocaine, and jailing them or 
taking their children. Tens of thousands of kids were swept 
into foster care, where many languish to this day. 


EPRESENT MAGAZINE was founded at the height of 

the crack epidemic to give voice to the swelling ranks of 
children trapped in the foster-care system. Its editors knew 
that many of their writers were born to addicts. But it wasn’t 
until late last year, when a handful expressed interest in 
writing about how crack ravaged their families, that the pic- 
ture snapped into focus. 

“I remember hearing about crack babies and how they 
were doomed,” says editor Kendra Hurley. “I suddenly real- 
ized these were those kids.” 

Hurley and her co-editor, Nora McCarthy, had worked 
with many of the writers for years, and had nudged and 
coddled most through the process of writing about agoniz- 
ing personal experiences. But nothing compared to the 
shame their young scribes expressed when discussing their 
mothers’ crack use. Even the most talented believed it had 





























































left them “slow,” “retarded,” or 
“damaged.” 

The editors decided to publish a 
special crack issue to help break the 
stigma and asked the writers to ap- 
pear on the cover, under the headline 
“CRACK BABIES’ — ALL GROWN UP. 
Initially, only Antwaun agreed. He 
eventually convinced three others to 
join him. “I said, ‘Why shouldn’t we 
stand up and show our faces?’ ” he 
recalls. “We rose above the labels. | 
wanted to reach other kids who had 
been labeled and let them know it 
doesn’t mean you can’t succeed.” 

As it happens, when the crack 
issue went to press, a group of doc- 
tors and scientists was already lobby- 
ing the New York Times to drop 
terms like “crack baby” from its 
pages. The group included the ma- 
jority of American researchers inves- 
tigating the effects of prenatal co- j 
caine exposure or drug addiction. ' 
They were spurred to action by the 
paper’s coverage of a New Jersey 
couple found to be starving their 
four foster children in late 2003. For 
years, the couple had explained the 
children’s stunted growth to neigh- 
bors and friends by saying, among 
other things, that they were “crack 
babies.” The Times not only failed to 
inform readers that crack babies 
don’t exist, but reinforced the myth 
by reporting, without attribution, 
that “the youngest [of the children] 
was born a crack baby.” 

Assistant managing editor Allan 
Siegal refused to meet with the re- 
searchers, saying via e-mail that the 
paper simply couldn’t open a dia- 
logue with all the “advocacy groups 
who wish to influence terminology.” 
After some haggling, he did agree to 
publish a short letter to the editor 
from the researchers. While the 
paper hasn’t used “crack baby” in 
the last several months, it has re- 
ferred to babies being “addicted” to 
crack, which, as the researchers told 
the editors, is scientifically inaccu- 
rate, since babies cannot be born addicted to cocaine. 

The researchers later circulated a more general letter urg- 
ing all media to drop the term “crack baby.” But the phrase 
continues to turn up. Of the more than 100 news stories 
that have used it in the last year, some 30 were published 
after the letter was distributed in late February. 

Represent’s writers made a more resounding splash. Na- 
tional Public Radio and the Associated Press both featured 
them in stories on crack’s legacy. Inspired by their words, 
the columnist E.R. Shipp called on New York Daily News 
readers to consider the damage the crack-baby myth has 
done. A July Newsday op-ed made a similar plea, and also 
urged readers to avoid rushing to judgment on the growing 
number of babies being born to mothers who use metham- 
phetamines. 

Still, a number of recent “meth baby” stories have echoed 
the early crack-baby coverage. A July AP article cautioned, 
for instance, that an “epidemic” of fetal meth exposure in 
Iowa is stunting infants’ growth, damaging their brains, and 
leaving them predisposed to delinquency. In May, one Fox 
News station warned that meth babies “could make the 
crack baby look like a walk in the nursery.” Research is 
stacking up against such claims. But, then, scientific evi- 
dence isn’t always enough to kill a good story. co)

Mitt Romney has dragged his feet on George W. Bush’s faith-based 
initiative — costing the state millions of dollars and allowing local 
religious groups to wield the power of the purse strings 


Not keeping the fait

O HEAR MITT Romney tell it, Massa- 
T esses could withstand the pain of 

cutbacks to social programs in part by 
relying on church-affiliated groups to pro- 
vide necessary services to the poor and the 
disabled. Running for governor two years 
ago, Romney touted George Bush’s faith- 
based initiative in his campaign literature 
and on the stump. Since then, Bush has ful- 
filled his promise of awarding billions of 
dollars in federal grants to religious groups. 
But for his part, Romney has not helped 
Massachusetts get its share. He has done al- 
most nothing, in fact, beyond showing up at 
the occasional photo-op, as when, in May 
2003, the Department of the Interior an- 
nounced its first preservation grant for a re- 
ligious building, at Boston’s Old North 
Church. Not only have Romney’s budgets 
been mum about faith-based organizations 
(FBOs), he hasn’t even created, as more 
than 30 states have, a faith-based-initiative 
liaison office to help connect local FBOs 
with federal and state money. When it 
comes to faith-based initiatives, the Bay 
State is a national laggard. 

That has come as something of a surprise 
to the Bush White House. “There was more 
of an expectation on the federal administra- 
tion’s part that when Romney came into of- 
fice that there would be a lot more attention 
paid to it,” says Marilyn Lasky, New England 
director for the US Department of Health 
and Human Services’ Administration for 
Children and Families. It’s especially puzzling 
given that Governor Romney would not have 
to look very far to find an obvious choice to 
head an FBO liaison office. First Lady Ann 
Romney has co-chaired the United Way of 
Massachusetts Bay’s Faith in Action Com- 
mittee since its inception six years ago, and 
all indications are that she’d be willing to 
helm the initiative for the state. “I know from 
my own conversations with her that this is 
something she is very interested in,” says 
Marilyn Chase, United Way’s vice-president 
of community investments. Nevertheless, es- 
tablishing an office in the State House has 
not moved beyond the discussion level. 

It’s costing the state real dollars, and de- 
priving its residents of real services, as federal 
agencies choose to fund FBQOs in other states 
over secular service providers here. Massa- 
chusetts got less than two percent of $45.6 
million handed out in August for mentoring 
children of prisoners, none of $100 million 
awarded the same day for substance-abuse- 
treatment programs, and none of nearly $13 
million awarded to 114 primarily faith-based 
recipients through the Compassion Capital 
Fund. The same is true in one federal grant 
program after another. “There are federal 
funds that are available to organizations that 
assist and support people in Massachusetts, 
and our state has a responsibility to help ob- 
tain those funds,” says Chase. 

Three veterans’ shelters, for instance, 
were turned down this year for grants they 
used to receive from the US Department of 
Labor’s Homeless Veterans Reintegration 
Program. “The reason was their decision to 
get a better geographic distribution and to 
fund more faith-based organizations,” says 
Stephen Spain, development director at the 
New England Shelter for Homeless Veter- 
ans. “Department people told us that specifi- 
cally.” Where is the money going instead? 
To FBOs like the Salvation Army, in Los An- 
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geles; the North County Interfaith Council, 
in San Diego; the St. Patrick Center, in St. 
Louis; the Community Christian Ministry, in 
North Carolina; and Volunteers of America, 
in Kentucky and West Virginia. 

In fact, after the United Veterans of Amer- 
ica shelter in Leeds, located in Western 
Massachusetts, lost its grant in 2003, direc- 
tor John Downing hired two chaplains and 
registered as a faith-based organization. The 
shelter has since received $2 million in fed- 
eral grants and loans. 

Well over $50 billion worth of annual fed- 
eral grants that were once awarded only to 
secular organizations are now open to FBOs, 
for everything from abstinence education to 
workforce development. “We have opened 
up many, many of our funding opportuni- 
ties,” says Lasky. “Even when they are only 
open to state agencies, there is language en- 
couraging those agencies to partner with 
faith-based organizations to do the work.” 
By ignoring the faith-based initiative, Massa- 
chusetts is fishing for funds where they no 
longer bite. 


HE BAY STATE’S neglect of faith-based 

initiatives dates back to 1996, when Bill 
Clinton’s welfare-reform legislation created 
“Charitable Choice.” That directive encour- 
aged states to provide welfare services 
through small, grassroots religious organiza- 
tions, which were allowed to maintain some 
of their “religious character” — a movement 
that Bush later expanded through five execu- 





tive orders and a slew of departmental-rule 
changes. Massachusetts’s implementation of 
Clinton’s initiative has been repeatedly rated 
as nonexistent — one report gives the state a 
grade of F, and others say much the same 
thing. This, despite an amenable political 
and policy environment in the state, accord- 
ing to a Center for Urban Policy and the En- 
vironment (CUPE) report last year. Massa- 
chusetts has used FBOs as social-service 
providers for years, although it has stuck 
with large entities such as Catholic Charities 
and the Jewish Vocational Service, which 
keep their service arms independent of their 
religious activity. The Massachusetts De- 
partment of Transitional Assistance alone 
contracts with 30 different FBOs, the report 
says. Yet the state did nothing at all in re- 
sponse to the federal Charitable Choice di- 
rective to expand the use of those groups, 
and, in particular, to engage smaller, com- 
munity-level organizations. And that resist- 
ance, or indifference, has continued with re- 
spect to the Bush initiative. Why? 

It has less to do with legal or philosophical 
hurdles, the CUPE report says, and more to 
do with Beacon Hill’s “classic institutional 
bias toward retaining existing organizational 
arrangements.” Those arrangements, more- 
over, are often not the kind that appeal to 
federal agencies, says Pat Brandes, senior 
adviser with the Barr Foundation, in Boston. 
The feds prefer to fund result-oriented “car- 
wash programs,” as Brandes puts it: clients 
come in one end, go through a standardized 





program, and go out the other. “Frankly, 
Boston tends to do things differently from a 
lot of parts of the country,” Brandes says. 
Here, we tend toward complex, collaborative 
programs where everybody needs to have a 
seat at the table, and more effort goes to 
reaching consensus than simply to providing 
a service. 

While Massachusetts has idled, other 
parts of the country have been active — and 
as a result, small and midsize churches in the 
Bible Belt and Midwest have learned the 
complicated process and built the necessary 
infrastructure to win federal grants. “A fed- 
eral grant is the most difficult grant to get,” 
says Chase. “The reality of what is expected 
and desired is a huge barrier.” 

That’s why the White House Office for 
Faith-Based and Community Initiatives has 
been actively promoting grants to FBOs 
through publications and by holding local 
conferences and seminars. In most parts of 
the country, FBOs of all sizes are now up to 
speed and applying for grants directly — re- 
ceiving over a billion dollars’ worth in fiscal 
year 2003 and much more in the fiscal year 
just ending. 

In Massachusetts, however, few potential 
grant beneficiaries are at that stage. Even 
when the White House brought its faith- 
based-initiative conference to Boston 

this July, over half of the attendees 
were from outside the state, say people 
who attended. 


ITH THE STATE doing nothing, a 

few local religious groups are stepping 

into the breach — and by doing so, 
they’re quickly becoming important 
power brokers. The Boston Capacity 

Tank, run by the Black Ministerial 

Alliance (BMA) and its partners, has 
become an “intermediary” grant- 
awarding agency of the Administration 
for Children and Families’ Compassion 

Capital Fund. BMA and its partners 

receive $2 million a year from the 
fund, use a half-million on organiza- 
tion and salaries, and award the other 
$1.5 million in grants to smaller local 
providers of services for at-risk youths. 

Dozens of local groups have received tens of 
thousands of dollars apiece through the Ca- 
pacity Tank — not just churches, but also 
secular groups like Parents United for Child 
Care, and the Hyde Square Task Force. 

A similar intermediary is Connections for 
Tomorrow, a partnership that includes 
Dorchester’s TechMission, a stand-alone 
outgrowth of Bruce Wall Ministries. The 
Parents Alliance for Catholic Education in 
Boston, meanwhile, has become a key pro- 
curer of public money for the state’s 
Catholic institutions. 

BMA obtained its Compassion Capital 
grant by partnering with the United Way of 
Massachusetts Bay, which took the lead role 
for the first two years. (The partnership also 
includes the Ten-Point Coalition and the 
Emmanuel Gospel Center.) Just a few years 
ago, BMA was a tiny, ragtag organization; 
this fall, when it takes over from the United 
Way as lead agent, it will distribute $1.5 mil- 
lion in federal grants, choosing 19 recipients 
from among 47 local applicants. Has the US 
government made power brokers of these 
groups? “It’s a fair question,” says Harold 
Sparrow, BMA's executive director. 

BMA does not keep its religion separate 
from any of its activities. Sparrow keeps a 
large VOTE FOR JESUS sign in his office win- 
dow. When BMA has been in the news, at 
least in recent years, it’s usually to register 
the group’s strong opposition to gay mar- 
riage. Sparrow says that this stance is entire- 
ly separate from and irrelevant to the associ- 
ation’s grant-disbursing role. (Its partner is 
a little less comfortable with BMA's flaunting 
its opinions. “When they have spoken out on 
controversial issues, we have stayed so far 
away from them,” says the United Way’s 
Chase.) Applicant organizations that differ 
with BMA on any issue “would be treated 
the same as anyone else,” Sparrow says. So 
would groups from any religion. 

There is some discrimination involved, 
however. In a uniquely Bush twist on affir-

mative action, BMA is allowed to tilt the 
process toward the religious applicants in 
order to achieve its “balanced portfolio” 
goals, despite the fact that it has far more 
secular applicants than religious ones. 

It’s unclear how other organizations dis- 
pense and manage the funds. “Once money 
leaves Washington, whether it’s faith-based 
or not, there’s not a lot of systems for track- 
ing where it ends up,” says Bryan Jackson 
communications director for the Roundtable 
on Religion and Social Welfare Policy, in Al- 


three partners must agree on grant recipi- 
ents, Lesser says. In the last two years this 
hasn’t meant much here locally, since the 
grants have gone to groups in Illinois and 
California. But this year the money will all 
go to Massachusetts recipients, in a round of 
grants just announced this week. “This year 
we do expect TechMission to take a bigger 
role,” says Lesser. And while the partners 
use an objective score sheet to rate appli- 
cants, “at the top level there probably is a lit- 
tle leeway to choose one over the other,” 


Lesser admits.

bany, New York. What is clear is that BMA 
has, with United Way’s help, established an 
impressively safeguarded award process, 
drawing in independent outsiders and re- 
ducing its own ability to influence the out- 
come. Recipients have come disproportion- 
ately from BMA members and partners, but 
that might have more to do with who knows 
about the grants than with the selection 
process itself. (It may also explain why no 
Muslim organization and only one Jewish 
group has applied in three years.) 

“There’s always going to be power bro- 
kers,” says Brandes, who served on the 
Compassion Capital Fund committee in 
2002 that awarded the three-year grants to 
BMA's Boston Capacity Tank and TechMis- 
sion’s Compassion for Tomorrow. “Better 
that it be a Black Ministerial Alliance than 
some outside bureaucrat.” 

BMA also seems diligent about keeping 
grantees accountable, to the extent it can. 
Allowable religious behavior is a sticky wick- 
et, naturally; even with the great relaxation 
of the rules under Bush, there are still lines. 
After-school programs can leave religious 
material onthe wall, but can’t teach Bible 
lessons. If they lead the children in prayer, 
they have to provide an “equally appealing 
option” to those who decline. As you can 
imagine, it’s hard to know whether a given 
church is adhering to those rules when no- 
body’s looking. 

Still, at least BMA tries, and at least it metes 
out the money only to reimburse for demon- 
strated costs. It has also accounted carefully 
for its operating budget, and established au- 
diting procedures. However, the evidence sug- 
gests that such measures are in place because 
the United Way insists on it, not because the 
government particuiariy cares. 

Consider, for example, what’s happening 
to the money going to the partnership that 
includes TechMission. Although Lasky says 
that “our office is in a very strong monitor- 
ing role” with the Compassion grants, she 
admits that when it comes to TechMission, 
“T haven’t spent much time with them.” 

TechMission, run by Andrew Sears inside 
Bruce Wall Ministries’ Dorchester Temple 
near Codman Square, operates the Associa- 
tion of Christian Community Computer 
Centers. In 2002, TechMission joined in a 
partnership with CTCNet, a secular group 
then based in Cambridge (since relocated to 
Washington, DC), to apply to the new 
Compassion Capital Fund. CTCNet is the 
lead agency, and appears to have tapped 
TechMission just for faith-based cred. “We 
partnered with TechMission in order to pur- 
sue this grant opportunity,” says CTCNet 
national program director Amy Lesser. 
TechMission’s actual duties in the partner- 
ship are a little vague: Lesser says TechMis- 
sion staffers sit in on calls, and “help us 
with outreach.” For this, the group gets 
$150,000 of the annual $1.5 million check 
from the US government. (Of this check, 
$750,000 is handed out in grants, 
$100,000 goes to a third partner, Alliance 
for Technology Access, and the rest goes to 
CTCNet operations.) Neither CTCNet nor 

the federal government pays much attention 
to how TechMission spends its money. “We 
don’t monitor it very closely,” says Lesser. 

The one key thing TechMission does have 
is veto power — representatives from all

There is also apparently some leeway in 
how grant recipients spend their money, 
which is meant for programs that teach 
technology skills to the homeless and at-risk 
youth. They get the grant money up-front-in 
one check and they’re not audited — al- 
though recipients are advised to keep their 
receipts in case the government comes call- 
ing. CTCNet hires one person to oversee all 
the recipients from one year, which can be 
as many as 40 different programs. 


HERE IS ANOTHER set of religious en- 

tities seeking government money in 
Massachusetts these days: Catholic parishes. 
“That is exactly what I do. That is my sole 
focus,” says Berna Mann, director of federal 
and community grants for the Parents Al- 
liance for Catholic Education (PACE), in 
Boston. The recent financial troubles facing 
the Boston archdiocese have coincided with 
the opening of public-grant opportunities. 

Much of what Mann does is help Catholic 
schools identify and obtain their share of 
federal funds earmarked for low-income stu- 
dents. For example, she got an extra 
$700,000 for Catholic schools in Boston 
and $70,000 for those in Lynn. The money 
cannot go directly into church bank ac- 
counts, so the distributions come as supplies 
or teacher training. 

She also seeks out other federal-grant 
opportunities, including technical-assis- 
tance grants, reading-first grants, and oth- 
ers. She helped St. Anthony’s, in Allston, 
and Sacred Heart, in Roslindale, get fund- 
ing from the federal Boston Community 
Learning Center grant. She helped the Par- 
aclete Center, in South Boston, get 
$20,000 from the BMA, and just wrote a 
proposai for more this year. St. Mary’s 
Parish, in Lynn, got a $25,000 grant from 
the Department of Labor. 

PACE has quickly become a critical play- 
er in bringing FBO-targeted money to local 
institutions. So have TechMission and 
BMA, which will not only dole out federal 
funds to roughly 60 Massachusetts service 
providers this fall, but are also holding con- 
ferences to train these groups in the grant- 
application process, and are actively 
searching out more sources of federal 
money for them. 

Both BMA and the TechMission partner- 
ship are, however, entering the last year of 
their three-year contracts, and neither is es- 
pecially optimistic about renewal. That 
would leave the small FBOs foundering. “I 
do think it’s an issue here in Boston,” Bran- 
des says. “For the work that’s been done ul- 
timately to be successful, the intermediaries 
need to access more federal funds.” 

Unless, of course, the state government 
finally gets into the game. If John Kerry 
wins the presidency, much of this could 
become moot. But if Bush is re-elected, the 
initiative will expand tremendously — par- 
ticularly since Karl Rove has acknowledged 
that he is counting on religious conserva- 
tives to make the difference in November. 
And that would mean Bay State providers 
— and their needy clients — would miss 
out on an even greater chunk of money in 
the years to come. a

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Crack babies tak pack 


YOUNG WRITERS TAKE AIM AT A MEDIA MYTH BUILT ON WOBBLY, OUTDATED SCIENCE

NTWAUN GARCIA was a shy boy 

whose tattered clothes reeked of cat 

piss. Everyone knew his father ped- 
dled drugs and his mother smoked rock, so 
they called him a “crack baby.” 

It started in fourth grade when his 
teacher asked him to read aloud. Antwaun 
stammered, then went silent. “He can’t 
read because he’s a crack baby,” jeered a 
classmate. In the cafeteria that day no one 
would sit near him. The kids pointed and 


chanted, “Crack baby, crack baby 
Antwaun sat sipping his milk 


the taunting 


and staring 
down at his tray. After that 
never stopped. Unable to take it, Antwaun 
quit school and started hanging out at a 
local drug dealer’s apartment, where at age 
nine he learned to cut cocaine and scoop it 





into little glass vials. 

“Crack baby.” he says. “Those two 
words almost cost me my education.” 

Antwaun finally returned to school and 
began learning to read a year later, after he 
was plucked from his parents’ home and 
placed in foster care. Now 20, he’s study- 
ing journalism at LaGuardia Community 
College, in New York City, and writing for 
Represent, a magazine for and by foster 
children. In a recent special issue, he and 
other young writers, many of them born to 
crack addicts, took aim at a media myth 
built on wobbly, outdated science: crack 
babies. Their words are helping to expose 
the myth and the damage it has done. 

Crack hit the streets in 1984, and by 
1987 the press had run more than 1000 
stories about it, many focusing on the 
plight of so-called crack babies. The hand- 
wringing over these children started in 
September 1985, when the media got hold 
of Dr. Ira Chasnoff’s New England Journal 
of Medicine article suggesting that prenatal 
cocaine exposure could have a devastating 
effect on infants. 

Only 23 cocaine-using women partici- 
pated in the study, and Chasnoff warned in 
the report that more research was needed. 
But the media paid no heed. Within days 
of the first story, CBS News found a social 
worker who claimed that an 18-month-old 
crack-exposed baby she was treating would 
grow up to have “an IQ of perhaps 50” 
and be “barely able to dress herself.” 

Soon, images of the crack epidemic’s “tiniest victims” — 
scrawny, trembling infants — were flooding television 
screens. Stories about their bleak future abounded. One psy- 
chologist told the New York Times that crack was “interfering 
with the central core of what it is to be human.” Charles 
Krauthammer, a columnist for the Washington Post, wrote 
that crack babies were doomed to “a life of certain suffering, 
of probable deviance, of permanent inferiority.” The public 
braced for the day when this “biological underclass” would 
cripple our schools, fill our jails, and drain our social pro- 
grams. 

But the day never came. Crack babies, it turns out, were a 
media myth, not a medical reality. This is not to say that 
crack is harmless. Infants exposed to cocaine in the womb, 
including the crystallized version known as crack, weigh an 
average of 200 grams below normal at birth, according to a 
massive, ongoing National Institutes of Health study. “For a 
healthy, 10-pound Gerber baby this is no big deal,” explains 
Barry Lester, the principal investigator. But it can make 
things worse for small, sickly infants. 

Lester has also found that the IQs of cocaine-exposed 
seven-year-olds are four and a half points lower on average, 
and some researchers have documented other subtle prob- 
lems. Perhaps more damaging than being exposed to cocaine 
itself is growing up with addicts, who are often incapable of 
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providing a stable, nurturing home. But so-called crack ba- 
bies are by no means ruined. Most fare far better, in fact, 
than children whose mothers drink heavily while pregnant. 

Nevertheless, in the midst of the drug-war hysteria, crack 
babies became an emblem of the havoc drugs wreak and a 
pretext for draconian drug laws. Hospitals began secretly 
testing pregnant women for cocaine, and jailing them or 
taking their children. Tens of thousands of kids were swept 
into foster care, where many languish to this day. 


EPRESENT MAGAZINE was founded at the height of 

the crack epidemic to give voice to the swelling ranks of 
children trapped in the foster-care system. Its editors knew 
that many of their writers were born to addicts. But it wasn’t 
until late last year, when a handful expressed interest in 
writing about how crack ravaged their families, that the pic- 
ture snapped into focus. 

“I remember hearing about crack babies and how they 
were doomed,” says editor Kendra Hurley. “I suddenly real- 
ized these were those kids.” 

Hurley and her co-editor, Nora McCarthy, had worked 
with many of the writers for years, and had nudged and 
coddled most through the process of writing about agoniz- 
ing personal experiences. But nothing compared to the 
shame their young scribes expressed when discussing their 
mothers’ crack use. Even the most talented believed it had 





left them “slow,” “retarded,” or 
“damaged.” 

The editors decided to publish a 
special crack issue to help break the 
stigma and asked the writers to ap- 
pear on the cover, under the headline 
“CRACK BABIES’ — ALL GROWN UP 
Initially, only Antwaun agreed. He 
eventually convinced three others to 
join him. “I said, ‘Why shouldn't we 
stand up and show our faces?’ ” he 
recalls. “We rose above the labels. | 
wanted to reach other kids who had 
been labeled and let them know it 
doesn’t mean you can’t succeed.” 

As it happens, when the crack 
issue went to press, a group of doc- 
tors and scientists was already lobby- 
ing the New York Times to drop 
terms like “crack baby” from its 
pages. The group included the ma- 
jority of American researchers inves- 
tigating the effects of prenatal co- 
caine exposure or drug addiction. 
They were spurred to action by the 
paper’s coverage of a New Jersey 
couple found to be starving their 
four foster children in late 2003. For 
years, the couple had explained the 
children’s stunted growth to neigh- 
bors and friends by saying, among 
other things, that they were “crack 
babies.” The Times not only failed to 
inform readers that crack babies 
don’t exist, but reinforced the myth 
by reporting, without attribution, 
that “the youngest [of the children] 
was born a crack baby.” 

Assistant managing editor Allan 
Siegal refused to meet with the re- 
searchers, saying via e-mail that the 
paper simply couldn’t open a dia- 
logue with all the “advocacy groups 
who wish to influence terminology.” 
After some haggling, he did agree to 
publish a short letter to the editor 
from the researchers. While the 
paper hasn’t used “crack baby” in 
the last several months, it has re- 
ferred to babies being “addicted” to 
crack, which, as the researchers told 
the editors, is scientifically inaccu- 
rate, since babies cannot be born addicted to cocaine. 

The researchers later circulated a more general letter urg- 
ing all media to drop the term “crack baby.” But the phrase 
continues to turn up. Of the more than 100 news stories 
that have used it in the last year, some 30 were published 
after the letter was distributed in late February. 

Represent’s writers made a more resounding splash. Na- 
tional Public Radio and the Associated Press both featured 
them in stories on crack’s legacy. Inspired by their words, 
the columnist E.R. Shipp called on New York Daily News 
readers to consider the damage the crack-baby myth has 
done. A July Newsday op-ed made a similar plea, and also 
urged readers to avoid rushing to judgment on the growing 
number of babies being born to mothers who use metham- 
phetamines. 

Still, a number of recent “meth baby” stories have echoed 
the early crack-baby coverage. A July AP article cautioned, 
for instance, that an “epidemic” of fetal meth exposure in 
lowa is stunting infants’ growth, damaging their brains, and 
leaving them predisposed to delinquency. In May, one Fox 
News station warned that meth babies “could make the 
crack baby look like a walk in the nursery.” Research is 
stacking up against such claims. But, then, scientific evi- 
dence isn’t always enough to kill a good story. a

Smoking Gun editor William Bastone knows 
how to get the goods on just about anyone

VEN IF YOU’VE never visited 
thesmokinggun.com, chances are 
you've seen evidence of the site’s 
sleuthing in any number of newspapers and 
television reports. The discovery that Who 
Wants To Marry a Millionaire’s Rick Rock- 
~ well had been accused of domestic assault? 
Brought to you by the Smoking Gun. Nick 
Nolte’s horrifying mug shot from a drunk- 
driving arrest? You have the Smoking Gun 
to thank (or curse, if related nightmares 
persist). The 1993 deposition of the 13- 
year-old allegedly molested by Michael 
Jackson? First published on thesmoking- 
gun.com. And if you’ve heard about any 
embarrassing or criminal act perpetrated by 
a reality-show cast member, chances are the 
information was taken from the Smoking 
Gun. 

But the Web site, which took shape in 
1997 and was bought by Court TV in 2000, 
doesn’t simply write about the gems it digs 
up. Instead, it gives viewers access to its evi- 
dence, posting court documents and other 
official records for the world to read for it- 
self. “We just kind of have flipped the equa- 
tion,” says the Smoking Gun’s editor, 
William Bastone, who spent more than a 
decade as a reporter for the Village Voice. 
“So instead of giving you all the words and 
never seeing the documents, we give you the 
documents and try not to muck them up 
with too much of our own prose.” 


Q: Tell me how the Smoking Gun got 
started. 
A: The site started in April of 1997, and 
had been on the drawing board for probably 
a year or so prior to that. That was myself 
and Dan Green, who is a friend and col- 
league of mine for many years. I’m a former 
Village Voice staff writer and was at the 
Voice at the time we started the Web site. 
Anyway, we were kind of latecomers to the 
Internet, were fascinated by it, and thought 
it would be fun to have our own Web site, 
essentially nothing more than a side project 
to our regular writing gigs. We had no tech- 
nical expertise, and really still don’t, but 
we’re journalists, we know how to hunt 
down stories. I in particular had spent a lot 
of time covering court cases and gathering 
up documents. I wrote about the Mafia for 
the final 10 years of my stay at the Voice, 
I’ve done loads and loads of investigative 
pieces, used FOIA [Freedom of Information 
Act], blah blah blah. And I kept every docu- 
ment that I’d ever obtained. | was fascinated 
with them, love documents, love looking at 
old FBI records, and it just seemed natural, 
back in ‘96 when we were thinking about 
this, well, maybe we should do something 
that revolved around documents, because 
that’s what we know, we know how to get 
them, we think they’re interesting. And we 
thought there would probably be other peo- 
ple out there that would think that they were 
funny, stupid, profane, whatever, just kind 
of interesting to look at. At that point, it 
seemed to us that there really was not a lot 
of that going on online. People didn’t post 
documents. We liked the idea of creating a 
site on the Web that was all about paper. It 
was the last thing that the Internet’s sup 
posed to be about, you know, the whole 
idea of the paperless office. 
We ran it for a few years just as a side 


project to our regular jobs, and then in the 
end of 2000, we sold the site to Court TV 
and then started running it as our full-time 
job, and from that point the site started to 
grow pretty significantly, because it was all 
we did. When we were running it as our lit- 
tle side thing, we really could only do up- 
dates a couple of times a week because we 
had regular gigs to do, but then when it be- 
came our thing, we became essentially a 
news site that can report things on the fly 
and publish whenever we want. 


Q: How surprised are you at the populari- 
ty of the site? Did you ever expect it? 

A: No. I mean, I think if the site never 
took off, and it was still at the level that it 
was a few years ago and we were still at our 
old jobs, we probably would still be doing it, 
just because we get a kick out of it. At the 
point that we were figuring out what the site 
was going to be and how it was going to 
work, people would tell us, try to figure out 
who the audience is going to be. And that 
idea had never even dawned on us, that that 
was something we should take into account. 
I guess if we were looking at it at the time 
we started the site or mulling over the site 
as a commercial venture, I think that proba- 
bly would’ve been an important thing to 
think about. 

As it turns out, there’s not a lot of other 
people that do what we do, and I think we 
do it fairly well and quickly. If you come to 
our site, what we have is real, the stories are 
legit. We break a lot of stories on a lot of 
different things, some silly, some serious. 
So am | surprised at the size and the num- 
ber of people that come to the site? Yeah. 
Am I surprised that people are interested in 
it? No, because I always had a sense that 
there would be interest in it, because I fig- 
ured there had to be other people like me 
who hopefully would find a document — 
the ability to look at something that you 
normally can’t see and hopefully take away 
something interesting or newsworthy out of 
it — that that would be an interesting expe- 
rience. I figured there had to be people who 
would think that. 


Q: How do you determine the balance of 
the harder news items and the celebrity and 
wacky stuff? 

A: We don’t really have any formula. 
We’re a three-person operation: there’s my- 
self; Andrew Goldberg, who’s our managing 
editor; and Joe Jesselli, who’s our reporter. 
It pretty much comes down to if one of us 
has some interest in it. | mean, certain 
things just jump out at you, obviously. 
Some things come in over the transom. Peo- 
ple drop dimes and I make the call about 
whether it’s something we’re going to pur- 
sue. So we don’t have a formula; we kind of 
have always thought of the site as a small 
newspaper, magazine, tabloid, take your 
pick, and we have a fairly wide array of in- 
terests personally, so if it falls in there, one 
of us will probably think that it’s worth pur- 
suing. We certainly don’t do every story that 
comes in. If it interests us and we think it’s 
newsy, we'll chase it, as long as there’s 
going to be a document associated with it. 
That’s obviously the underpinning of every- 
thing we do. There are plenty of important 
stories out there that for us there may not 
be an inroad because there isn’t a document 
that exists or one we can obtain. We don’t 
do press releases and things like that as

ways to get in; we try to get you something 
that’s more meaty than that. 


Q: Have you ever had any regrets about 
posting something? 

A: No. There hasn’t been anything that 
we've looked back at and said, oh gosh, we 
shouldn’t have done that, or taken docu- 
ments down. We were an independent site 
before we were purchased by Court TV; 
we’re under the Court TV umbrella, but we 
operate very, very independently of them — 
we make every call of what goes on the site, 
what doesn’t go on the site. No one has any 
sort of editorial control over what we do. 
We bring the same sort of standards and 
judgments to what we publish on the Web 
as I did deciding what I would cover writing 
for the Voice. | think that people look at the 
Web as this kind of land of desperados who 
will publish anything whether it’s true or 
not, and I think to some degree you can 
find that. We don’t operate like that. We’re 
careful about stuff; we vet stories and docu- 
ments the same way I would preparing a 
4000-word piece for the Voice. I spent 15 or 
16 years, the first chunk of my career, every 
Monday night I would talk to libel lawyers 
and go over every story I ever wrote for that 
paper, so I have an idea of the boundaries. | 
think we have pretty strong journalistic 
roots, and | think we bring the same care 
and caution in what we pursue and how we 
pursue it as I would for print. 

Q: Is anyone or anything off-limits? 

A: Yeah, | mean, we’re not interested in 





people’s sex lives. We’re not interested in 
outing people. We’re not interested in peo- 
ple’s medical records. We stay away from 
really gory crimes and crimes against chil- 
dren. You can go read that crap elsewhere; 
it’s not anything that’s ever interested us, 
and it’s not anything that we care to use 
our time, use the space on the site, to 
cover. We’re very careful about scrubbing 
documents for Social Security numbers and 
home addresses of famous people so that 
there’s not going to be a stalking problem 
or identity-theft thing. You just know it 
when it’s not something that we’re going to 
pursue. Usually there’s nothing that we’re 
sitting here going, “Should we use it or 
shouldn’t we use it?” It’s usually a fairly 
simple call for us. I make those calls. I 
don’t fret over too many things. There’s not 
anything where we put something up and it 
was like, “Oh my God, jeez, I lost my 
mind,” and we have to yank it down. It’s 
never happened. And we've been doing it 
for seven and a half years now. 





Q: How often do you get people asking 
you to take something off the site? 

A: We will have people who will call and 
complain. Lawyers will call and complain 
about things. I think that sometimes if you 
don’t really know anything about our site 
and you’re some lawyer, you think you can 
pick up a telephone and scare off some 
dopey Web site. But we’ve dealt with 
lawyers like that for a long, long time.

We've never taken anything down because a 
lawyer was upset because we got an inter- 
nal memo or we got a copy of a legal settle- 
ment agreement that was sealed. 

We did something about three months 
ago; there’s a big investigation that’s been 
going on for probably a couple years here 
in New York involving the rap-music indus- 
try, specifically the Murder Inc. rap label, 
Ja Rule, Irv Gotti. Anyway, we've been fol- 
lowing that, and we got a document that 
was supposed to have been sealed, an FBI 
affidavit, and in it it had details of murders 
that were being investigated and people 
who were suspected of murders. There was 
information in it that included details on a 
person who had provided the FBI and the 
New York Police Department with informa- 
tion about these homicides. We were 
begged by the United States Attorney’s Of- 
fice to protect this person’s identity, and in 
a very, very rare occasion, we self-censored 
a document so someone wasn’t going to 
get clipped. But your run-of-the-mill 
lawyer who represents a famous person, or 
Courtney Love who’s pissed off because we 
did something. ... We did something a few 
months ago where we got a copy of a 
sealed settlement agreement in a case in- 
volving the Best Buy electronics chain and 
the cast of The Sopranos. It wasn’t the 
greatest story in the world, but you know, 
the lawyer’s calling up freaking out. We’re 
like, we know what we can publish and 


think the details can be amusing. I think it’s 
the desire to find out something about your 
favorite performer that isn’t readily avail- 
able on that person’s Web site, or in the 
laudatory profiles that appear regularly 
about him or her or the group itself. 


Q: Do you have any desire to dig stuff up 
that would affect the outcome of the elec- 
tion? 

A: Sure. We would love to. Absolutely. It’s 
a tough thing to do when it’s not the only 
thing we’re covering, we’re not traveling 
with campaign people. We’re the ones who 
dug up that old Arnold Schwarzenegger in- 
terview during the gubernatorial race in 
which he talks about the drug use and hav- 
ing sex with women in gyms and these other 
crazy things. So yeah, we'd love to. That’s a 
tough thing to do with a small staff. If we 
had a bunch more people, I think that would 
be something we'd certainly want to do. 


Q: Does knowing how easy it is to obtain 
so much personal information about people 
affect how you live your own life? Does it 
make you more careful? 

A: My phone number is listed; if you 
want to know where I live or my age or my 
party affiliation, you can just pick up the 
phone and call the Board of Elections and 
you can get that. I do nothing to mask [it]. 
You could use the very same techniques 
that are available to any member of the 
public to figure out whatever you want

what we can’t publish, so we pretty much 
politely give them the brush-off, and they 
quickly understand that just because you 
yell and threaten ... you’re going to have to 
do something a little bit more serious than 
that, and we know that we’re in our rights 
to use it, and they know it too but they try 
the bluster route, and it doesn’t work on 
our end. 


Q: What documents are on your wish 
list? 

A: The one thing that we’ve tried really 
hard to get — and as a Bostonian, you 
would appreciate this — there is a mug 
shot of George Steinbrenner that exists. 
When he got charged for those illegal cam- 
paign contributions to the Nixon campaign, 
we know that he was photographed by the 
United States Marshals Service. It’s not a 
document, it’s not a piece of paper, but 
that’s the thing — we hate the Yankees, for 
the most part; we’re Mets fans, and we 
would murder someone if we could get a 
copy of George Steinbrenner’s mug shot. 
We really don’t have anything else we 
would say is on the to-do list. But we have 
spent a lot of time over the years attempt- 
ing to track [it] down and have been 
thwarted at every turn. We just thought, the 
posters and the T-shirts and the shrines — 
we have a whole merchandise thing ready 
to roll out. 

There is one [other] thing we would like: 
we have a whole section on the site that is 
these backstage concert riders. We really 
would. love to get the original Van Halen 
concert rider in which they ask for the 
brown M&M’s to be removed from the 
candy bowl backstage. That’s the iconic 
rider. We'd also love an Elvis Presley rider, 
if someone had one. 





Q: Why are people so fascinated by con- 
cert riders? 

A: I don’t know. I think it’s just the idea 
that here’s a free peek into your favorite 
artist’s or your favorite group’s needs. It’s 
not a public document, and I guess people 
just like to know what kind of sparkling 
water Aerosmith needs, or when Bruce 
Springsteen and the E Street Band are 
playing, they’d like to know exactly what 
time Clarence Clemons’s whole chicken 
should be cooked and ready for him. I 


about me. If someone is determined to find 
out that stuff, they’re going to find out that 
stuff. I have other things to do than worry 
about it. | mean, I wrote about the Mafia, 
and never wrote a nice word about it. | 
don’t think I ever wrote a nice word about 
anyone I ever wrote stories about. I wrote 
tough things about a lot of not-so-nice peo- 
ple, and my phone number was always list- 
ed, and if someone wanted to do some- 
thing, they could’ve very easily figured out 
where I was, and it never happened. So I 
guess until that day comes, I don’t really 
give it much thought. 


Q: What's with all the reality-show peo- 
ple on the site? 

A: We don’t really do as much stuff on 
reality-television-show contestants [any- 
more], because we kind of got a little tired 
of that. We did a lot of that. If we had to, 
we could probably do a site that was totally 
devoted to that. But we [recently] found 
out that one of the guys who’s on the new 
season of The Real World pleaded guilty 
last year to assaulting a police horse. If we 
had heard he’d been arrested for assault, 
we probably would have said, not so inter- 
esting, but he was roughing up a horse. 
That reaches a level where we'll probably 
do something. 


Q: What are you working on now? 

A: Things just kind of percolate. We fol- 
low a lot of different civil and criminal 
cases where we’re constantly reviewing new 
filings, and we’re checking court files. We 
have a large roster of things that we always 
have our fingers on to see what’s going on, 
and more often than not, when something 
happens, we'll be the first ones to pounce 
on it, or the only ones who are even looking 
in the first place. I think one of the things 
we do fairly well is, we generate a lot of 
stories that are enterprise stories. We just 
come up with them. I think that’s one of 
the better things that we do; we try to do 
something so that a competitor or a fellow 
reporter wonders, how’d they come up with 
that? Why didn’t I think of that? Like any- 
one would want to do. I think we do that 
pretty well. 8

Wow. This is an unfortunate situation for everyone and you are in the mid- 
dle. Your lease is with the owner and that’s who you should continue to 
pay unless there is a clause — which is unlikely - stating that the manage- 
ment company may seize rents for non payment of condo fees. Sorry to 
hear of this trouble. The attorneys for the building management company 
can make your life miserable but you are probably not legally obliged to pay 
them a dime.

All over the map

he appearance of the color red — in a work of art, or 

on the street, say, on a banner, or a sash is no 
simple thing to photographer Boris Mikhailov, who was 
born in 1938 in the eastern Ukraine city of Kharkiv and 
lived through the 
tumultuous rise and 
ultimate fall of the 
Soviet Union, where the 
color took on great 
symbolic import. 
Neither is the concept 
Semi Of “realism” straight- 
¢ : forward to this artist, 
who grew up Ssur- 
rounded by images of 
smiling workers 
rendered in the Soviet-approved “Socialist Realism” 
style. These complexities play a major role in “Boris 
Mikhailov: A Retrospective,” which opens at the 
Institute of Contemporary Art this Wednesday. Taken 
over a 35-year period but shown in public only since 
the early 1990s, the photographs reflect the height, the 
decline, and the after-effects of the era that Mikhailov 
witnessed. 

At the same time, downstairs, the ICA is bringing us 
part two of its new series dedicated to “young blood 
and fresh ideas” with “Momentum 2/Lucy McKenzie.” 
McKenzie is known as a lively cultural mover and 
shaker back home in Glasgow, where she not only 
makes art but also writes short stories, DJs, designs 
record covers, and organizes art “happenings” featuring 
avant-garde music, film, and art. Her artwork similarly 
brings together a lot of elements, including art history, 
pop culture, graffiti, and political propaganda. -~ 

Those aren't the only corners of the globe converging 
here this month. The Rose Art Museum at Brandeis 
opens three shows with distinct international roots, 
each exploring themes of identity and narrative.> 
“Francesco Clemente: Tandoori Satori and 
Commonplace 2004,” which opens next Thursday, and 
“Yun-Fei Ji: The Empty City” and “William Kentridge: 
Tide Table,” which opened last week but will share an 
opening reception with the “Francesco Clemente” on 
Wednesday, present artists from Italy, China, and South 
Africa who bring their own geographical experiences to 
bear on their work. Italian artist Francesco Clemente 
has been painting up an influential storm since the mid 
1980s; his beguiling images of the human body and 
his mystical explorations of the human spirit are 
informed by a love of travel, of place, and of history. 
The artist has been making repeated trips to India since 
the early 1970s, and his Rose show will feature recent 
paintings influenced by tantric mysticism and folklore. 

Yun-Fei Ji, on the other hand, explores the displaced 
inhabitants and the environmental destruction of 
China’s enormous Three Gorges Dam project in the 
paintings of “The Empty City,” using traditional 
materials to bring this contemporary subject matter to a 
surreal, hybrid life — one in which such historical 
figures as Chairman Mao make the odd appearance 
along with pedestrian objects thrown up by the flood, 
an old tire or seat cushion. And artist and filmmaker 
William Kentridge — who’s renowned for his distinctive 
animated films, or, as he calls them, “drawings for 
projection” — presents “Tide Table,” a new work about 
the devastating impact of HIV and AIDS on South 
Africa. 

“Boris Mikhailov: A Retrospective” and “Momentum 
2/Lucy McKenzie” are at the Institute of Contemporary 
Art, 955 Boylston Street in Boston, September 22 
through January 2; call (617) 266-5152. “Francesco 
Clemente: Tandoori Satori and Commonplace 2004” is 
at the Rose Art Museum, Brandeis University, 415 
South Street in Waltham, September 23 through 
December 12.

Boris Mikhailov, from “Sots Art, 
USSR, 1975-78” 
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@ Spiegelman speaks 


Since the publication of the second volume 
of Maus in 1991 and his subsequent 
special citation from the Pulitzer Prize 
committee, Art Spiegelman has become the 
most influential person in the world of 
comics — proving that they could boldly go 
where they’d never been before. Meanwhile, 
he spent most of the years following Maus I/ 
not producing comics. Instead, he did 
illustrations and essays for the New Yorker 

— until September 11, 2001. Following 
that day, Spiegelman, who lives with his 
family within sight of the World Trade Center 
and witnessed the towers’ collapse, returned 
to comics with renewed vigor. His /n the 
Shadow of No Towers (Pantheon) is a kind 
of comic diary of the days immediately 
following the event. Unlike Maus, it’s in full 
color rather than black and white, and 
printed on what the publishing business 
calls “baby board,” which is named after 
the children’s board books for which it’s the 
primary medium. And /n the Shadow of No 
Towers is big — a 9x14-inch volume that 
folds out into broadsheet-sized spreads. 
Half of this monumental but short book is 
composed of Spiegelman pieces; the other 
half is made up of examples of early-2Oth- 
century comics like Hogan's Alley, the 
Katzenjammer Kids, and Winsor McCay’s 
Little Nemo in Slumberland that 
Spiegelman says are the only form of art 
that gave him solace in the days following 
September 11 and eventually rejuvenated 
him in his commitment to comic-book art. 
The Harvard Book Store is bringing 
Spiegelman to the Brattle Theatre on 
September 20 (the event is free, but all 
tickets have been claimed). He spoke with 
the Phoenix recently from his studio in 
SoHo. 


Q: How did you decide on the large 
format for In the Shadow of No Towers? 

A: Well, | didn’t start there, but | went 
there because of the invitation from Die 
Zeit, a German newspaper, to do whatever | 
wanted. And the scale seemed appropriate 
to these big towers and trying to take on 
these various things. And the kind of collage 
superimposition lent itself to these big-sized 
pages, which only encouraged my yearning 
backwards toward the early Sunday comics, 
where they got to be that size by definition. 

Q: /t's interesting that you use the term 
“collage.” The way the pages are set up, 
there’s no obvious starting point for a 
sequential reading — you can dive in just 
about anywhere on the page. 

A: Well, sometimes it was intentionally 
trying to disorient you. And occasionally, it’s 
just the same way a newspaper page 
collages things, and ultimately, a city is a 
collage of a certain kind. But also very 
specifically, on the very first page, | 
disrupted the possibility of reading it in 
order intentionally, so that as soon as you 
open the first page, you see these two 
towers, one on the left side of the page, 
falling, and one on the right-hand side of 
the page. So on the upper right of the first 
page, it says, “In our last episode, you 
might remember the world ended.” And 
then there’s that long, vertical thing going 
down the right. Now, when you read comics, 
you’re made to read from left to right — the 
artist tells you where to go next. And here, 
very specifically, | made it so you wouldn’t 
know where to go next. You either go down 
to find the rest of the tower on the lower left 
or you ignore it for a while or you read down 
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and then have to go back up to find other 
bits of the page — it was to make your brain 
split, which is basically what happened that 
morning. There are other ones where it’s 
much easier — you’re specifically guided 
through a left-to-right sequence down a 
page. But on occasion, it’s making use of 
that question specifically to say, “Okay, dive 
into the rubble and see what’s there.” 

Q: /n Michiko Kakutani's daily review in 
the New York Times, she said that the work 
seemed unfinished. Do you think there was 
an expectation for something more 
novelistic — and longer — like Maus? 

A: Yeah, but everybody wants what they 
had last. Me too, | want September 10th. 
But in that sense, yeah, this doesn’t even 
try to be novelistic. | mean, it couldn’t have 
had the Olympian overview she’s looking for 
— it’s a series of journal entries. This is 
more like a war-torn diary. It’s not trying to 
say, “Okay, remember back in 2001, here’s 
what happened then from our now Olympian 
perch.” We’re hardly on an Olympian perch; 
we still have rubble falling all over. 

Q: /'ve found that people have had two 
reactions: “Wow, it's really amazing!” 
followed by “It’s only 32 pages?” Do you 
think people are still dealing with how to 
read comics — that there are different 
expectations now that comic books are 
being written about in the New York Times? 

A: It’s amazing, in the last couple of 
years, this whole thing has gotten to some 
kind of tipping point where while the rest of 
the world is turning to shit, comics are 
flourishing. And being tagged with this kind 
of label, the “graphic novel.” The novel has 
a certain kind of reverberation that focuses 
on the narrative element rather than the 
visual element. And also, it implies a certain 
kind of long form, and it’s kind of funny to 
me to hear that. Having been lauded as the 
daddy of the graphic novel, or something, 
I’m making a very short work that harks 
back to the one-page comics of the 
beginning of the 20th century. It’s not about 
creating a long form. If anything, it’s a 
graphic essay rather than a graphic novel.

And a graphic essay in kind of ellipses and 
poetic elision. 

Q: How did you propose this large format 
with board pages to your publisher? 

A: It grew out of two things. One, at first, 
| was offering a broadsheet-sized book, 
and my publisher just looked at me very 
cross-eyed, saying, “You know, we can’t 
make a book that big.” So then | thought, 
“All right, how big can | make it? | guess 
more like tabloid size than broadsheet 
size.” So | tried making them as spreads, 
but the problem there had to do with the 
gutter, where one page meets the next — 
it’s very hard to make the type match up 
and things like that. And there’s a man at 
the New Yorker, in the production 
department, who said, “Well, the only way 
to do that is a board book,” because then 
one spread is really just one piece of 
paper. There it was, like, great, | can make 
a book fatter than Maus, in one year rather 
than 13! For me it was such a wonderful 
solution because the comics do this 
anyway in American culture — this kind of 
collision between adults’ and children’s 
culture. A giant-sized baby-board book is 
that as well. And, well, these little baby 
books are made the same way. It’s 
supposed to be: your first book is going to 
withstand a lot of punishment. Yet I’ve 
never seen anybody with kids who’s had a 
kid who reached puberty who still had 
those board books intact. They look 
durable, but they’re very fragile in their 
own way. Which is like the towers. 

Q: /n one of your essays in the book, you 
talk about comics being “architectural 
structures.” And the board book is certainly 
more permanent than newsprint. So you 
have those two ideas coming together: a 
very ephemeral medium being produced in 
a very solid, durable form. 

A: To me that’s one of the things that 
makes this a book rather than just the pages 
| first made. The book, by having that 
second tower, as I’ve been thinking of it, the 
second section of old comics, raises overtly 
the issue of what’s ephemeral and what will

last. For me, it may be the real theme of the 
book. 

Q: Obviously, these early comics predated 
you. When did you start to discover them? 

A: | think really when | was about 12 
years old and hiding out from the after- 
school life of just being made to play 
baseball. I'd flee to the library and look up 
the old newspapers while they were still in 
bound volumes rather than on microfilm. 

Q: So you must have a lot of sympathy for 
Nicholson Baker's campaign to save old 
newspapers. 

A: Nicholson Baker saved my butt! There 
was one page | wanted to reprint, and it’s 
amazing how scarce these things are, when 
you talk about ephemera. The Kinder Kids 
page, that’s by a man who became a famous 
painter, one of the Cubist guys, Lyonel 
Feininger. But the page that | wanted to 
reprint, | could trace down three existing 
pages. One in Germany, that was crumbling 
and | couldn’t communicate with the 
person. One that was temporarily lost, which 
was a copy that had been reprinted in other 
books over the years, which is somewhere in 
an airplane hangar near Ohio State 
University. And the third one’s at Duke 
University, and it was just being unpacked 
at the time | got there, and we shot from 
that. 

Q: And what was the Baker connection? 

A: | found out that he had the first 
volume of the Chicago Tribune as part of his 
holdings, and then he said, “Oh yeah, | just 
sent them down to Duke University,” so 
there it was. 

Q: One of the other things that you 
reprinted that | thought was so beautiful 
and had never seen before was Winsor 
McCay's Nemo in Slumberland. 

A: | wish | could have reprinted more. The 
week after that one is New York City in 
flames. 

Q: Was this always part of the plan, to 
have these reprints? 

A: It was when | started thinking of it as a 
book rather than as these pages that | was 
making provisionally month by month. 
When | wanted to do a book, | wanted to 
have old comics in it. It started rather 
prosaically — nobody knows who the Happy 
Hooligan is, and that’s probably okay, | can 
just say it’s an old comic and | use him to 
represent me in one sequence, and | 
thought maybe it would be nice to have 
some panels from the past as part of 
making it into a book. And then it grew into 
elucidating the theme of what’s ephemeral 
and what lasts. When towers are ephemeral 
and governments and ideas are ephemeral, 
then maybe ephemera gets to be longer 
lived. At that point, starting to look back 
specifically at what to reprint — it’s 
amazing how many of these pages could 
exist in dialogue with so many of the other 
themes of this book. So you have that page 
specifically with Nemo and his friend 
knocking down the buildings where the 
Towers will go up and come down 70 years 
later. 

Q: One of the amazing older comics is 
The Fairy Palace, by Gustave Verbeck, 
where the benevolent little fairies become 
bearded goblins. 

A: That’s the perfect metaphor for me, for 
our political situation: the friendly genie 
turns into a raging bull. That’s an amazing 
reduction of our understanding of the 
Middle East. That’s the Arabian Nights 
version of the part of the globe we just 
bombed. He’s turned into a beast.

Resfest’s filmless film festival 


baat the touring digital film festival making its first 
appearance in Boston this weekend, is hoping to make 
your average glitzy international film festival look like a 
rusty old steam locomotive chugging along the cinematic 
tracks. The idea is to bring artists and audiences of the 
plug-and-play 
generation a tightly 
packaged visual 
bombardment of ail 
that’s technologically 
driven and boundary 
ignoring, to discover 
and showcase a new 
artistic and 
technological 
landscape, and to 
tread where other festivals dare not. In other words, to be a 
lot cooler than the rest. 

“When we started,” says festival director Jonathan 
Wells, “we were really the only place that was saying, 
‘Filmmaking shot on digital cameras? Bring it on. Films 
manipulated on computers? Cool. A lot of other festivals — 
Sundance, Toronto, Cannes — shunned all that” with a 
“films are made with film” approach. Riding the roar of 
San Francisco’s dot-com craze, Resfest was founded eight 
years ago by the New York film-and-design mag Res, and 
it’s grown from a couple of shorts programs and a selection 
of music videos to a globetrotting exhibition that this year 
features eight themed shorts programs, a feature, a 
Jonathan Glazer retrospective, and a “Handheld Cinema” 
program. 

The short film’s the thing in Resfest. The festival 
opens on Friday with “Shorts One,” a pack of state-of- 
the-art stories. Wells points to Australian director Daniel 
Askill’s “We Have Decided Not To Die” as one of the 
program’s highlights. “Shorts Two” has a humorous 
bent, and the films in “Shorts Three” explore the 
tenuous split between real life and fantasy. Music videos 
— usually just the unfortunate concatenation of MTV, 
marketing, money, and music — are elevated to an art 
form in the two music-vid programs, “Videos That Rock” 
and “Cinema Electronica.” 

“Some of these music videos are indistinguishable from 
short films,” Wells says. The “Videos That Rock” program 
features 23 videos, including Eternal Sunshine of the 
Spotless Mind director Michel Gondry’s take on 
Steriogram’s “Walkie Talkie Man,” Brett Simon’s “Belly,” 
which was created on a desktop scanner for Polar Bear, 
and videos for the Mars Volta, Franz Ferdinand, Blonde 
Redhead, RJD2, and Badly Drawn Boy. This is the kind of 
stuff that veers away from Carson Daly and 7RL and is 
more like art-house MTV 3. The electronica pack has work 
by directors and collectives including Pleix, Logan, Dougal 
Wilson, and Hexstatic for Air, Chemical Brothers, 
Basement Jaxx, and Felix Da Housecat among others. 

Last year, Resfest honored Gondry with a retrospective; 
this year, Jonathan Glazer, director of Sexy Beast (2001) 
and the forthcoming Birth (starring Nicole Kidman), gets a 
salute. “One of the aims of Resfest,” says Wells, “is to look 
at artists who are really inspirational, who are heroes in 
this new arena of filmmaking. Glazer has a track record of 
doing outstanding commercials and videos, and his debut 
feature was amazing.” Glazer has directed videos for 
Radiohead, Massive Attack, Nick Cave, and UNKLE and 
has done award-winning commercials for Guinness, Nike, 
Wrangler, Levi’s, and Stella Artois. 

In the artist-as-activist vein, there’s the “Bushwacked” 
program, with shorts by Michael Moore, Johan Séderberg, - 
and Bryan Boyce. And the British directing team Shynola, 
famed for their animated work with Stephen Malkmus, 
Radiohead, the Rapture, and Queens of the Stone Age, 
have selected a sampling of rarities from their archives. 
The forward throttle of technology will keep Resfest going, 
says Wells. “From the beginning, we were never like, ‘This 
is a fad, this is a trend.’ We intend for this to be around for 
a long time.” 

Resfest takes place this Friday through Sunday, 
September 17 through 19, at the Brattle Theatre, 40

Czekaj is also an accomplished musician: he’s 
performed with the punk band Anchormen, is a founder of 
Somerville’s DIY collective Handstand Command, and has 
released a pair of solo albums. He’s currently one-half of 
the excellent electro/hip-hop/goth-punk group Plunge into 
Death, who tonight (September 16) perform at the Middle 
East in Central Square as part of a memorial show for the 
late Kirsten Malone, who was the keyboardist for the 
synth-punk band the Faux. (Their two bands reieased a 
split-single together last year.) With Plunge into Death, 
Czekaj says, “We do lots of all ages-shows in basements, 
and the main reason I’m more into it [than into his old 
bands] is there’s so much more energy than with the indie- 
pop stuff: you have people actually dancing.” That vibe 
will carry over this Saturday when Czekaj holds an unusual 
book-release party for Grampa and Julie at the Milky Way 
Lounge and Lanes. Like the book itself, the party is aimed 
at kids, but it’s been tailored so as not to exclude adults. 
There’ll be hands-on drawing activities for the young, and 
the rock bands playing have all-ages appeal. 

Czekaj broke into the underground-comics world with his

not at all — in the stuff 
for Nick.

And though Czekaj’s drawing style is a natural fit for 
young audiences, he’s not afraid to throw in a few grown- 
up in-jokes: one recent Grampa and Julie strip in 
Nickelodeon introduced a vegetarian piranha. “When | was 
a kid, | was into lots of stuff that | didn’t understand. | 
think that when you’re a kid, you don’t understand so 
much of the world that if you’re watching, say, a caricature 
of a movie star you don’t know, you just roll with it. 
Because over the course of your day, everything is crazy 
and nothing makes sense. So if I’m gonna put in a big 
word, | figure they'll just skip over it, or they’ll ask their 
parents.”

Tamarind Bay 


Finally, Boston has Indian food to rival London’s 


BY ROBERT NADEAU 


‘ve been waiting a long time 
for a restaurant like 
Tamarind Bay. Specifically, 
I’ve been waiting for Indian 
food that is as good as the idea 
of Indian food — a cuisine 
of layered spices enhancing 
natural flavors. To break up the 
waiting, | would try to eat in 
Indian restaurants in London, 
which are to Indian restaurants 
in Boston as Technicolor was 
to black-and-white. But 
Tamarind Bay generally sur- 
passes the second-tier London 
Indian restaurants I’ve been to. 
On one visit I was not able to 
review the entire menu. And 
you must check the entire 
menu, because each dish is 
made separately and to order, 
in contrast to the usual batch 
system with permutations of 
sauce and content. But since 
all five entrées we tried were 
knockouts, along with three of four ap- 
petizers, it seemed wrong to wait for 
further detail. Try it, and then e-mail me 
about how great the other dishes are. 
There was some indication that 
Tamarind Bay would be something spe- 
cial. It was announced with a name 
chef, Wali Ahmad, and entrée prices we 
haven’t often paid for Indian food. You 
enter the basement room past bronze- 
and-copper décor worthy of a Thai 
restaurant. (In fact, the Buddha who 
greets you is a copy of a Thai Buddha.) 
Ahmad’s menu starts off without much 
variation. There are only six appetizers, 
but more than 30 entrées, and then only 
two desserts. The appetizers are not to be 
missed, however, especially the tomato 
shorba ($4.50), a distinctly tomato-

flavored soup with a hint of cream and a 
solid hit of cilantro. Chicken shorba 
($4.50) is more like a Thai soup, with a 
lemon-coriander flavor, a clear broth, and 
many small chunks of chicken. 

You also won’t want to miss the 
murg-ki-chat ($6.50), which isn’t 
creamy with yogurt like most chicken- 
chat dishes in Boston-area restaurants. 
The yogurt here is a marinade for the 
tandoori chicken, and the greens are 
dressed somewhat like a Thai salad, 
with a strong flavor of lime, onion, 
cilantro, and red pepper. The only weak 
appetizer was the most familiar, a 
greasy pair of vegetable samosas 
($3.50). Even they were rescued con- 
siderably by a mild, almost-dry 
tamarind dipping sauce. 

Getting into the tandoor dishes, we 
tried murgh hazarwi ($15), priced like 
shrimp for about eight chunks of chick- 
en breast meat. But oh, what flavor! 
These are reportedly marinated in 
cream and cardamom. Make that sour 
cream, | think. In any case, it’s a good 
long soak, and each piece is bursting 
with sour-spicy overtones, yet actually 
tastes like chicken. 








Lamb chops bhunna masala ($17.50) 
are an immediate demonstration of the 
value of dishes made to order. The three 
lamb chops are excellent, though a little 
overdone. But the sauce is a revelation. 
Sweet and hot spices explode like a me- 
teor shower, but the underlying flavor 
throughout is a creamy lamb gravy. This 
dish also gains from its presentation on 
a long crescent-shaped plate. 

Lalla mussa dal ($11.50) is what veg- 
etarians might eat instead of the lamb. 
Perhaps it’s the carnivores who should 
be jealous. This is real slow food, tiny 
black beans simmered overnight in 
spices to a rich chocolate-brown stew, 
very slightly sweet like Dominican red 
beans. Like most composed dishes, it’s 
served in a brass pot, with another brass 
pot of impeccable basmati rice. I could 
live for weeks on nothing else. 

Moving up the spice ladder, jhinga 
meethi ($16.50) is a splendid stew of 
quite a few shrimp in a gravy featuring 
fresh fenugreek leaves. The fresh leaves 
are one of those indescribable herbs, 
like cilantro or shiso, but more on the 
bitter tonic side, while also somewhat 
piny and aromatic. (The seeds are the 
maple-like component of commercial 
curry powder.) This dish also ap- 
proached the two-chili level of the aver- 
age Thai menu, which is quite hot, but 
effective here to open the sinuses for 
the other spices. 

At a full three-chili throttle is the cala- 
mari masala ($14.50), a thick stew of 
squid, tomato, and onion. This has plen- 
ty of hot pepper, amply supported by a 
synthesis of spices that would be hard to 
tease out into a list. This is what I always 
imagined Indian chefs could achieve: 
spice mixtures so well harmonized that 
the individual notes are buried in the 
symphonic effect. 

Interestingly, although this was the 
best Indian dinner our hungry (and ex- 
perienced) table of four had ever tasted, 
we left a number of puddles of exquisite 
sauce at the end. Flavors are so intense 
that one automatically eats this food 
somewhat as originally intended — tak- 
ing small bites as a kind of sauce with a 
lot of neutral rice or bread. The rice, as 
mentioned above, is just excellent, aro- 
matic basmati. The breads are not ex- 
traordinary. The breadbasket ($9.50) is 
topped with half-moons of garlic naan, 

a puffed flatbread with minced garlic 
and cilantro on it. Underneath are

more-neutral paratha (buttery whole 
wheat) and roti (slightly less buttery 
whole wheat). 

Drinks include a wine list and Indian 
beers. The wine list is pretty well 
thought-out, although no wine is really 
suited to the spiciness of Indian food. 
We tried a 2002 Lurton malbec ($28), 
an Argentine red with some spice of its 
own. It was served at room temperature, 
and tasted good on its own, but didn’t 
have a chance with the food. Beer or 
lassi (thinned yogurt) would have been 
better choices. The masala tea ($2) — 
the ancestor of chai — was nicely made 
and a little buttery-rich. 

Of the two desserts, a firni ($4), de- 
scribed as rice pudding with condensed 
milk and saffron, was actually noodle 
pudding with condensed milk and no 
saffron. And malpua ($4), described as 
a thin banana pancake served in sweet 
syrup, was actually a fresh banana pud- 
ding without pancake or syrup. While 
Indian desserts have never been poised 
to sweep France, these are rather good 
little sweets, and perhaps better as 
served than as described. 

This location, formerly occupied by 
Casa Mexico, is a basement with Lally 
columns, and always will be. Tamarind 
Bay has done a good job within that lim- 
itation, painting the pillars gold and rag- 
ging the walls in a light mustard that 
keeps the space feeling open. An island 
of wood panels on the ceiling breaks up 
the room, which also features bronze 
wall decorations. Plates use interesting 
shapes, and the quarry-tile floor has 
slate and coppery colors. Noise with a 
full house (as it is always going to be) 
was not bad, and the snatches of Indian 
dance music that came through were 
fine. The menu’s soft spots will all up- 
grade as the staff masters the complex 
menu (chef Ahmad wants to import 
spices for featured dishes, and sell the 
spices as keepsakes). Service was good, 
and sensitive to spice levels, but not as 
well-versed and talkative as the novel 
food may require. 

But none of this atmosphere and serv- 
ice stuff matters, anyway. This is the 
best Indian food I’ve ever tasted, and | 
would go back for more if it were served 
by robots on TV trays in a falling-rock 
zone. t

Charlie’s Sandwich Shoppe in the South End has none of the Old English charm you 
might expect from the spelling of its name. Nonetheless, the small half-coffee-shop, 
half-diner, which has been a neighborhood institution since it opened in 1927, is brim- 


ming with character. 


BROOK GRIFFIN 


Old-school vinyl stools line a Formica countertop cluttered with napkin dispensers, 
bowls of assorted jellies, salt-and-pepper shakers, ketchup, sugar canisters, and cream- 
ers. Photographs of past and present customers — some famous, some not — consti- 
tute ad hoc wallpaper. Randomly arranged tables fill in the rest of the space, and if 
you're only two at a five-person table, be prepared to share. It’s just how they do it here. 

A 1950s menu board with removable letters runs along the length of the wall above 
the counter, identifying diner-staple sandwiches such as the Dagwood-proportioned 
turkey club ($6.95), tuna melt ($4.55), grilled Reuben ($7.30), and meat loaf ($5.55). 
All can be served with a generous portion of thick, golden, salty fries for $2.15 extra. 

Charlie’s Sandwich Shoppe, however, is a bit of a misnomer, as it’s best known for 
its breakfast, which is served all day long (or at least until 2:30 p.m., when the restau- 
rant closes). Pancakes are called griddlecakes (“No pans used here,” the take-out 
menu boasts) and come with a variety of delicious fillings. Banana and pecan ($7.50) 
and raspberry ($7.50) are sublimely decadent, and the chocolate-chip version ($6.35) 
is perfect if you’re in the mood for a treat. Other breakfast favorites — such as eggs, 
home fries, and toast ($4.95) — are available, as are huge, fluffy, perfectly cooked 
omelets; try the spinach and feta ($7.95) for Mediterranean flair, or sample the ham 
and cheese ($7.65), a better-than-home-cooked favorite. The turkey hash with eggs 
and toast ($7.15) is labeled “award-winning,” and was described by a stunned cus- 


tomer as “just awesome.” 


With its diner food and décor, Charlie’s is a bit Back to the Future, but there’s 
nothing wrong with that. The food is delicious, the service is fast and friendly, and 
there’s not a frill to be found in the small restaurant. In fact, the only complaint one 
can make about Charlie’s is that it’s closed on Sunday, the best day of all to go out 


for breakfast.

Now they’re pulling the same stunt with yet another “limited edition” Dew (in stores 
through Halloween) called Pitch Black, replete with all the marketing accoutrements 
you'd expect for such a hip, in-your-face product. 
Without question, Pitch Black is the most extreme interpretation of artificial grape 
flavoring since the TV spokeswoman for Bonkers candy was crushed under a bunch of 
grapes the size of boulders. Pitch Black’s primary flavor is still that of the original Moun- 
tain Dew — only after swallowing it is your tongue hit with the promised blast of black- 
grape flavor, which acts as a sweet accent to Mountain Dew’s ordinarily bitter aftertaste. 
The sticky-grape sensation can get a bit cloying after you consume an entire 20-ounce 
bottle, but it dispels nicely if you add a splash of vodka. Just don’t tell the Pepsi compa- 


ny we said that.

This little 
restaurant in a little hotel takes all the conservative 
necessities of a hotel dining room and turns them 
into very satisfying cuisine — not experimental but 
very successful and balanced, reviving some nice 
old flavors like puff pastry under the apple tart 
Don't miss the beet and orange salad, a wood- 
grilled lobster that actually tastes good, and the 
Margo chocolate cake with pistachio ice cream 
NAKED FISH, 16-18 North St. (opposite Quincy 
Market), Boston, (617) 742-3333. $15-$28. No 
one's naked here but the grilled fish, and we'd rec- 
ommend the fish with sauces and flavorings — the 
fried coconut calamari, the roasted Chilean sea 
bass, and the Cuban-style side dishes like black 
beans and rice, pan-fried plantains, mashed-ba- 
nana sweet potatoes, and mashed potatoes.

This place parties way into 
the wee hours, and the food can be quite good 
when the kitchen isn't overstressed. When it fills 
up, the overlong menu tends to break up like a un- 
dercharged cell phone. Our reviewer had a near- 
perfect but somewhat unusual dinner of sashimi, 
a western omelet, and chocolate mousse. On a 
more crowded evening, the duck breast salad 
was the sole survivor of a table full of food. 
RADIUS, 8 High St., Boston, (617) 426-1234 
$32-$43. When hot chef Michael Schlow teamed 
up with hot manager Chris Myers, the partnership 
was news in itself. It took them a while to get their 
new place open, but from day one Radius has 
been the downtown It Restaurant, with a high- 
powered clientele and prices to match. Schiow's 
food is sort of New York French: small, precise, 
and creative. The semicircular room is a bit under- 
decorated, and the waiters all wear odd Mao jack- 
ets, but the capitalist buzz is palpable 
RUSTIC KITCHEN, 200 Faneuil Hall Market- 
place, Boston, (617) 523-6334. $9-$24. No longer 
associated with Todd English, Rustic Kitchen is 
now more focused on fine North Italian food, a lit- 
tle less expensive, and generally somewhat bet- 
ter. In particular, the veal agnolotti, the seafood 
specials, and the cannoli or gingerbread for 
dessert are knockouts. It's still Quincy Market, so 
it's still crowded and drafty and loud, and the walls 
are glass — so dress nicely. 
SEL DE LA TERRE, 255 State St. (Aquarium), 
Boston, (617) 720-1300. $24. A large and stylish 
Provencal restaurant owned by Frank McClelland, 
chef of the ultra-high-end L'Espalier. This is more 
oriented toward a business crowd; Geoff Gard- 
ner's menu is a flexible version of prix fixe. The 
country French flavors don't hit the heights, but 
their consistency puts a lot of bistros to shame. 
THE SULTAN’S KITCHEN, 72 Broad St., Boston 
(617) 728-2828. $6-$9. One of only a few Turkish 
restaurants in the city, and the longest-lived, Ozcan 
Ozan's lunchtime joint still feels fresh and novel 
after almost two decades in business. The atmos- 
phere isn't much — a take-out counter and some 
upstairs tables — but the skewered meats are elec- 
tric, and the baba ghanoush is the best we've had 
in ages. Turkish soda and ayran (yogurt drink) are 
available for the full-immersion experience 
VINALIA, 101 Arch St., Boston, (617) 737-1777 
$15-$19 (lunch, $11-$15). “Vinalia” means wine 
festival, and is intended to clone some of the excel- 
lences of the Boston Harbor Hotel wine festivals 
and the Meritage restaurant there. Since Meritage 
is a Nadeau favorite, he favors all copies, including 
this somewhat simplified and cheaper version, es- 
pecially the wine-pairing menus, the fried clams 
the seared scallops and wood-grilled pork loin, and 
the pumpkin cake.

Josef Sudek's poetry of light

The 20th Boston Film Festival wraps up 


e second weekend of this year’s Boston 
Film Festival brings us winners from 
France (Les choristes), Denmark (Green 
Butchers), Hungary (Kontrol), and the Czech 
Republic (Zelary), not to mention a Schopen- 
hauer sighting. Here’s the rundown on the 
final three days of screenings: 


FRIDAY 17 
DEAD & BREAKFAST 


Like its subject, the zombie movie will not die. 
Matthew Leutwyler’s laughless spoof might 
slow it down a step or two, however. The 
usual carload of wasted youths played by inept 
and annoying actors loses its way en route to a 
wedding in Texas and stops at a spooky motel. 
“Ever seen Psycho?” you might ask. The 
director has, and too many other horror 
movies for his own good. The owner of the 
motel, “Robert Wise” (it’s unclear whether 
Leutwyler is paying homage to that director’s 
The Haunting or his The Sound of Music), 
played by a bemused David Carradine (his 
niece Ever is also in the cast), has conjured up 
some kind of Buddhist spirit that through vari- 
ous tedious complications turns all the redneck 
townspeople into zombies. Then the splatter- 
fest begins. The women in the party fare the 
best, which is to the director’s politically cor- 
rect credit, but my biggest disappointment is 
that we don’t get to see the guitar-strumming 
clown who sings the hoky narrative get his.

Tim is a 
rebel with too many causes, and his family are 
the ordinary people of the 21st century, but 
Harris makes of this loaded melodrama a 
witty, poignant black comedy. Seemingly 
episodic, it resolves with a series of 
revelations that are neither manipu- 
lative nor contrived. Hersh puts in a 
career-making performance, and 
Weaver and Daniels have never 
been better.

KING OF 
THE CORNER 


The first scene of Peter Riegert’s 
feature debut finds his character, 
Leo Spivak, with his head on the 
desk, watching as one after another 
wind-up toy toddles over the edge. 
It’s an obvious metaphor that points 
up the film’s main flaw. Leo’s life is 
one big suburban-dysfunctional 


cliché. He’s trapped in a dead-end marketing 
job and in danger of being usurped by young 
hot-shot Ed (Jake Hoffman, son of Dustin). 
His still-feisty father, Sol (Eli Wallach), resents 
being left to molder in a nursing home. His 
daughter, Elana (Ashley Johnson), is dismis- 
sive of her parents and has a long-haired 
boyfriend to boot. And though his wife, Rachel 
(Isabella Rossellini), is a saint, Leo still feels 
compelled to cheat on her with a rediscovered 
high-school crush (Beverly D’Angelo). The 
fine cast do what they can with Riegert’s 
pedestrian script, but it’s not enough. And 
though Eric Bogosian offers some laughs as 
an obstreperous rabbi with a weakness for the 
dog track, his cobbled-together eulogy at a 
funeral could speak for the movie: “He was an 
average man . . . maybe even less than aver- 
age.”

This 
is, of course, difficult, especially when he’s also 
dealing with a drug-addicted brother, a new 
girlfriend, and criminals breathing down his 
neck. Some clichés do take root here — direc- 
tor Norman Stone pounds viewers over the 
head with religious metaphors, a familiar (if a 
convoluted) plot, and some hollow-sounding 
gangster talk. But Fern’s simple and slightly 
wild performance provides balance. And Man 
Dancin’, from its static, dark settings to its 
sporadic bits of violence, is a lot like Jimmy: 
simple, wild, and trying to find its way. (114 
minutes) Screens tonight at 7:15 and 10 p.m.

When a young player in Jimmy McMahon’s 
band tries to improvise, he’s stifled.

because his unwholesomely 
gratifying guilt compels him to 
repay Tina.

And love? Maybe it lies with 
the two bums in the flophouse 
who discuss in exquisite detail

Christian Petzold, a young director nur- 
tured by television and bolstered by the fes- 
tival circuit, draws on the old grim German 
verities again, framing them in an austere, 
postmodernist landscape that renders them 
if anything more claustrophobic and 
unnerving. Neither has the Germany of 
pictures changed much since the days of 
Rainer Werner Fassbinder or, for that mat- 
ter, Doktor Caligari. It is a land of social 
and economic inequity, of seething rage, 
despair, and longing, of weak men and 
wronged women who dream of twisted 
revenge and deluded escape. 

Tom (Richy Miller) and Tina (Catherine 
Flemming) in Cuba Libre (1995; Septem- 
ber 17 at 9 p.m.) dreamed of escaping to 
the socialist paradise of the title. Tom made 
it as far as Vera Cruz only after robbing 
Tina of her money, leaving her bereft, and 
continuing on alone. Now both are home- 
less, one step from extinction, until Jimmy 
(Wolfram Berger) saves Tom from the gut- 
ter. A shady character with a heart problem 
(a fusion of sorts of the Dennis Hopper 
and Bruno Ganz characters in Wenders’s 
Der Amerikanische Freund), Jimmy wants 


their lost, imagined fortunes. 
Brazil is the land of new beginnings for 
the fugitives in Die innere Sicherheit/The 


State I Am In (2000; September 18 at 

9 p.m.), and again a robbery turns the 
dream into a nightmare. Hans (Richy 
Miiller) and Clara (Barbara Auer) cannot go 
to the police when thugs steal their savings 
at a coastal resort in Portugal because they 
themselves are on the lam from the German 
authorities for unspecified terrorist activities. 
Their teenage daughter, Jeanne (Julia Hum- 
mer), is weary of the run-around; she wants 
to shop at the mall and have a boyfriend. 
When she falls in love and asserts her iden- 
tity, she re-enacts a mating dance already 
familiar in Petzold’s films (and in Fass- 
binder’s, too) of selflessness, betrayal, and

Ingmar Bergman’s Saraband 
and much more in Montreal 


wedish filmmaker Ingmar Bergman, 

who was born in 1915, has announced 

more retirements than Celine Dion; but 
this time, with a final feature, Saraband, at the 
recent 28th Montreal World Film Festival, he 
really might be through. His December song, 
both absorbing and more than a bit tedious, is 
a two-hour, four-character sequel to his 1973 
Strindbergian psychodra- 
ma Scenes from a Mar 
riage. 

“Several years ago, | 
got a phone call at my 
office,” said Pia Ehrnvall, 
Saraband’s producer, 
who introduced the film 
at Montreal. She quoted 
Bergman on the line: 

“ ‘Hey, Pia, | wrote a screenplay, I don’t 
know if it’s for TV, stage, or the movies. It’s a 
chamber drama, the set decoration is two 
chairs only, and four actors. Would you like 
to produce? There’s one condition: if you like 
it, I have to direct it myself.’ 

“In 2003, we started shooting on a sound 





stage in Stockholm,” Ehrnvall went on, “and 
the set decoration was far more than four 
chairs. Bergman started with a few words: 
“You all know what to do. It looks simple, but 
we have our work cut out. This is the very last 
production that | make. | demand everything 
from you, and from myself.’ ” 

It’s 30 years later, and his feuding marrieds 
from the first film, Mari- 
anne (Liv Ullmann) and 
Johan (Erland Josephson), 
divorced for ages, meet 
again at Johan’s home in 
the country. Both have 
failed as parents (their 
children, now adults, have 
moved to foreign lands 
and no longer speak to 
them), and Johan especially is proclaiming his 
whole life a failure. He’s the numb, blighted 
post-Christian we’ve encountered in several 
dozen Bergman movies going back to the 
1950s. 

Although there’s nostalgia in seeing 
Bergman icons Ullmann and Josephson 





reunited on the screen, Saraband is a last- 
blast retread of what we've suffered again and 
again in Bergman. There’s no coda to take the 
film into new philosophic territory, no epi- 
phanic lightning flash as Bergman approaches 
90. Alas, here’s the same unrelenting world 
view: parents and children desperately alienat- 
ed; God, the father, quiet in the cosmos. 

Saraband was shown Out of Competition 
at Montreal, but would it have garnered any 
prizes? Would the Bergman name have drawn 
voters away from Eran Riklis’s The Syrian 
Bride? This French-German-Israeli co-pro- 
duction swept all the major awards: the World 
Competition Grand Prix, the FIPRESCI inter- 
national critics’ prize, the Ecumenical Jury 
prize, and the Audience Award. Distributors 
take note, and also Jewish film festivals look- 
ing for a popular opening night: The Syrian 
Bride was loved by all. 

Almost all. I thought it a bit TVish and 
didactic in hawking its politically correct 
attack on the sanctity of man-made borders. 
The story is interestingly placed, however, in a 
Druze village in the Golan Heights. Mona, a 
Druze living within Israel, is engaged to a

self-destruction. 

Guilt and revenge return in Toter Mann 
Something To Remind Me (2001; September 
18 at 7 p.m. and September 19 at 9 p.m.), 
and they’re indistinguishable from desire 
and reconciliation. A shy defense lawyer 
(André Hennicke) falls for a mysterious 
woman (Nina Hoss) who disappears — 
with his lap-top containing files on all his 
cases. The vertiginous obsession that follows 
disrupts his work with clients, including that 
of Blum (Sven Pippig), a meek convict 
seeking parole after serving 14 years for an 
unspecified crime. The two plot lines con- 
verge, but there’s such reliance on genre 
conventions, it’s almost disappointing. More 
rewarding are the scenes of starkly detailed 
anomie and the flattened images of alien- 
ation and pathos. 

Wolfsburg (2002; September 17 and 
September 19 at 7 p.m.) unfolds like an 
inversion of Mann and of Cuba Libre. 
Philipp (Benno Fiirmann) makes it to 
Cuba all right, traveling there with his 
fiancée, Katja (Antje Westermann), near 

the beginning of the film. But it’s a vain 

attempt to escape guilt. Distracted by an 
argument with Katja on the phone while 
driving, he runs down a boy on a bicycle 
and flees the scene. Later, he tries to 
confess — to the police, to the boy’s 
mother Laura (Nina Hoss) at the hospi- 
tal, to Katja. But something always inter- 
rupts: another call, a misunderstanding, 
his own cowardice. 

As is often the case in Petzold’s films, 
the disconsolate victim and the tormented 
perpetrator draw together in a perverse 
romantic relationship; here the director 
limns it with masterful, excruciating econ- 
omy and inevitability, evoking at times the 
understated tautness of Hitchcock. (Not to 
mention a weakness for MacGuffins; 
Petzold’s penchant for plot devices like a 
forgotten shoe or a discarded red fender is 
both a weakness and a strength.) In 
Wolfsburg, Petzold presents his most 
accomplished picture of the German state 
of things. In Thomas Wolfe’s America, you 
can never go home again; in Petzold’s 
Germany, you can never escape. & 


Syrian TV star, and the movie is a black com- 
edy about the bureaucratic entanglements, in 
both Israel and Syria, that impede the cou- 
ple’s getting together. Even the UN is brought 
in to join the madcap frustrations. 

The best film at Montreal? Fatih Akin’s 
Gegen die Wand/Head-On, which earlier this 
year won the Golden Bear at the Berlin Film 
Festival and is certainly the only masterpiece 
I’ve seen in 2004. The Turkish-German Akin 
tells a love story of two wild Turks over sever- 
al continents, beginning in Germany with 
zany screwball comedy and ending in Istanbul 
with heartfelt, affecting melodrama-turned- 
tragedy. 

Other works of merit at Montreal? Red- 
Colored Grey Truck, directed by Serbia’s best 
young screenwriter, Srdjan Koljevi¢, is a 
clever tall-tale road movie set in the first days 
of the 1991 war. A snarling punk chick from 
Belgrade and a rube from Bosnia head down 
the highway in a truck, driving inadvertently 
into the battle zone. The road warriors are out 
of their heads, dense Beverly hillbillies with 
‘explosives, in a stupid, stupid war. Red- 
Colored Grey Truck is the first Slovenian- 
Serbian co-production, and Koljevi¢ is doing 
something right. He was attacked after the 
Montreal showing by a Serbian consul from 
Toronto who accused him of pro-Slovenian 
propaganda. 

And Elephant Shoes, Christos Sourligas’s 
made-in-Montreal two-hander, is a deftly 
written, delicately acted love story, 12 com- 
pact, erotic hours in which an early-30ish 
couple meet, make love, make the most 
clever talk, and then must decide whether 
they are forever soulmates or, sadly, must 
part. A little miracle on a $10,000 budget, 
and the talented newcomer actors, Stacie 
Morgain Lewis and Greg Shamie, steal the 
audience’s heart.

In Charles Stone III’s plucky sports romp, comedian Bernie Mac plays an arrogant, self- 
interested slugger ostensibly fashioned in the mold of Barry Bonds and Albert Belle. 
Playing for the Milwaukee Brewers, Mac’s Stan Ross records his 3000th hit in 1995 (off 
Red Sox pitching, natch) and promptly quits on his team in the middle of a playoff race 
because he knows he’s going to the Hall of Fame (only 25 big-leaguers have reached the 
3000 plateau) and hates the press. Nine years later, Stan “The Man” (no apologies to Mr. 
Musial, it seems) is set to sail into the Hall when a statistical recount reveals he had only 
2997 hits. No 3000, no Cooperstown (the press does the voting), so at age 47 and with 
the Brewers in last place, Stan attempts a comeback. 

Much of what goes down in the clubhouse with the younger players (whom Stan dismisses 
as “Little Leaguers”) is predictable, but Stone (Drumline and Paid in Full) and the team of writ- 
ers keep the story moving in pleasantly unexpected directions. Mac is superb as the egoma- 
niacal man boy finally getting his come-uppance and needing to change his game. Angela 
Bassett is a warm, sexy plus as a sportscaster and former love interest, and the uproarious 
riffs on Stan from ESPN help send this knuckleball over the wall.

GHOST IN THE SHELL 2: 
INNOCENCE 


if you didn’t see the first Ghost in the 
Sheil, you'll be lost in Innocence. Shells 
refer to human, cyborg, or android vessels; 
ghosts are the personae that inhabit them. 
Each configuration has an “e-brain” 
plugged into the Internet. The notion might 
conjure up Matrix comparisons, though 
Mamoru Oshii’s initial cyberpunk anime 
(based on a long-existing manga) hit the 
screen in 1995, four years before The 
Matrix dazzied audiences. 

The action takes place in post-World 
War II! Tokyo, where the cityscape is a 
dreamy water-colored Gotham that con- 
jures Blade Runner. And as in Blade 
Runner, a synthetic being has perpetrated 
a slew of murders. Rogue cyborg Bateau 
(voiced by Akio Otsuka) and his reluctant 
partner Togusa (K6ichi Yamadera), minor 
characters in the first film, are the cops on 
the case. Gone, and sorely missing here, is 
the Major, the half-naked fembot with the 
sangfroid of a Terminator. (if you're strug- 
gling with the imagery, just think Aeon Flux 
or Heavy Metal.) A lot of arcane information 
spews across the screen (the subtitles 
exacerbate matters), and at times, the biur 
between cyber-reality and reality is hard to 
discern, but Oshii’s visual artistry is so hyp- 
notic and original, itll resonate even with 
those who aren't in the know.

RESIDENT EVIL: 
APOCALYPSE 


The first Resident Evil was the best cine- 
matic adaptation of a video game I’ve 
seen. Resident Evil: Apocalypse is one of 
the worst sequels. It takes place immedi- 
ately after the first film, with the dreaded 
T-virus escaping the confines of the 
Umbrella Corporation’s headquarters and 
infecting all of Raccoon City. The result- 
ing zombie Armageddon is disappointing, 
to say the least — the same ground was 
covered to much greater effect in this 
year’s remake of Dawn of the Dead. First- 
time director Alexander Witt is content to 
supply quick cuts of incomprehensible - 
motion instead of lingering shots of the 
undead horde; any suspense he attempts 
to create is quickly supplanted by histri- 
onics.

SKY CAPTAIN AND THE 
WORLD OF TOMORROW 


Noteworthy for its created-on-computer 
evocation of 1939 New York, Kerry 
Conran’s debut feature is an eye-pop- 
ping bore. A triumph of Art Deco produc- 
tion design and all-too-studied homage, 
Sky Captain teems with a retro-futuristic

he secret to the song “Ain’t 

Misbehavin’ ” — as Richard Maltby

his head (not to mention other body 
parts) off. It’s this joyous naughtiness that 
makes Ain’t Misbehavin’, the 1978 Tony- 
winning granddaddy of the song-antholo- 
gy musicals, so irresistible. That along

with composer-pianist-moving spirit 
Waller’s music, from the deliriously jumpy 
to the flat-out.

complaint to a sad one. The only unfortu- 
nate attack on one of the Sondheim songs 
is by Elizabeth Hayes as Anne’s maid and 
confidante, Petra (she’s also Henrik’s sex- 
ual tutor).

significance of Sudek’s injury 
and its lifelong repercussions is 
hard to miss, beginning with the 
direction his imagery took upon his return 
from Italy. One of the oldest photos in the 
show, From the Veterans Hospital, which 
may date back to 1922, when Sudek was 
a student at the State School of Graphic 
Arts, takes as its subject the building and 
perhaps even the men whom the teenage 
Sudek knew during his ordeal and recov- 
ery. In its pensive, subdued way, it’s an 
electrifying photograph. The invalids, even 
more absorbed in themselves than in the

chess game that’s going on, dwell at the 
farthest extension of the surrounding 
refracted light. They’re incarnations where 
the sunbeams end, silhouettes, sharply vis- 


ible yet unidentifiable. And it’s in 
that combination of luminosity and 
invisibility, social engagement and 
personal withdrawal (the man stand- 
ing is looking at his hands), bright- 
ness and hospitalization, that Sudek 
achieves the presence and the sharp- 
ness and the disconnectedness we 
associate with Ibsen and Beckett. 
His dramas are pitched, acerbic, and 
penetrating, but the tone has been 
softened to cushion the impact: the 
one-eyed mask fixed to a wall-cling- 
ing vine (Remembrances of E.A. 
Poe); the figure whose lower body 
disappears as the torso occupies a 
lawn chair (Remembrance of Mr. 
Magician). The result is a complexi- 
ty, formal and psychological, that 
defies pigeonholing: sadness belongs 
to games and celebrations, excite- 
ment and sensuality belong to still 
lifes. You can’t even call it irony; 
there’s nothing wry or sarcastic or 
otherwise aloof in his images. 
They’re simply heartfelt and 
fiendishly smart, comedic and 
haunting, unadorned and resonant. 
We learn too from Shallcross that 
for a period between 1924 and 
1926, Sudek embarked on what 
would become his first photographic 
series, outdoor, soft-focus photos of

groups of people at leisure, like Sunday 
Afternoon on Kolin Island. And again, it’s 
hard not to see those pictures of warmth 
and relaxation and camaraderie as the 
inverse of his hospital-ward photos. It’s as 
if the photographer, having addressed the 
physical and social confines of his recu- 
peration, had decided to confront the 
world to which he would never belong, a 
world of privilege and pleasure and non- 
chalance. 

Yet no Sudek photo is ever what it first 
appears to be. The three men at the center 
of Sunday Afternoon with their backs to 
the camera — and with their backs to the 
one-armed photographer who has single- 
handedly set up his tripod, affixed his 
camera, inserted his photographic plate or 
film, and taken his shot — stare off to the 
right at the same exact angle, as evenly 
spaced as bowling pins. The shadows they 
cast suggest buildings. The picnic’s over, 
but they’re talking to no one. Only the

boy in the soft cap and the startled, 
almost antagonistic posture is aware of 
the picture taking; he’s looking directly 
into the camera but at such a distance as 
to be initially unnoticeable. The combina- 
tion of the boy’s focused surprise and the 
men’s post-prandial disregard takes the 
image out of the realm of pictorialist imi- 
tation of Seurat and turns it into a barbed 
yet subtle momentary drama. 

But Josef Sudek’s amputation was to 
affect his art even more profoundly still. 
As Shallcross explains: “In 1926...a 
trip to Italy apparently revived such 
painful memories of losing his arm that 
Sudek wandered aimlessly for two 
months. ‘From that time,’ he remem- 
hered, ‘I never went anywhere and | 
never will.’ More than ever, his life cen- 
tered on Prague.” 

I would argue that in that moment of 
consummate resignation and withdrawal, 
Sudek became a great artist. The most 
outstanding photographs in his ceuvre 
are not the brooding, crystalline panora- 
mas of Prague, and neither are they the 
charming, almost whimsical and uni- 


the architect Otto Rothmayer, a project 
that became A Walk in a Magic Garden. 
Instead, in his disavowal of the larger 
world, a disavowal intensified by World 
War II, Sudek discovered the poetry of 
common objects, the mystery of looking 
out his studio window, the excitement of 
his own cluttered, disheveled space. 

The 1954 Still Life holds up as one of 
the most insidiously delicate and weirdly 
provocative pictures of our time. Sudek’s 
surfaces are invariably simple to the point 
of appearing pedestrian; here an apple, a 
vase, and an eggshell dominate the frame.

Yet he both undermines and amplifies our 
understanding of those objects. The curve 
of the leaf on the apple stem mimics the 
curve of the eggshell, with the result that 
the apple implies it’s been laid and the shell 
suggests that it’s flora. And the transparent 
central vase with its patterned etching holds 
in its water what you take to be a flower 
stem — that is, until you scrutinize it. 
When you do, you realize that the blossom 
is missing and that the leaves look unnatu- 
rally sparse and round. Only after gazing at 
the picture for a long time did I appreciate 
the correspondences, the visual rhyming, 
among the textures of the glass of the vase, 
the striations on the nearby curtain, and 
whatever it is that lies on or beyond the 
windowpane like some aqueous egg case. 
Finally, | spotted what had been before my 
eyes the whole time, tucked beneath the 
apple leaf, a small, shadowy, upright tack; it 
works like a tiny reminder of our constant 
proximity to pain. 

No less riveting and memorable are the 
images Sudek took from his studio win- 
dow, images that are as much about the 
play of light through the condensation on 
the glass as they are about the objects on 
the other side. In From the Window of My 









































Atelier, sheets hang on a clothes line that 


appears to encompass a tree. What you 
can’t see in a newspaper or even the cata- 
logue reproduction of that photo is how 
the condensation isn’t blurry at all; it’s as 
sharp and pointed and lustrous as mica. 
The result is that the actual photograph 
appears icy and brittle, as if we were 
standing not before a photo but before the 
actual window through which Sudek 
looked. What at first seems like abstrac- 
tion turns out to be in the service of pal- 
pable immediacy. x

Local boy makes good 


Denis Leary’s sweet redemption; plus, Joey

enis Leary’s short-lived 2001 ABC 

series, The Job, was a rough-edged 

and very funny black comedy, with 
Leary playing a burnt-out, pill-popping, 
alcoholic New York City police detective in 
full-on jackhammering anger mode. (“A 
bottle of Bushmill’s is the only thing keep- 
ing me from taking hostages.”) On The 
Job, which Leary made with producer 
writer Peter Tolan (The Larry Sanders 
Show), the free-floating cynicism and dis- 
content of Leary’s stand-up comedy found 
full, rich context. His character, Mike 
McNeil, was a man in more pain than he 
could coherently express, and his blue- 
streak venom was his cry from the soul. 
The message of The Job was the message 
Leary the stand-up star had been trying to 
deliver all along: the world is a shitty place, 
even when you try to do the right thing — 
no, especially when you try to do the right 
thing. Leary is pissed off at the people who 
make the world a shitty place, and being a 
Catholic boy, he’s pissed off at God for 
making the shitty people who make the 
world such a shitty place. But most of all, 
Leary is pissed off at himself for not being 
able to fix the shittiness. 

Not that he hasn’t tried. His most recent 
bio sheet devotes more time to his charity 
work than to his career. And I admit, | 
started reading this stuff with skepticism. 
But I felt, well, smacked down when | 
reached the part about his Leary Fire- 
fighters Foundation, the charity he started 
after the 1999 Worcester Cold Storage 

/arehouse blaze that killed six firefighters, 
including his cousin and a childhood 
friend. Leary’s foundation provides finan- 
cial assistance to the families of firefighters 
killed in the line of duty, and it has pur- 
chased a state-of-the-art training tower 
and other equipment for the Worcester Fire 
Department. I haven’t even mentioned his 
benefit hockey games for Cam Neely’s can- 
cer charity and Michael J. Fox’s Parkin- 
son’s foundation. 

Why is it that people who try to be, you 
know, good are looked at with suspicion by 
the rest of us cynics? I wonder whether 
that fact of life carries the sting of irony for 
Leary, whose stand-up persona helped 
forge the late-’80s and ’90s comedy culture 
of cynicism. In any case, Leary’s new com- 
edy drama, Rescue Me (FX, Wednesdays at 
10 p.m.) is brave, complicated, funny, and 
sad. Leary and Tolan have taken the vibe of 
The Job and transferred it to a show about 
New York firefighters in the aftermath of 
September 11. But Rescue Me has a sur- 
prisingly unsentimental attitude toward 
firefighters in particular and heroism in 
general. The show’s first episode set the 
tone with a mordant, snort-out-loud scene 
in which a firefighter lamented the declin- 
ing number of women who wanted to sleep 
with him since the glory days following 
September 11. Leary’s character, firefighter 
Tommy Gavin, nodded in wistful agree- 
ment. “How soon they forget,” he an- 
swered sagely. “How soon they forget.” 
(Real firefighters, it appears, love the 
show.) Rescue Me, which is a bit more than 
halfway through its 13-episode first season 
and has been renewed for another, is 
Leary’s masterpiece. It’s a surly, moving 
show about flawed people who do good, 
even heroic, things. 

Filmed in New York City, Rescue Me is 
set in the fictional Manhattan Engine 
Company 62, which is supposed to have 
lost four men in the Twin Towers on 
September 11. (A recent episode included

Tommy’s eerie flashback to the elongated 
moments after he and his crew first 
entered one of the towers.) It goes without 
saying that these guys suffer from sur- 
vivor’s guilt. The aging homophobic chief, 
Jerry Reilly (Jack McGee), beats up a 
retired gay firefighter who had outed gay 
firefighters who died on September 11. 
Lieutenant Kenny Shea (the exquisitely 
sarcastic John Scurti) secretly writes 
poems about September 11 in his base- 
ment. With its dark, scabrous wit and 
hand-held camerawork, Rescue Me recalls 
that gem of a cop show Homicide: Life on 
the Street. Indeed, it matches that show in 
its intense depiction of urban warriors 
under pressure. 

Among Engine Company 
62’s September 11 casualties 
was Tommy Gavin’s cousin 
Jimmy Keefe (James McCaf- 
frey), who was also his best 
friend. Jimmy is now the most 
garrulous of the many ghosts 
who follow Tommy around. 
Yes, Tommy sees and hears 
dead people — an over-used 
plot device these days. But 
there are times when the 
ghosts who trail him (an 
expanding assemblage of 
souls whom he tried to but 
couldn’t save) provide a love- 
ly image of the persistence of 
memory. 

Not that you need to see 
the ghosts to know that 


Tommy is haunted. The sen- NOT STUPID: 


ior firefighter on 
the truck, he’s a 
wise-cracking, 
heavy-drinking 
guy’s guy. And 
make no mistake, 
Rescue Me is 
loaded with blue- 
collar male angst 
and guy humor — 
one recent episode 
included both a 
dick-measuring 
contest and a pet 
monkey. But 
women should not 
fear Rescue Me; 
like Tommy, the 
show has a tender, 
wounded heart that 
flashes like a hom- 
ing beacon through 
the bluster of the 
firehouse bonding 
and the grit of its 
characters’ person- 
al lives. 

Tommy and his 
wife, Janet (Andrea 
Roth), are separat- 
ed, but Tommy 
refuses to let go. 
He lives across the 
street, spies on 
Janet, and uses 
their three kids as 
accomplices and 
bargaining chips. In 
one horrifyingly 
funny scene, he 
lines the kids up 
and lays piles of 
$20, $10, and $5 
bills on the kitchen 
table in an attempt 
to extract informa- 
tion about Janet’s 
new boyfriend, a suit named Roger. 
Tommy also uses his police-detective 
brother (an amusing cameo by Dean 
Winters) to have Roger falsely arrested. 
And in a story line perhaps inspired by the 
Worcester Cold Storage fire, he harasses 
the squatters who started a blaze in which 
a firefighter was killed, unable to come to 
terms with how their “worthless” lives were 
spared while “a good man” died. 

Tommy is a hothead, a loudmouth, a 
wise-ass, a jealous husband, a skirt chaser, 
an addict, a very lapsed Catholic (though

Yet 
despite his failings, Tommy is a born 
leader.

People come to him with their burdens — 
the guys on the squad, Jimmy’s lonely 
widow, Tommy’s addled dad — and 
Tommy can’t turn them away. He may not 
be a saint, but he’s the guy you want next 
to you when the building’s on fire. 





IT DIDN’T SEEM LIKE MUCH on 
paper, but creating a Friends spinoff 
around Matt LeBlanc’s Joey Tribbiani char- 
acter turns out to be a stroke of not-stu- 
pidity. Joey (NBC, Thursdays at 8 p.m.) 
takes the goofy dim bulb and plugs him 
into a sort-of family sit-com set in Los 
Angeles, where Joey has moved to further 
his acting career. Joey’s sister Gina lives in 
LA with her brainy 20-year-old son, 
Michael, who’s a rocket scientist. Yes, a 
real rocket scientist. The sheltered, neat- 
freak boy genius and the idiot Uncle Joey 
become roommates in what must be the 
zillionth Odd Couple retread, and yet it 
works. LeBlanc’s lovable cluelessness is 
still, well, lovable. Paulo Costanzo’s 
Michael is an adorably geeky straight man. 
The humor is Friends-quirky. (Joey’s apart- 
ment looks out at the middle of the “Holly- 
wood” sign, which is thereafter always 
referred to as the “ollywoo” sign.) Joey is 
exactly what it should be. 

But let’s face it. You’re not watching Joey 
because you have a burning need to keep 
Joey Tribbiani in your life. No. If you have 
an ounce of self-respect, you are watching 
Joey for its real star: Adriana. Yes, Gina is 
played by Drea de Matteo, the Emmy- 
nominated (how I love saying that!) co-star 
of The Sopranos, whose character, Adriana 
La Cerva, met an untimely demise last sea- 
son. Oh, Ade, life has not been the same 
since Silvio took you for that ride. But here 
you are, alive, in one piece, not sleeping 
with the fishes — and on network TV, too! 
Somewhere in New Jersey, Christufuh is 
weeping. 

On Joey, de Matteo’s sassy, gum-snap- 
ping, whip-smart Gina looks a lot like 
Adriana in her sprayed-on low-riders and 
Jimmy Choos.

ried Blondie, a golden-haired, 
blue-eyed, Wisconsin-born babe. They 
adopt an abandoned baby of indeterminate 
Asian heritage, Lizzy; they travel to China to 
adopt another girl, Wendy; and finally, at 
age 43, Blondie gives birth to a son, Bailey. 

The Love Wife is told 
from the voice of one 
family member at a time; 
and time itself does flip- 
flops, as characters com- 
ment on one another’s 
reflections. Reading the 
book feels like viewing a 
documentary in which a 
family sit around and dis- 
cuss their past, and we 
see flashbacks of that 
past. This technique 
allows the story to unfold 
from the comfortable per- 
spective of hindsight. 
Nothing dreadful hap- 
pened to these characters 
or they wouldn’t here to 
look back. It may seem a 
strange way to tell a 
story, but this approach 
infuses The Love Wife 
with anticipatory tension, 
as characters offer teasing 
glimpses of what’s to 
come. It also gives voice 
to the tyrant Mama 
Wong, who continues to 
dictate to her son even 
after sha’s dead. 

At the outset, Blondie 
contemplates the arrival 
of Carnegie’s distant 
cousin Lan from China. 
Mama Wong’s will has stipulated that Lan 
should come to New York to live with the 
Wongs, presumably as nanny to the chil- 
dren. On the morning of Lan’s arrival, 
Blondie is ruminating on the “improvisa- 
tion” that is her family, which Mama Wong 
had derided as unnatural. Blondie sits up in 
bed and admires the crazy mess of sun- 
flowers in the yard. Surely Mama Wong 
would have disdained their “awkward glory. 
So crowded; disorderly; addled.” The 
Chinese appreciate the cultured and the cul- 
tivated, Blondie muses, and these flowers 
are anything but. 

Although Blondie likes to project compo- 
sure and self-assurance, she’s uneasy about 
Lan and about Mama Wong’s reasons for 
sending for her. Mama Wong, it seems, was 
openly and forever disappointed in Car- 
negie, and she disliked Blondie outright. 
Her cruelty and cunning and Blondie’s inse- 
curities help shape the trajectory of The 
Love Wife. Blondie begins to feel like an 
outsider in her own home as Lan forms

because her background is a 
total mystery — she could be Japanese, for 
all anyone knows. She battles Blondie over 
and over.

chance — who are you if you’re not your 
mother’s child? The Love Wife probes that 
profound human need to be part of a family 
and to have your own place within it. 
Toward the end, Blondie describes a new, 
different sunflower garden. “I could have 
spent an afternoon face-to-face with the 
pebbly plates of the flowers. . . . The larger 
stalks especially seemed to emit their own 
light; their green was peace; if there were a 
place I’d want to go in my next life, it would 
be there, into that pure light.” Jen has creat- 
ed characters of such complexity and truth, 
it’s tempting to credit the lyricism to 
Blondie. &

he Lewis Carroll photograph that 

graces the jacket of Madeleine Is 

Sleeping is a fitting image for Sarah 
Shun-Lien Bynum’s elegant debut novel. In 
it, a child knight on a rocking horse van- 
quishes two other boys with an extremely 
long lance as an aloof girl princess stares at 
the viewer with adult matter-of-factness, the 
tip of the lance just touching her white 
dress. Dreamy, playful, and murkily erotic, 
the photo draws one in just as surely as 
Bynum’s lush, mesmerizing sentences pull 
readers into a circular narrative populated 
by fantastical characters right out of Alice’s 
Wonderland. 

We enter this world through the dreams 
of Madeleine, a young girl living in a French 
village sometime in the late 19th or early 
20th century. 
sleep, Madeleine is a bit of a curiosity her- 
self — and an ideal conduit for our focus as 
Bynum’s narrative blurs the distinction 
between dream and reality. In rich, concise 
chapters of prose poetry, we meet Matilde, 
who “must gather up her fat just as another

woman gathers up her skirts, daintily pinch- 
ing it between her fingers and hooking it 
over her wrists.” Then there’s Charlotte, the 
young wife of a musician, who can play her- 
self like a viol, and Joseph Pujol, who can 
fart an impressive range of animal noises 
and musical tunes. (Performing as “Le 
Petomane,” Pujol was a real-life figure in 
fin-de-siécle Paris.) 

Eschewing the traditional, plot-driven tra- 
jectory, Bynum’s story moves back and 
forth in time and in and out of various 
points of view. Along the way, there are 
more than a few meta-fictional nods to the 
nature of storytelling and the fluidity of lan- 
guage. When Madeleine’s mother complains 
to Matilde that she can’t decipher the sighs 
and smiles of her sleeping daughter, the fat 
woman pulls a notebook from her cleavage. 
“T have filled a volume, she says, describing 
small and mysterious signs. I have yet to see 
the pattern, but I know that it will 
emerge. . . . One day I will be leafing 
through my book, and suddenly the signs 
will become sensible. They will reveal them- 
selves as a language, a story. That is what | 
am waiting for.” 


Caught in a deep, unreachable 





The story, such as it is, tracks Made- 
leine’s journey from her village to a camp of 
performing Gypsies to the home of a 
wealthy, decadent widow who assembles a 
kind of sideshow for her own pleasure. As 
her contribution, Madeleine loudly spanks 
the bare bottom of M. Pujol while a photog- 
rapher, Adrien, records the scene. Much to 
the flatulent man’s dismay, his true talent is 
of little interest to the widow. But Made- 
leine and Adrien are smitten. The three 
form a lopsided triangle of desire, pining 
after M. Pujol when he runs off to a hospital 
that specializes in the study of “aberrant 
behaviors and conditions.” 

The unusual physical qualities of Bynum’s 
characters offer ample fodder for lit-crit 
analysis of the body and gender and its con- 
nection to creativity. Madeleine’s hands, for 
example, are dunked in a bucket of lye and 
burned into paddle-like appendages when 
she’s caught pleasuring the village idiot — a 
fact she turns to her advantage when it 
comes to spanking M. Pujol. The pain that 
Madeleine inflicts, the widow explains, is a 
comfort to the flatulent man: “You are min- 
istering, with your maimed hands, to his 





every suffering.” 
That said, you don’t need to bend your 

brain around Roland Barthes or Jacques 

Derrida to appreciate this novel’s beauty 

and intelligence. In one of the book’s most 

enchanting passages, Madeleine, in the per- 

son of the moon, gazes down on Adrien and 

M. Pujol sleeping together and “finds what 

she has been searching for: a head resting 

on another’s chest, his pale face loosened in 

sleep. He breathes deeply. He does not 

moan. His head rises and falls with the 

other’s inhalations, and the movement is as |

Emergency Music hook up with managers Mary Lou Lord and Kevin Patey 


ast December, Mary Lou Lord threw a 

tribute show at T.T. the Bear’s Place for 

her late friend Elliott Smith. The show 
became something of a rallying point for a 
new generation of sensitive pop types — 
instead of booking big names, Lord was 
hoping to attract some of the fledgling bands 
who'd been inspired by him. Some of those 
were fans who got on stage at T.T.’s for the 
first and maybe last time, but most were 
bands who'd listened to Smith’s music, 
heard the sweet pop melody and the underly- 
ing melancholia, and found something they 
could take to heart. 

No one was more determined to get on 
that show than a recently formed quartet 
called Emergency Music. “We were all huge 
fans, so it was important to 
us to play it,” singer/gui- 
tarist Jesse Duquette 
explains over beers at the 
Abbey Lounge. “He was 
the guy who got me into 
recording on a four-track. 
Until I heard his first cou- 
ple of albums, I had no 
idea that you could do that 
kind of thing.at‘-home.” So 
there’s seffie poetic justice 
in.sp@ fact that Emergency Music not only 
played the tribute show but wound up being 
masaged by Lord and her husband, Raging 
Teens frontman Kevin Patey. Their debut 
CD, Kiss the Culprit (on the local Man With 
a Gun label), came out last week, and- theg’ll 
celebrate With'a FT: the ‘Bear’s Place show 
this Saturday featuring like-minded up-and- 
coming popsters the Cignal, the Good

is collection of bands represents. yet 


another revival of melodic guitar-driven 
songwriting, a regular enough occurrence in 
Boston. But. Emergency 
Music are more tradi- 
tionally minded than the 
rest, with influences that 
go back much farther 
than Elliott Smith. That 
much is clear at the 
Abbey, where our con- 
versation turns into a 
long exchange of Brian 
Wilson trivia. (“I proba- 
bly managed to mention 
the Smile album in every 
paper I wrote in college,” 
guitarist John Beck 
points out.) And it’s evi- 
dent on the disc, whose 
opening track, “Up for 
Hours,” is keyed to that 
most definitive of pop 
sounds: a pair of guitars 
chiming in tandem to 
approximate a 12-string. 
Yet Duquette’s voice is 
also deadpan enough to 
honor another favorite 
influence, the Velvet 
Underground, whose 
“What’s Goin’ On” is 
the source of Emer- 
gency’s album title. 

“T probably don’t lis- 
ten to any music that 
isn’t more than a few 
decades old,” Duquette 
admits. “In fact,” adds 
Beck, “I don’t like the 
power-pop tag because 
we're consciously not 
aggressive — I kind of 
like the subtlety of what 
we do. I’m always 
attracted to bands who

can pull off an emotive, non-wimpy 
set with harmonies being used and 
an acoustic guitar being played.” 
Pulling another classic pop trick, 
the band set their catchiest tune, 
“So Long to the Subtle,” to their 
most bitter lyric. “It’s about a girl,” 
Duquette admits a little sheepishly. 
“Not the one I got dumped by but 
the one after that.” Yet his lyrics 
usually go beyond their 60s mod- 
els, adducing references that are 
both personal and recognizable. 
“Aim Low Young Man” includes 
some witty observations about the 
types of day jobs someone in his 
early 20s might be stuck with; 
“Behave Your- 
self” has a 
romantic bit 
about strolling 
down Newbury 
Street in the mid- 
dle of the night. 
Duquette notes 
that he writes 


in seclusion, then 

hands the demos 

over to the band. “I only know a song is 
good when Beck says he likes it. But yeah, | 
am proud of the lyrics | write, more than | 
am of the chord structures. I have to put in a 
lot of words in there to make up for the way 
I play guitar.” 


Back at T.T. the Bear’s for a listening party 


two weeks ago, the band played an acoustic 
set while Patey worked the room, handing 

out CDs and Tremont drafts. But Lord had 
to stay home for a reason far removed from 
rock and roll: the couple’s daughter, Anna- 
belle, was due to start kindergarten the next

day. And that’s as good an explanation as 
any for why they've begun to move away 
from performance and into band manage 
ment. Neither has any immediate plans to go 
back on the road: the Raging Teens a 
mighty hot punkabilly outfit who were all the 
rage a few years back — are on indefinite 
hiatus while guitarist Amy Griffin tours with 
Avoid One Thing (though there is likely to 
be a Christmas-themed Teens show in 
December). As for Lord, she just got back 
from a four-month European tour and is 
swearing, “Never again.” 

As a management team, the pair seem 
well-matched: Patey is naturally fast-talking 
and outgoing whereas the more introverted 
Lord has a natural bent for behind-the- 
scenes work. And both have demonstrated 
their ability to promote the music they love, 
even when they’re not getting paid for it. 
Lord’s tendency to talk up her latest musical 
discoveries has been legendary since the late 
*80s, when she was enthusing to anyone 
who’d listen about Nick (Bevis Frond) 
Saloman, Shawn Colvin, and a Seattle misfit 
named Kurt Cobain. “She’s known for hav- 
ing great ears, and that opens a lot of 


doors,” Patey says. “She is the cheerleader of 


sorts — she can help with publicity and 
press and I can follow up with it. She’s still a 
musician at heart, but I’m good at following 
up with the nuts and bolts.” 

In fact, Patey took over Lord’s manage- 
ment around the time they were married, at 
which point Lord was getting out of a 
major-label deal and knee-deep in contracts. 
“Mary Lou used to hate having anything to 
do with business, but she’s coming around 
to the error of her ways. Even when she had 
a manager, I usually wound up being the 
liaison between the manager and her.” It was 
his idea to form the management company; 
so far their roster includes Emergency 
Music, songwriter Denise Hradecky, Patey’s 
side-project band Jittery Jack, and an Amy 
Griffin solo project that’s yet to take shape. 
And when it comes to selecting bands, Patey 
again tends to be the more pragmatic one. 
“You know Mary Lou, she’s got really high 
standards — she always has five things that 
she thinks are the be-all and end-all. So 
when she first heard Emergency Music, she 
liked them but was saying, ‘They’re not the 
Beatles or Elliott Smith.’ And I’m saying, 
‘Yeah, but who is? Everybody wants to be 
Brian Epstein and manage something as

good as the Beatles, but you also have t 
take the snob hat off and realize when a

When I reach Lord, she admits that 
been looking for a new outlet, especially 
after she had to close Retro Vixen, the vin- 
tage-clothes store she operated in Beverly 
last year. “It’s just too much to be raising a

child and going on the road at the same 
time. And going on the road is getting too 
costly. The store closed because the econo 
my is still down the tubes, no matter what 
anybody says. So I thought it would be good 
to get into management, maybe a little bit of 
publishing, and sort of learn as we go. Kevin 
and I were both knocked out when we saw 
Emergency Music do the Elliott show 

they had the pop connection and the Beatle 
thing happening. But mostiy Kevin has been 
doing a lot of the work. I’ve been helping a 
little with the press and watching from the 
wings.” 

It’s only when the subject turns to the 
actual business of running a band that 
Lord’s tougher side comes out, and it 
becomes evident that she didn’t spend 10 
years in the indie-gone-major world for 
nothing. “If bands like Emergency Music 
look up to me, it’s not because I’m a rock 
god — they just know I’m someone who’s 
had a little success and seen the dregs of 
what the industry can spit out at you.” Ask 
her what kind of knowledge she can impart 
to a young band and she’s off on a tear: “For 
one thing, don’t sign anything without a 
lawyer. Don’t get into business situations 
right off the bat with people you think are 
your friends. Don’t mix business with pleas- 
ure. Don’t work with your family unless 
you're Billy Joel. [He was managed by his 
cousin. And yes, spouses, or at least her own 
spouse, would seem to be a big exception 
here.] Don’t underestimate yourself; don’t 
ever sell yourself short. Wait, keep waiting. 
Develop your audience from the ground up; 
do as much business as you can before 
you're with a label. And when you do sign, 
make sure you get all the swag and all the 
free dinners that you can grab.” g

Philadelphia freedom 


The Roots and Jill Scott lead a neo-soul revolution

eleased at either end of this summer, 

the Roots’ The Tipping Point (Okay- 

player/Geffen/ Universal) and Jill 
Scott’s Beautifully Human: Words and 
Sounds, Vol. 2 (Hidden Beach/Epic) are 
polar opposites grounded in the same 
proudly independent Philadelphia music 
scene. The seeds for that scene were plant- 
ed in the late ’80s when two classmates at 
Philadelphia’s performing-arts high school, 
drummer Ahmir “?uestlove” Thompson 
and rapper Tariq “Black Thought” Trotter, 
came up with the cockamamie idea of 
forming an actual hip-hop band, one play- 
ing real instruments instead of samples. By 
the mid ’90s, the idea had reached its 
zenith, with ?uestlove and bassist Leonard 
“Hub” Hubbard working malleable hip-hop 
beats, electronic-keyboardist Scott Storch 
(later replaced by Kamal) dropping skewed 
lite-jazz vamps, Black Thought and fellow 
rapper Malik B. trading burred, muted 
raps, and human beatbox Rahzel riffing on 
the whole affair. It was the perfect refuge 
for the collapsing 


mainstream music press had picked up on 
her, so he would know. But if neo-soul has 
indeed just become R&B’s synonym for 
“underground,” “indie,” or “alternative,” it 
often also seems to connote an upwardly 
mobile sensibility, one fueled by retro 
touches nostalgic for the polite mannerisms 
of Donny Hathaway, Roberta Flack, and 
other early-’70s wellsprings of black-pop 
gentility. Or if not gentility, then its avant- 
garde correlative, asceticism, the dreary 
vice of so much anti-commercial pop. 
Much of what makes The Tipping Point 
and Beautifully Human such bracing pleas- 
ures is that the Roots and Jill Scott forgo 
all that. The Roots first turned away from 
neo-soul on their previous album, Phren- 
ology (MCA), a 2002 release that pared the 
crew to four members and dove headlong 
into raw rock experimentation. The Tipping 
Point seems to portend equally momentous 
changes. Named after a Malcolm Gladwell 
book that theorizes how small social phe- 
nomena can suddenly acquire the force of 
cultural epidemics, the album starts off 
with a “virtual duet” that refashions a Sly 


that the group mastered on Things Fall 
Apart is gone, the hooks cohere as 
organically as the loose jams on any 
other Roots disc, but with a reach and 
bite that the pre-Phrenology crew only 
tilted at. That may be because the quar- 
tet slowly whittled these tight tracks 
down from extended free-form jam ses- 
sions.

Halfway through, the crew 
set aside that portrait for a dose of nec- 
tar with the soulful “Stay Cool” and a 
shot of adrenaline with the extended old- 
school throwdowns “Web” and “Boom!” 
(In the latter, Black Thought mimics Big 
Daddy Kane and Kool G. Rap in a pair 
of head-turning verses.) The larger pic- 
ture is then brought back into focus with 
the closing “Why (What’s Goin’ On?),” 
a portrait of “2K4” more pointed than 
just about any speech at the Democratic 
Convention. The album’s

masterpiece. A year 
later, Scott released 
her sleeper debut, 
Who Is Jill Scott?: 
Words and Sounds, 
Vol. 1 (Hidden 
Beach). Inflected with 
dreamy jazz and the 
lilting cadences of 
African-American 
poetry readings, it 
seemed a lighter side 
of the Roots’ vision, one that could be 
grouped with Floetry, Jaguar Wright and 
almost every new Philly phenom under the 
much abused mid-’90s moniker neo-soul. 

“In part, | think neo-soul means a return 
to the live musical component,” says my 
friend and colleague Daniel Gray-Kontar, a 
journalist and magazine entrepreneur 
who’s also an accomplished poet and rap- 
per. “And I think that so much soul has 
gotten so formulaic, that when people 
coined the phrase ‘neo-soul,’ they just 
meant a return to going against the grain 
of formulas.” 

Dan was the first to introduce me to Jill 
Scott, weeks if not months before the

Stone song, “Everybody Is a Star.” In the 
itty-bitty print of the liner notes, ?uestlove 
declares this rendition “one of our five best 
songs in our whole history,” and I see no 
reason to challenge him. Channeling the 
original through a slow, pulsing funk 
groove, the Roots turn Stone’s paean to 
freedom into a sad dirge for the failures of 
a materialist society where kids bowl for 
Columbine to fulfill ignorant dreams 
“about flooding the scenery with ya yo and 
greenery.” 

The rest of the album is something of a 
letdown, but give it time and you'll figure 
maybe it’s supposed to be.

Not that many have 
bothered to enjoy the meal

ing much of the rock press. 
And that’s the danger Jill 
Scott runs with her second 
studio full-length. The 33- 
year-old hasn’t developed 
the multiple audiences that 
have sustained the Roots 
over the years. Indeed, her. 
debut’s meandering, pretty 
tone poems won the hearts 
of neo-soul enthusiasts and 
almost no one else. No 
wonder the early, pre- 
release interviews for 
Beautifully Human were 
with Jet, Essence, and 
something called Upscale 
(subtitled “For the Affluent 
Lifestyle”). 

Beautifully Human 
confidently steps away from 
the jazz lounge set and into 
the beauty salons and cof- 
fee shops where you once 
would’ve heard the Waiting 
To Exhale soundtrack. Yet 
unlike Whitney, Toni, Mary 
J, Mariah, and their younger versions, 
Scott grounds her wandering melodies in 
the way real human beings speak. I some- 
times think her guileless soprano is as soft 
and generic as Janet Jackson’s, a singer 
who has always known that her best 
recourse was to forget soul and reach for a 
solid pop hook on which to hang her deli- 
cate tonsils. Scott’s voice is far stronger 
than Jackson’s, however, and her timing 
and phrasing are phenomenal. “You have 
really fantastic singers, and then you have 
those vocalists who are able to come with 
these styles,” says Daniel Gray-Kontar 
again. “Jill Scott is this generation’s most 
outstanding vocal stylist.”

It takes a while for Beautifully Human to 
warm up, but when Scott blurts out “tweet, 
tweet” and then busts a gut as the guitars 
flutter away in one cutesy-poo number, it’s 
reminiscent of Sarah Vaughan, who 
laughed and joked her way through her 
concerts while plucking the heart out of 
each melody with her pinky. By the middle 
of the disc, Scott is unwinding into ambi- 
tious, rootsy tunes worthy of her talent. 
“Cross My Mind” is the first killer, a semi 
spoken-word tease that’s as taut and libidi- 
nal as prime Prince: “Kiss THIS and THIS 
and THIS,” she climaxes, phrasing in a 
way that could be labeled obscene in half a 
dozen Southern states. Over the next five 
tracks, she ranges across temptations, 
sometimes ceding, mostly resisting (“I got 
somethin’ bedda at home,” goes one cho- 
rus), as the music ranges through blues, 
gutbucket soul (the instant classic “Family 
Reunion”), and, in one magisterial display, 
everything from demure, Brazilian-tinged 
neo-soul to rowdy big band (“Talk to 
Me”). 

And then there are the lyrics: “Aunt Juicy 
been drinking again/Oooooh! It’s only 
1:30 in the afternoon/Everybody tiptoein’ 
around her/We all know she’s gonna be 
torrrrre up soon/Sayin’ all the things we’d 
like to say.” Bruce Springsteen move over 
and tell Chuck Berry the news. This middle 
section is so commanding, it’s a little dis- 
orienting when Scott takes her vocals back 
into the upper registers for more songs of 
domestic bliss as the album winds down. 

Yet what may set Beautifully Human 
apart from most soul releases has to do 
with something Scott can’t control. Like 
Black Thought, whose childhood was 
framed by the murder of first his father and 
then his mother, she’s never forgotten the 
hard life in the North Philadelphia neigh- 
borhood where she was raised, and two 
songs that frame the disc prove it. “The 
Fact Is (I Need You)” is a moving plea for 
the presence of black males in the families 
they start — it’s as elegant as a Langston 
Hughes poem. And at the end, there’s “My 
Petition,” a declaration of disenfranchise- 
ment so thorough, it drives home how 
poorly served the African-American com- 
munity has been in the current election 
season. But as these albums prove, both the 
Roots and Jill Scott have deeper issues to 
deal with than one lousy election. Fs

R.L. Burnside and Fat Possum

L. Burnside is on the phone from 
Mississippi, and he does not sound 
e good. The usual robust spark in 

his voice is missing. He seems exhausted, 
though it’s just early afternoon. Usually, he 
answers the question “R.L., how’re you 
doin’?” by firing back, “Hangin’ in there 
like a dirty shirt.” This time it’s a weak, 
unconvincing “Pretty good.” 

Burnside, who’s doing a day of phone 
interviews to plug his new A Bothered Mind 
(Fat Possum), explains that he hasn’t been 
playing, even around his home base of 
Holly Springs, Mississippi, since his heart 
attack about 18 months ago. He seems 
eager to pass the torch along to his sons, 
Dwayne and Gary, who've been working 
with their own bands lately, and he adds, 

“I ain’t recording anymore,” that followed 
by a string of hard-to-distinguish words 
that trail off in volume and end in an 
exhaled breath. 

It’s heartbreaking. I’ve gotten to know 
many of the artists who record for the Fat 
Possum label while visiting their home turf 
in Mississippi and crossing paths on the 
road. But Burnside has always been special. 
He and the late Junior Kimbrough were the 
impetus for the founding of the Fat Possum 
label, which is based in Water Valley, 
Mississippi. Kimbrough was perhaps the 
last great rural-electric-blues innovator, 
patenting a style that echoed straight back 
to Africa over decades in the juke joints 
and a handful of albums like the exception- 
al All Night Long and Sad Days, Lonely 
Nights. Burnside was the last strong 
upholder of the droning, hypnotic North 
Mississippi sound, a master of cut-to-the- 





bone slide guitar and barnstorming rhythm. 
In addition to displaying a musical com- 
mand and charisma on stage and on 
albums like Joo Bad Jim and the adventur- 
ous blues/trip-hop fusion Wish I Was in 
Heaven Sitting Down, Burnside was also a 
cosmic joker, a true wild card whose sense 
of humor ignited without notice. He might 
burst into a ribald limerick, or pepper a

n a telling paragraph from Maroon 5’s 

current bio, frontman Adam Levine begins 

with a summary of how the band got 
together and ends with a perfect description 
of their sound. “When I think of songwrit- 
ing,” he says, “I think of the Beatles, Dylan, 
and Simon & Garfunkel, but then I was like, 
‘I want to do this.’ Stevie Wonder came into 
my life at that point, and I just found a knack 
for doing it.” In other words, he’s a rock 
writer with the voice of a soul man. On the 
surface, that’s far from the trendiest combi- 
nation on today’s pop charts. But the LA act 
have caught on in a big way since the 2002 
release of their debut, Songs About Jane (J), 
which has just passed the two million mark in 
domestic sales and has earned them an MTV 
Video Music Award for Best New Artist. 

This weekend, Maroon 5 are playing two 
New England shows, including an appear- 
ance with recent tourmate John Mayer and 
others at MixFest 2004 this Saturday at the 
FleetCenter. The band are also enjoying the 
success of their second consecutive Top 10 
single, “She Will Be Loved.” Dylan fan that 
he is, Levine uses that song and its accompa- 
nying video to portray the agony and the 
ecstasy of a complicated relationship: “He 
was always there to help her/She always 
belonged to someone else.” His falsetto cho-

rus comes from the U2 school of soulful 
melodrama, and guitarist James Valentine 
anchors the track with a catchy riff that 
implies both melancholy and warmth. 

Like plenty of Best New Artists before 
them, Maroon 5 have been hanging around 
the fringes of the music industry for some 
time. As teenagers, they formed the band 
Kara’s Flowers, who latched on to the Goo 
Goo Dolls’ label (Warner Bros.) and produc- 
er (Rob Cavallo) for their 1997 debut, The 
Fourth World. When that album tanked, 
Levine and his main writing partner, Jesse 
Carmichael, headed off to college on the East 
Coast. That’s where they discovered Stevie, 
along with modern R&B stars like Aaliyah 
and Missy Elliott. Carmichael switched from 
guitar to keyboards, the boys rejoined their 
rhythm section on the West Coast, Valentine 
signed on, and Kara’s Flowers became 
Maroon 5. 

Earlier this year, the band reissued The 
Fourth World and also released the concert 
EP 1.22.03.Acoustic, which includes a 
plugged-in romp through AC/DC’s “High- 
way to Hell” as a bonus cut. Meanwhile, 
Songs About Jane shows no signs of slowing 
down. The disc’s biggest hit to date is “This 
Love,” a breezy funk anthem that borrows its 
mood and its melody from Gloria Gaynor’s 
“I Will Survive.” The track inspired a steamy 
video, and it boasts some earthy lines from

hard living have suddenly 
tumbled down upon him. 
I’m so disturbed that, 
afterward, I call Fat 
Possum president Matthew Johnson to ask 
why he’s doing interviews. Johnson 
explains that Burnside asked, in an effort 
to pitch in on an album he didn’t have 
much else to do with. A Bothered Mind is a 
mediocre collection of hip-hop-flavored

Burnside and his band that Fat Possum had 
in the can. “I like them [the hip-hop tunes] 
they do sometimes,” Burnside says, “but I 
like my blues a whole lot better.” Kid Rock 
also sings on “My Name Is Robert Too,” 
which features some fierce slide from 
Burnside’s long-time second guitarist, 
Kenny Brown, and an outstanding drum 
performance by R.L.’s grandson Cedric. 
(The pair now have their own band, Brown 
and Burnside.) 

Johnson and I share the hope that 
Burnside will somehow experience a mid- 
winter renaissance a la Honeyboy Edwards, 
who at 89 is still touring strong. After all, 
the health of Burnside and Fat Possum are 
twined. Next to the Black Keys and Solo- 
mon Burke, Burnside is Fat Possum’s 
biggest seller. And the label’s relationship to 
the Keys and Burke has been thrown into 
turmoil. On August 18, Fat Possum filed a 
lawsuit against its former joint-venture 
partner, the Los Angeles—based Epitaph 
Records, accusing Epitaph of hatching “a 
malicious plot to financially destroy Johnson 
and Fat Possum.” According to the suit, Fat 
Possum was being funded by Epitaph, and 
it operated at a loss under their agreement 
from July 1997 through October 2003, at 
which point the smaller label was about to 
become profitable. At that point, the suit 
alleges, Epitaph informed Johnson that it 
would no longer fund the label or pay his 
salary. Johnson agreed to buy back Epi- 
taph’s interest in Fat Possum, but according 
to the suit, the price was inflated, and Fat 
Possum was pressured into giving up the 
rights to Burke’s heralded 2002 album 
Don’t Give Up on Me and the forthcoming 
Black Keys CD. The suit also accuses Epi- 
taph of dumping Fat Possum CDs into the 
market at “fire sale” prices. 

Fat Possum has weathered trying times 
before, including a major suit by former 
partner Capricorn Records. So has Burn- 
side, from a manslaughter rap to a series of 
house fires that have left him today living 
in a trailer. If either one disappears in the 
wake of these new trials, a deep sinkhole 
will be left in the American musical land- 
scape. &

As the title suggests, 
most of Songs About Jane 
finds Levine dealing with 
the fallout from a busted 
romance. It’s no surprise 
that he ends up repeating 
himself over the course of 
the disc, but the band are 
versatile enough to dis- 
guise that flaw. On 
“Through with You,” they 
give the slippery beat from 
Aaliyah’s seminal “Are You 
That Somebody?” a con- 
vincing rock makeover. 
Valentine unfurls a 
scorching wah-wah riff on 
“Not Coming Home,” 
which rivals “Harder To 
Breathe” as the most 
pointed kiss-off here. “When you answer the 
door, pick up the phone/You won’t find me 
‘cause I’m not coming home,” Levine croons, 
the track’s canned applause adding to his 
glee. The album ends with “Sweetest 
Goodbye,” an organ-laced slow jam that 
trades the frontman’s bitterness for longing. 
Now that Maroon 5 have carved an intrigu- 
ing and lucrative niche for themselves, it’s 
time for Levine to discover life after Jane.

JIMMY BUFFETT: 
CHEESEBURGER IN 
THE OUTFIELD 


It’s perversely satisfying that 
Jimmy Buffett has hit the top of 
the Billboard 200 chart with 
License To Chill (Mailboat/RCA), 
just as it was when Meat Loaf 
inexplicably topped the charts 
during the grunge-heavy summer 
of 1993. It goes to show that the 
marketers can’t predict every- 
thing — maybe even that, as Bob 
Seger put it, “Rock and roll 
never forgets.” Like it or not, 
Buffett may be the closest thing 
to a grass-roots sensation in 
music right now: back in the 
’80s, when he was just another 
aging troubadour on the oldies 
circuit, nobody was telling hordes 
of people to start wearing 
Hawaiian shirts and getting 
drunk at his shows. 

On stage at Fenway Park last 
Sunday, Buffett still came across 
like a man who couldn’t believe 
his luck. Wearing short pants and 
grinning through the two sets, he 
managed to work Fenway refer- 
ences into almost every song, 
something Bruce Springsteen 
didn’t feel obliged to do when he 
played the same venue last year. 
Buffett, to state the obvious, isn’t 
in Springsteen’s league as a 
songwriter. Yet he proved to be more 
than the one-dimensional party animal 
that his detractors (and some of his 
fans) imagine him to be. 

For one thing, he’s the first artist in 
decades to put a Hank Williams song in 
the Top 10. Granted, it’s the most obvi- 
ous Hank Williams song (“Hey Good 
Lookin’ ”), but it is a Hank Williams 
song. And Buffett’s tropically slanted 
version isn’t bad, even as played live 
without the half-dozen country-celeb 
guests who grace the album. He also 
knows how to put a band together: the 
sight of the great Louisiana slide-gui- 
tarist Sonny Landreth (last seen playing 
at Johnny D’s on a weeknight) soloing 
for 35,000 people was a kick all by 
itself. And remember that before he 
became a corporate-party industry, 
Buffett was a thoughtful, acoustic-based 
songwriter. He dips into that well often 
enough to give his CDs and his shows 
some depth, notably on the new disc’s 
lyrical “Coast of Carolina.” 

Still, the beach-party shtick goes over 
better with his parrotheads than do the 
thoughtful moments. So there was no 
shortage of the Margaritaville Buffett on 
display at Fenway. The Sunday audience 
was less rowdy than the usual Tweeter 
Center crowds — maybe the blanket of 
security (no tailgating allowed) coupled 
with the size of the place was enough to 
dilute the tequila buzz. And it probably 
didn’t help that the between-song banter 
included Buffett enthusing about spend- 
ing a week on Nantucket and building a 
new yacht, blissfully unaware that most 
of the Fenway faithful had no way to 
relate.

GUIDED BY VOICES: 
FOND FAREWELL 


The first time I saw Guided by Voices, 
at the Paradise about 10 years ago, | 
remember that what first grabbed me, 
on that very first song, “Unleashed! The 
Large-Hearted Boy,” was the lyric “It’s 
up to you to stay put/The shoe is on the 
other foot.” It was one of those mo- 
ments in a GBV song where the guitars 
and the drums drop out and leave 
Robert Pollard’s voice alone, and even

though you don’t really know what he’s 
talking about, those words sound very 
important. 

At the Paradise a week ago Thursday, 
Guided by Voices, who formed back in 
1983, played what was being billed as 
their final Boston show. The farewell 
tour is scheduled to end, Pollard told the 
sold-out crowd, in Chicago on New 
Year’s Eve. Before the show began, a lit- 
tle movie screen was set up on stage and 
an ironically sentimental video was 
shown, with lots of still photos of the 
band in all their phases and many close- 
ups of Pollard (the one constant: after all 
this time, to all intents and purposes, he 
is Guided by Voices). And synth music 
swelled and a butterfly rose from a 
daisy. 

Those very important words were 
there too. “This time I really mean that/ 
A cracking coat where I dig that,” 
Pollard sang on the opening “Sad If | 
Lost It,” in a quiet moment that was 
quickly filled with a power chord and 
accented with the first patented Pollard 
scissor kick. It’s his mastery of the ten- 
sion-and-release of pop songs that gets 
everyone singing along to such abstract 
lyrics, just as they would to R.E.M.’s 
“Losing My Religion.” 

Guided by Voices shows have become 
great marathons over the years, and this 
one was no exception. The band went 
on a little after 10:30, broke for an 
encore a little after 1:10 a.m., and finally 
got off stage about 1:15. By my count, 
they played 39 songs — give or take a 
fragment — before the encores. And 
they ended, appropriately enough, with 
“Don’t Stop Now.” As always, Pollard 
drank a lot of beers, and occasionally he 
chased them with slugs from a bottle of 
tequila. And, truth be told, I think he 
was bit drunker than the last time the 
band came to town, a year ago — and 
damned proud of it. “I remember the 
words better when I’m drunk,” he told 
the crowd. 

Maybe he didn’t forget any, but some 
of them became very hard to decipher. It 
didn’t matter, the faithful knew the 
songs and sang along anyway — a great 
demonstration of stamina for all 
involved. Whether it was transcendent 
probably depended on your own 
endurance or degree of inebriation.

Last fall, they recorded No One Works 
Alone (Okkadisk) while on tour in 
Europe. At Zeitgeist, they plunged right 
into the music, and their massed sound 
had a devastating effect in the small, 
crowded gallery. 

They started the first of four improvi- 
sations with Gustafsson on tenor sax 
and Vandermark on baritone backing 
Brotzmann’s keening, wounded alto. 
The low horn’s punctuations grew 
steadily louder and more insistent, until 
all three were locked in a collective 
shout, a thunderous sound that was 
overwhelming in its urgency and sonic 
detail. A Gustafsson-Vandermark duet 
filled the air with criss-crossing flinty 
sounds that struck dissonant sparks 
when notes ricocheted off each other. 
Brétzmann’s concluding unaccompa- 
nied solo, a lustrous and lyrical ribbon 
of melody, provided a stark contrast to 
the brouhaha that preceded it. His music 
only grows in emotional depth with 
time, and he’s still got some surprises up 
his sleeve. 

What’s more, it was Brétzmann’s 
clarinet that located the next improvisa- 
tion’s emotional center of gravity. While 
he burbled patiently away, Vandermark 
deployed tenor notes at wide, awkward 
angles, tilting phrases this way and that, 
using different tonal shadings on each 
note. Vandermark’s thoughtful energy 
gave way to a furious Gustafsson bari- 
tone solo full of outrage and insolent 
energy and played with a huge, rough- 
textured tone that seemed to rip apart 
the very air in the room. Brétzmann 
countered Gustafsson’s wrath with a 
solo of great compassion and almost 
bottomless sorrow, full of moans and 
sobs that racked each note with pain — 
call him the Job of free improvisation. 

Such moments of individual grace, 
and the moments when all three players 
played at peak intensity without interfer- 
ing with one another, are what make 
free improvisation more than the sound 
of rage and turmoil. It’s confrontational, 
to be sure, but its vitality, its militant 
individuality, its willingness to pursue 
the new and unknown, and its love of 
camaraderie also make it music of pro- 
found humanity.

woman sitting alone at a roadside rest 
stop (‘70s supermodel Cheryl Tiegs, 
whose ravaged tenderness here is a 
revelation), and a Las Vegas streetwalk- 
er.

As Vincent, the hired killer 
who pops into the cab driven by Max 
(Jamie Foxx) one LA night, he’s nihilis- 
tic, lethal, and ruefully charming.

So maybe he’s 
looking for a connection as well as 
transportation when he presses, at gun- 
point, Max (Foxx is terrific too) into serv- 
ice as his chauffeur as he moves from 
target to target to a conclusion predes- 
tined from the cabby’s first fare.

(2004). Another investigation into the 
anomie of middle-aged men from 
Patrice Leconte, this one focusing on 
William (Fabrice Luchini), a lonely tax 
attorney. Into William’s office walks 
Anna (a deglamorized Sandrine Bon- 
naire), her frustration worn on the 
droopy sleeves of her sweater. Anna 
has made a mistake: she thinks 
William's office is a psychoanalyst's. Too 
flustered to correct her mistake, he al- 
lows her to launch into a recital of her 
marital woes. A couple of sessions later 
comes the inevitable question: who's 
analyzing whom? Luchini, who'll be fa- 
miliar to some from his work with Eric 
Rohmer, is subtle and endearing, like 
Jean Rochefort in Leconte 2003 movie, 
The Man on the Train. Neither an argu- 
ment for marriage nor against single life, 
Confidences trop intimes gets better as

a big score falls into their laps. Reilly 
has the hangdog face of a sucker, and 
he works it to his advantage while con- 
ning waiters for free meals and frazzled 
soccer moms for free gas.

Lowry), evokes a corrupt Los Angeles 
where everyone is on the make, and the 
film’s seedy/sleek look complements 
the tone.

**DE-LOVELY (2004). In Irving Win- 
kler’s bio-pic of Cole Porter, the com- 
poser who wrote “Anything Goes” and 


| “Let's Misbehave” and a seemingly end- 


less string of other hits, Kevin Kline 
plays Porter as both a charming bon vi- 
vant and a nose-to-the-grindstone 
workaholic. Porter, who was married, 
was also gay, and this film sets straight 
several of the hilarious inaccuracies set 
forth in the film Night and Day, which 
starred Cary Grant as an unfailingly 
heroic Porter. His wife, played by Ashley 
Judd in the new film, knew about his ho- 
mosexuality when she married him, but 
Winkler still portrays her as the love of 
his life, suggesting that they had a soul- 
ful understanding that transcends sexu- 
ality. It’s hard to buy, and so is the struc- 
ture of this uneven film, which is by 
turns buoyant and stolid. Porter's songs 
still make their mark, and the singing by 
Robbie Williams and Elvis Costello, 
among others, injects some life into an 
otherwise standard life-of tale. The set- 
up has an elderly Porter being shown 
his life story by an underused Jonathan 
Pryce and offering advice like “It's too 
early for another song.”

Winner of 
Cannes’s Grand Jury Prize in 2003, 
Nuri Bilge Ceylan’s third film pursues 
the same themes as The Town (1998) 
and Clouds of May (1999) — the gulf 
between one’s origins and one’s fate, 
between the deprivation of the old ways 
and the alienation of the new — but 
without the Kiarostami-like self-reflexivi- 
ty of those works. Mahmut (Muzaffer 
Ozdemir, who played a filmmaker in 
Clouds of May) is a wanna-be 
Tarkovsky (he watches Solaris on his 
VCR but switches to porn) who has fled 
his rustic roots to make his dreams 
come true in Istanbul, his version of 
New York. At age 40, however, he’s re- 
signed himself to a comfortable career 
photographing ceramic tiles. His es- 
tranged wife is about to repatriate in 
Canada with her new husband, and his 
only constant companion is a mouse 
that he tries without success to eradi- 
cate. And that, except for smoking and 
watching TV, is pretty much Mahmut's 
life until a cousin from the old village 
turns up. Laid off by the local factory, 
Yusuf (played by Ceylan’s real-life 
cousin, the late Mehmet Emin Toprak, 
co-winner with Ozdemir of the Cannes 
2003 Best Actor Award) hopes to crash 
at Mahmut's place until he gets a job on 
a ship, or whatever. A subtle, slower, 
and much darker Odd Couple, Distant 
lives up to its title, glimpsing a void of 
alienation that transcends nation and 
history and engulfs East and West, past 
and future alike. In Turkish with English 
subtitles.

***1/2 DONNIE DARKO: DIREC- 
TOR’S CUT (2001/2004). Richard 
Kelly’s experimental film wowed critics 
and sparked a cult following back in 
2001, though it disappeared from the- 
aters in a blip. The 20 additional minutes 
of this “Directors Cut” don’t alter the 
eerie content of the original, but they do 


flesh out the mood. At first glace, Don- 


nie (Jake Gyllenhaal) is an amiable 
high-schooler living in a pampered sub- 
urban community with attentive parents 
(Mary McDonnell and Holmes Os- 
borne). But Donnie’s a troubled teen, 
sleepwalking each night at the call of a 
fiendish, six-foot-tall rabbit named 
Frank. He’s popping meds for his condi- 
tion and seeing a shrink, and then 
there's that house he burnt down. On 
one such somnambulant sojourn, a jet 
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engine falls into Donnie’s bedroom, and 
then weird things begin to happen, in- 
cluding time travel, Drew Barrymore as 
a radical post-feminist literary instructor, 
and perhaps the creepiest element of 
the film, Patrick Swayze as a self-help 
guru. Kelly's vision might not always be 
lucid, and the mélange may sound over 
the top, but it’s a hypnotic brainteaser 
throughout.

**xxTHE DOOR IN THE FLOOR 
(2004). Writer/director Tod Williams 
chops off two-thirds of John Irving's A 
Widow for One Years 500-plus pages 
and its fugally intertwining sprawl of a 
narrative, limiting himself to the self- 
contained first section. And as Ted Cole 
(Jeff Bridges), a boozy, womanizing 
children’s-book author, advises his 
summer intern Eddie (Jon Foster), he 
sticks to the “specific details.” Ted and 
his wife, Marion (Kim Basinger), lost 
their two teenage boys in a car wreck 
some years before. Marion has sunk 
into perpetual despair; Ted, who was al- 
ready an asshole, remains one, drinking 
and creatively humiliating the rich, 
bored housewives (poor Mimi Rogers, 
the victim of Irving’s unaccountable fit of 
misogyny) who are his neighbors. He’s 
a good father to their moppet daughter, 
Ruth (Elle Fanning, the Russian doll in- 
side her sister Dakota), who was con- 
ceived to fill the void left by their sons 
For Marion, though, Ruth is a memento 
mori. As is Eddie, but he’s also some- 
thing more. This makes for one hot sum- 
mer in the Hamptons, and Williams, 
whose only previous film was 1998's 
odd, rough-hewn The Adventures of 
Sebastian Cole, knows enough to let 
the actors, like the details, speak for 
themselves. Bridges equals his per- 
formance in Fearless as a person who's 
attractive and sympathetic but unthink- 
ably twisted. Basinger at once conveys 
unapproachable tragedy and irresistible 
sensuality. No special effects, comput- 
er-generated or stylistic, compete with 
the simple truths of their gazes and their 
silences.

third and so far best of the Harry Potter 
movies has the advantage of being 
based on J.K. Rowling's most satisfying 
book and being directed by Alfonso 
Cuar6n, who breaks director Chris 
Columbus's death grip on the franchise 
The choice of Cuarén was as inspired 
as it was logical — in films as varied as 
1995's A Little Princess and 2001's Y tu 
mama también, his main themes have 
been the death of innocence and sexual 
awakening. Although there is, of course, 
no actual sex in The Prisoner of Azka- 
ban, the whiff of puberty is everywhere 
Harry (Daniel Radcliffe) and his best 
friends at Hogwarts Academy, Ron 
Weasley (Rupert Grint) and Hermione 
Granger (Emma Watson), are suddenly 
looking very mature.

As for Harry 
there’s trouble on the horizon: the mass- 
murdering wizard Sirius Black (Gary 
Oldman), an alleged follower of the evil 
Lord Voldemort, has escaped from Azk- 
aban prison, the Alcatraz of wizard 
clinks, and word on the street is that the 
deranged Black is out to kill Harry. In his 
corner is kindly Remus Lupin (David 
Thewlis), a friend of Harry's parents, 
James and Lily, who's been hired as the 
school’s new Defense Against the Dark 
Arts teacher. Michael Gambon plays 
Hogwarts headmaster Albus Dumble- 
dore (the role originated by the late 
Richard Harris) as a caftan-clad old hip- 
pie, as mischievous as he is mystical 
Emma Thompson, new to the Potter 
roster, is a hoot in her brief turn as hap- 
less Divination teacher Sibyll Trelawney, 
who exhorts the students to “look be- 
yond” but can’t see past her own nose 
despite thick glasses that magnify her 
eyes. Alan Rickman’s screen time as 
Professor Severus Snape has suffered, 
but he still wrings maximum impact 
from few words. It's all enough to make 
you hope Cuarén directs the four re- 
maining Potter movies. And while he’s 
at it, maybe he can get hold of 
Hermione’s time turner and go back 
and work his magic on the first two

**x*xHERO (2002). Everything in 
Zhang Yimou's film takes place be- 
tween, and around, two figures: a pow- 
erful king (Chen Daoming) and a 
swordsman, known only as Nameless 
(Jet Li), who seeks to assassinate him 
Nameless comes to the king’s palace 
under the pretext of having eliminated 
the king’s three most dangerous ene- 
mies, the protagonists of earlier assas- 
sination attempts: Sky (Donnie Yen), 
Broken Sword (Tony Leung), and Flying 
Snow (Maggie Cheung). Disbelieving 
Nameless's first version of events, the 
king probes deeper, and through a 
process that resembles the elaboration 
of a conspiracy theory, something like a 
truth emerges. The prodigious visual 
work of Hero — whose production de- 
sign, costumes, and cinematography 
(by Christopher Doyle), splendid as they 
are, are rendered almost irrelevant by 
the layers of digital special effects ap- 
plied over them — helps evacuate time 
from the film, stylizing the narrative as a 
game.

**1/2 THE MANCHURIAN CANDI- 
DATE (2004). Jonathan Demme 
showed gumption in updating John 
Frankenheimers 1962 masterpiece of 
perennial paranoia, but the compar- 
isons will be invidious nonetheless. As 
in the original, Major Ben Marco (Den- 
zel Washington, the best thing in the 
movie) commands a scouting patrol; in 
this case he’s doing reconnaissance in 
advance of Desert Storm. There’s an 
ambush, and in the official version of 
what happened, Sergeant Raymond 
Shaw (Liev Schreiber) saves all but two 
members of the unit, an act of heroism 
for which he wins the Congressional 
Medal of Honor. Much to the delight of 
his mother, Senator Eleanor Prentiss 
Shaw (Meryl Streep, combining Martha 
Stewart with Medea), who uses the 
award to propel him into politics. And 
now, in this fictitious present day or near 
future, he’s poised for the vice-presiden- 
cy. But Marco has a dream, one that's 


far less horrifying than the sight of 
Shaw’s beloved costumed as the 
Queen of Diamonds. (Frankenheimer 
created his nightmare with the perverse 
elegance of a single 360-degree pan.) 
The patrol members have been cap- 
tured and their brains not so much 
washed as roto-rootered. Demme, the 
master of horror in The Silence of the 
Lambs, throws in Grand Guignol experi- 
ments and drilled skulls, but these aren't 
nearly as scary as Frankenheimer's 
dowager lecturing about hydrangeas in 
a hotel lobby. Neither is the plot that 
gets uncovered particularly shocking 
given what we've been through from the 
Kennedy assassinations to September 
11. At its wittiest and most subversive, 
The Manchurian Candidate lampoons 
this post-Orwellian image of the world 
At times, the barbs are obvious, as 
when Senator Shaw schmoozes with 
her Manchurian Global backers in a 
cloud of cigar smoke and cynicism 
More telling is the background chatter of 
the media — overheard or just- 
glimpsed bulletins about the latest pre- 
emptive strike against Guinea or 
Guatemala and the need for “compas- 
sionate vigilance.” Paul Verhoeven per- 
fected this parodic technique in Robo- 
Cop and Starship Troopers, films that 
seem prophetic today.

The fifth feature from the filmmaking 
team of Grigori Kozintsev and Leonid 
Trauberg, who were instrumental in 
moving the Russian cinema into its So- 
viet heyday, takes its title from the name 
of an haut-bourgeois department store 
in the Paris of 1870. “Le Babylone Nou- 
velle” is the jumping-off point for this an- 
archic, pre—Duck Soup version of the 
Franco-Prussian War, the events lead- 
ing up to the 1871 formation of the Paris 
Commune, and its brutal suppression 
after a two-month experiment in govern- 
ment by the people. The film begins in a 
Paris that calls to mind Baz Luhrmann's 
Moulin Rouge but with a point, all 
sparkles, smoke, and theatricalized 
poses meant to spoof capitalists. Into 
this scene walks Yelena Kuzmina as a 
soon-to-be radicalized “midinette,” a 
modernist goth-chick prototype familiar 
from Helena Bonham Carter's last-gasp 
version in Fight Club. As Kozintsev and 
Trauberg move Yelena through this 
jandified slice of pre-revolutionary his- 
tory into the fall-of-Paris war zone, her 
performance becomes wilder. By the 
time she and the Commune meet their 
tragic ends, the filmmakers have flung 
her off a roller coaster into oblivion. The

**1/2 NINA SIMONE: LOVE SOR- 
CERESS (2004). Rene Letzgus’s film 
documents the return of the late singer 
and pianist to the stage after her six- 
year self-imposed exile from her native 
US. Despite her talent and the brooding, 
self-confident mystery in her music, 
Nina Simone saw herself as an under- 
dog, and she overcompensated by de- 
manding adulation from her audience 
and exuding an unflattering and often 
cruel imperiousness.

It starts in modern-day New York City, 
where Ruth (Jutta Lampe) has thrown 
her household into traditional Jewish 
mourning for her deceased husband. 
Daughter Hannah (Maria Schrader) 
protests, and she’s even more vocifer- 
ous when mom throws out Hannah's 
gentile fiancé and refuses to let them 
marry. Then a woman named Rachel 


shows Hannah a photo of her mother 
as a child (Svea Lohde) with an Aryan 
woman named Lena Fischer (Katja 
Riemann) who saved Ruth's life. Off 
Hannah goes to Berlin to solve the 
mystery. Trotta’s clumsy narrative of 
flashbacks, expository dialogue, and 
stagy scenes defuses all dramatic ten- 
sion, clarity, and suspense and dissi- 
pates any emotional involvement.
